Behold, I am about to bring such an evil upon this place, 
That whoever heareth of it, his ears shall tingle. 
i For they have forsaken me, 
And have alienated this place. 
And have burned incense in it to strange gods, 
Which neither they, nor their fathers, nor the kings of 

Judah have known. 
And have filled this place with the blood of innocent chil- 

5 And have built high places to Baal, 

To bum their sons in the fire for burnt-offerings to Baal ; 
Which I ordained not, and commanded not, 
And which never came into my mind. 

6 Therefore, behold, the days are cominr;, saith Jehovah, 
When this place .shall no more be called Tophet, 

Nor the valley of tlie son of Hinnom, 
But the valley of Slaughter. 

7 For I will in this place bring to naught the plans of Judah 

and Jerusalem, 
And I will cause them to fall by the sword before their 



And by the hands of them that seek their lives ; 
And their dead bodies will I give for food 
To the bird* of heaven and the beasis of the earth. 
8 And I will make this city a wonder and a hissing; 
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Every one that passeth by it shall wonder and hisa, 
On account of all its pUgues.

So will I break this people and this city, 

As one breaks a potter's Teasel which cannot he made 

whole again ; 
And they shall be buried in Tophet, till there is no room 

to bury, 

12 Thus will I do to this place and to its inhabitants, saith 

Jehovah, 
And I will make this city itself like Tophet; 

13 And the houses of Jerusalem and tho houses of the kings 

of Judab shall be unclean, like tho place of Tophet, 
All the houses upon whose roofs they have burned iiicenso 

to all the host of heaven. 
And poured out drink-offerings to strange gods.

14 Then came Jeremiah from Tophet, 
Whither Jehovah had sent him to prophesy. 
And stood in the court of the house of Jehovah, 
And said to all the people : 

15 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Behold, I am about to bring upon this city, and upon all 

the cities belonging to it, 
All the evil whioh 1 have pronounced against itj 
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For they have made their necks stiflT, 
And refused to hearken to my words. 

1 Now Pashur, the sou of Immer. the priest, wlio was also 
chief overseer in the hoiise of Jehovah, heard Jeremiah 

2 prophesying these things. Then Pashur smol« Jeremiah 
the prophet, and put him in the stocks, that were at tlie 
high gate of Benjamin, which was in the hoase of Jehovah. 

S And on the next day Pashur took Jeremiah out of tlw 
stocks. Then smd Jeremiah to him, Jehovah calleih thee, 
not Pashur, but Magor-missabib [not Safety on every 

4 side, but Terror on every side]. For thus sailh Jeiiovali: 
Behold, I am about to make thee a terror la thyself and to 
all thy friends j and they sliall fall by the swoi-d of their 
enemies, thine eyes looking on ; and all Judah will I give 
into the hand of the king of Babylon, who shall carry them 
captive to Babylon, and shall smite them with the sword. 

5 And Twill give all the wealth of this city, and all its pos- 
sessions, and all its precious things, and all the treasures 
of the kings of Jtidah will I give, into the hand of their 
enemies, and they shall spoil them, and take them and 

6 airry them to Babylon. And thou, Pashur, and all that 
dwell in thy house, shall go into eaptivity ; thou shalt go 
to Babylon, and there shalt thou die, and there shalt thou 
he huried, thou, and all thy friends, to whom thou hast 
prophesied fidsely. 

7 Thou didst persuade rne, Jehovah, and I was per- 

suaded ; 
Thou wast stronger than I, and didst prevail. 
But I am in derision daily, 
Every one mocketh me. 

8 For whenever 1 speak, I cry out on account of violence, 
And complain of oppression ; 

For the word of Jehovah bringeth upon me reproach. 
And daily derision. 

9 So I say, I will no more make mention of him, 
Nor speak any more in his name ; 

But his word is in my heart like a burning fire, shut up iq 

my bones. 
And I am weary with forbearing, 
And I cannot refrain. 
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JO For I hear the sla.ider of many, terror on every sMe ; 
" Tell US sometLing against him, and we will denounce 

him." 
All my familiar friends, they who leave not my side, [say,] 
" Perhaps he will be enticed, 
So that we may prevail against him.

11 But Jehovah is on my side, like a mighty champion, 
Therefore shall my persecutors stumble, and not prevail ; 
They shall be covered with shame, because they act not 

With everlasting shame, that shall not be forgotten. 

12 O Jehovah of hosts, thou that provest the righteous, 
That seest the reins and tlie liearl, 

Ijet me see thy vengeance on them, 
For to thee have I laid open my cause! 

13 Sing to Jehovah ! 
Praise ye Jehovah ! 

For he delivereth the oppressed 
From the hand of evil-doers. 

14 Cursed l>e the day on which I was bom j 

Let not the day on which my mother bore me be blessed! 

15 Cursed be the man who brought the tidings to my father, 
Saying, "A son is born to thee," making him very glad! 

16 Let that man be like the cities which Jehovah overthrew, 

and relented not ; 
Let him bear an outcry in the morning. 
And an alarm at noontide ; 

17 Because he slew me not before I saw the light, 
So that my mother might bave been my grave, 
And hfer womb have been great with me forever 1 

18 "Wherefore came I forth from the womb, to see weariness 

And that my days might be consumed in shame? 
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ThBcaptureofJerusiilein threatened. — Ch. SXI. 

1 The word which camo to Jeremiah from Jehovah, 
when King Zedekiah sent to him Pashur, the son of Mel- 
chiah, and Zephaniah, the son of Maaseiah, the priest, aay- 

2 ing : Inquire, I pray lliee, of Jehovah for m ; for Nebuchad- 
nezzar, king of Babylon, makelh war sgainst us ; whether 
Jehovah will deal with us according to all his wondrous 
works, that he may go up from us. 

3 And Jeremiah said to them, Thus shall ye say to Zed- 

4 ekiah : Thus saith Jehovah, the God of Israel : Behold, I 
will turn hack the weapons of war which are in your 
hands, with which ye fight against the king of Babylon 
and the Chaldanans, which besiege you without the walla, 

6 and I will assemble them in the midst of this city. And 
1 myself will fight against you with an out-^tretclied hand, 
and with a strong arm, with anger and fury and great 

6 wrath. And I will amite the inhabitanta of this city, both 

7 man and beast ; by a great pestilence shall they die. And 
after this, saith Jehovah, I will deliver Zedekiah, the king 
of Judah, and his servants, and the people, and those in 
the city who shall be lell alive by the pestilence, the 
sword, and the famine, into the hand of Nebuchadnezzar, 
the king of Babylon, and into the hand of their enemies, 
and into the hand of those that seek their life; and he 
shall smite them with the edge of the sword.

For all thy lovers are fiillen. 

21 1 spake to thee in thy prosperity, 
But thou saidst, " I will not hear." 

This hath been thy manner from thy youth ; 
Thou hast not obeyed my voice. 

22 The wind shall con<'ume all thy shepherds, 
And thy lovers shall go info captivity; 
Then shalt thou be ashamed 

And confounded for all thy wickedness. 

23 O thou that dwellestin Lebanon, 
That makest thy nest in eedare. 

How wretched shalt thou be, when anguish cometh upon 

Bain, as of a woman in travaill 

24 As I live, saith Jehovah, 

Thou Coniah, son of Jehoiaklm, king of Judah, 
Though thou wort the signet upon ray right hand, 
Even thence would I pluck thee ! 

25 Aiid I will give thoe into the hand of them that seek thy 
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And into tlie hand of tliem that thou fearest. 

Even into the hand of Nehuchadnezzar, liin^ of Babylon,

1 Woe to the shepherds,

1 jF.noVAn showed me this vision. Bi^hold, hvo Jtasticia 
of figs were set before the temple of Jehovah. Tliio was

capdve Jeconiah, the son of Jehoiakim, king of Judah, and 
the princes of Judah, and the artificers, and the smiths, 

2 from Jerusalem, and had led them to Bubylon. One of 
the baskets contained very gocMj figs, like those which are 
first ripe. The other contained very bad figs, so bad that 
they could not be eaten. 

3 And Jehovah said to me, What seest thou, Jeremi- 
ah ? And I said : Figa ; the good figs, exceedingly good ; 
and the bad, exceedingly bad, so bad that they cannot be 
eaten. 

4, 6 Then came the word of Jehovah to me, saying : Thus 
SMth Jehovah, the God of Israel: As these good figs, 
so will I regard the captives of Judah, whom I have sent 
out of this place into the land of Chaldsea for their good ; 

6 yea, I will set my eyes upon them for good, and I will 
bring them again to this land; and I will build them up, 
and not pull them down ; and I will plant them, and not 

7 pluck them up. And I will gi^e them a heart to know 
me, that I am Jehovah ; and they shall be my people, and 
I will be their God ; for they shall return to me with their 
whole heart.

1 The word which came to Jeremiah concerning all the 
people of Judah in the fourth year of Jehoiakim, the son 
of Josiali, king of Judah, which waa the first year of Neb- 

2 uchadnezzar, king of Babylon; which Jeremiah the prophet 
spake to all the people of Judah, and to all the inhabi- 
tants of Jerusalem, sajicg: — 

3 From the thirteenth year of Josiali, (ho pon of Anion, 
king of Judah, even to this day, for tlireeand twenty years, 
the word of Jehovah hath come to me, and I have spoken 
to you, rising early and speaking ; but ye have not heark- 

4 ened. Also Jehovah hath sent to you all his scLTants the 
prophets, rising early and sending them ; but ye have not 

5 hearkened, uor inclined your ear to hear. " Turn ye now," 
said tliey, "every one from your evil way, and from your 
evil doings, and ye sliaH dwell in the land which Jehovah 

6 gave to you and to your fathers for ever and ever. And 
go not after strange gods to serve them, and to worship 
them, and provoke me not to anger with the work of your 

7 hands ; and I will do you no hurt." But ye have not 
hearkened to roe, smth Jehovah, that ye miglit provoke 
me to anger with the works of your hands to your owu 

8 hurt. Therefore thus saith Jehovah of hosts: Because ye 

9 have not hearkened to my words, behold, I will send and 
take all the nations of the Noi-th, saith Jehovah, and I(ebu- 
chadnezzar, the king of Babylon, my servant, and will 
bring them against this land and its inhabitants, and against 
all these nations round about, and will utterly destroy them,

15 For thus hath Jehovah, the God of Israel, said to me :

16 all the nations to which I shall send thee drink of it Let 
them drink, and stagger, and become mad because of the 

17 sword which I am about to send among them.^ So I took 
the cup from the band of Jehovah, and gave it to all the 

18 nations to drink, to which Jehovah sent me ; to Jerusalem 
and to the cities of Judah, and to tlie kings thereof, and 
the princes thereof, to make thera a desolation, and an 
astonishment, and a, hissing, and a curse; [as it is this 

19 day.] To Pharaoh, king of Egypt, and to his servants, 
ao and to his princes, and to all his people, and all the allied 

people ; and to all the kings of the land of Uz, and to all 
tlie kings of tlie land of the Philistines, and lo Askelon, 
and to Gaza, and to Kki'on, and to tlie remnant of A.shdod ;

?7 And say to them. Thus saitb Jehovah of hosts, the God 
of Israel : Drink ye and be drunken, and vomit, and fall 
to rise no more bei^ausc of the sivord whii;h I am about 
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2S to send among you. And if thej refuse to take the cup 
from thy hand lo drink, then say to them, Thus saith Je- 

29 hovah of hosts : Ye ahall surely drink ! For behold, upon 
the city which is called by my name I begin to brinj; evil ; 
and aliall ye go wholly unpunished ? Ye sliail not go un- 
punished ; for I am about to call the sword upon all the 

80 inhabitants of the earth, saith Jehovah of hosts. There- 
fore, prophesy against them all tliese words, and say to 

Jehovah shall roar from on high. 
From his holy habitation shall he utter his voice ; 
He shall roar aloud against his dwelliug-place ; 
A shout like tha! of vintagers shall he raise 
Against all the inhabitants of the earth. 
Si An outcry shall reach to the ends of the earth ; 
For Jehovah hath a controversy with the nations ; 
He entereth into judgment with all flesh ; 
The wicked will he give up to the sword, saith Jehovah. 

32 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts : 

Behold, evil shall go forth from nation to nation, 

And a great whirlwind shall be raised up from the extrem- 
ities of the earth. 
S3 At that day shall the slain of Jehovah lie 

From one end of the earth to the other end of the earth ; 

They shall not be lamented, nor gathered, nor buried; 

They shall be dung upon the ground. 

34 Howl, ye shepherds, and cry! 

Roil yourselves in the dust, ye leaders of the flock. 
For your time to be slaughtered has come! 
And I will scatter you, and ye shall fall like a goodly ves- 
sel. 

35 The shepherds shall have no way lo flee. 
Nor the leaders of the flock to escape. 

36 [Hark I] the voice of the cry of the shepherds, 
And the wailing of the leaders of the flock, 
Because Jehovah layeth waste their pasture 1 

37 Yea, the peaceful pastures are destroyed 
Because of the fierce anger of Jehovah, 

38 He hath left, like a lion, his covert; 
For their laud is become desolate, 
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Because of the wrath of the destroying sword, 
Aad because of the fierceness of his anger. 



Jereniiah is accused, tried, and eeqaittad. — Ch. XXVI. 

1 In the bot^innitig of the reign of Jehoialiim, the son of 
Josiah, king of Judah, came this word from Jehovah, say- 



a Thus saith Jehovah : Stand in the court of the house 
of Jehovah, and speak to those who come from all the cit- 
ies of Judah to worship in the house of Jehovah all tho 
words which I have commanded thee to speak to them; 
abate not a word. 

8 If peradventure they will hearken and lum every one 
from his evil way, that I may repent me of the evil which 

4 I purpose to do to them because of their evil doings. And 
thou shalt say to them. Thus saith Jehovah : If ye will 
not hearken to me, to walk in my law which I have set 

e before you, to hearken to the words of my servants the 
prophets, whom I sent to you, rising early and sending, 

6 and ye have not hearkened, then will I make this house 
like Shiloh, and this city will I make a curse to all the 
nations of the earth. 

7 And the priests and the prophets and all the people 
heard Jeremiah speaking these words in the house of Je- 

8 hovah. And when Jeremiah had made an end of speak- 
ing all that Jehovah had commanded him to speak to all 
the peojile, then the priests and the prophets and all the 

9 people seized him, and said. Thou shalt surely die ! Why 
dost thou pi-ophesy in the name of Jehovah, and say. This 
house shall be as Shiloh. and this city shalt be made deso* 
late without an inhabitant? And all the people were as- 
sembled tc^ether against Jeremiah in the house of Jehovah. 

10 When the princes of Judah heard these things, they

, tain elders of the land also rose up, and spoke to all the 

18 assembly of the people, saying: Micah, the Morasthite, 
prophesied in the days of Hezekiah, king of Judah, and 
spake to all the people of Judah, saying. Thus saith Jehovah 
of hosts: Zion shall be ploughed like a field, and Jerusa-

20 There was also another man that prophesied in the 
name of Jehovah, Urijah, t!ie son of Shemaiah of Kirjath-

21 cording to all the woi'ds of Jeremiah ; and when Jehoiakim 
the king, and all his mighty men, and all the prince.^, heard 
his words, the king sought to put him to death. Hut whcu 
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TJrijah heard it, he was afraid, and fled and went into 

23 Egypt. But Jehoiakim the king sent men into Egypt, 

Elnathan the son of Achbor, and certain men witli Hia 

23 into Egypt, and Ihey brought Urijah out of Egypt, and 
carried him to King Jehoiakim, who slew him with the 
Bword, and cast his dead body into the graves of the com- 

24 mon people. Nevertheless, the hand of Ahikam, the son 
of Shaphan, was with Jeremiah, that he should not be de- 
livered into the hand of the people, to be put to death.

And 
all nations shall serve him, and his son, and his son's 
son, until the time of his land, even his, shall come, and 
then shall many nations and great, kings make him their 

8 servant. And the nation and the kingdom that will not 
serve him, Nebuchadnezzar, the king of Babylon, and put 
their neck under the yoke of the king of Babylon, — with 
the sword and with famine and with pestilence will I pun- 
ish that nation, saith Jehovah, until I have consumed them 
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9 by his hand. Therefore hearken ye not to your prophets, 
and your diviners, aiid your dreamers, your soothsayei's, 
and your sorcerers, who aay to you.

la And to Zedekiah, king of Judah, also, spake I accord- 
ing to all these words, and said: Bring your necks under 
the yoke of the king of Babylon, and serve him and his 

13 people, and live. Why will ye die, thou and thy people, 
by the swoi-d, by famine, and by pestilence, as Jehovah 
hath spoken concerning the nation that will not serve the 

14 king of Babylon ? Therefore hearken not to ihe prophets, 
that say to you. Ye shall not serve the king of Babylon ; 

15 for they prophesy a lie to you. For I have not sent them, 
eaith Jehovah ; but they prophesy a lie in my name, that 
I may drive you out, and that ye may perish, ye and the 
prophets that prophesy to you. 

18 To the priests, also, and to all the people, spake I, say- 
hig. Thus saith Jehovah: Hearken not to the words of 
your prophets who prophesy to you, and say, Behold the 
vessels of the house of Jehovah shall be brouglit back from 
Babylon now shortly ; for they prophesy a he to you. 

17 Hearken ye not to them; serve the king of Babylon, and 

18 live! Why should this city become a desolation? But 
if they be indeed prophets, and if the word of Jehovah be 
with them, let them now make intercession to Jehovah 
of hosts, that the vessels which are led in the house of 
Jehovah, and in the house of the king of Judah, and in 

19 Jerusalem, may not go to Babylon. For thus saith Jeho- 
vah of hosts concerning the pillars, and concerning the sea, 
and concerning the bases, and concerning the residue of 

20 the vessels that are left in this city, which Nebuchadnez- 
zar, king of Babylon, took not, when he carried away cap- 
tive Jeconiah, the son of Jehoiakim, king of Judah, from 
Jerupalem to Babylon, with all the nobles of Judah and 
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21 Jerusalem yea, thus saith Jehov^ai of hosts, the God or" 
Israel, concerning the vessels that are left iu the house 
of Jehovah, and in llie hou^e of the king of Judah and of

Against the fiiisc prophet Hanfimiih. — Cn. XXVIII. 

1 And it came to pass in the same year, in tlie beginning 
of the reign of Zedekiah, king of Judah, in the fourth year, 
in the fifth month, that Hananiah, the son of Azur the 
prophet, who was of Gibeon, spoke to me in the presence 

2 of the priests and of all the people, saying. Thus saith 
Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel : " 1 will break the 

5 yoke of the king of Babylon. Within two full years will 
I bring again to this place all the vessels of the house of 
Jehovah, which Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon took 

4 irom thia place, and carried to Babylon. And Jeconiah, 
the son of Jehoiakim, king of Judah, and all the captives 
of Judah that went to Babylon, will I bring again to tliia 
place, saith Jehovah ; for I will break the j oke of the king 
of Babylon." 

6 Then Jeremiah the prophet spake to Hananiah the 
prophet, in the presence of the priests, and m the presence 

6 of all the people that stood in the house of Jehovah And 
Jeremiah the prophet said, Amen ! So may Jehovah do ! 
May Jehovah fulfil thy words which thou hast prophesied, 
and bring back tlie vessels of the house of Jehovah, and 

7 all the captives from Babylon to this place ! Neverthe- 
less, hear now this word, which I speak in thine ears, wid 

8 in tlie ears of all the people. The prophets who have 
been before me and before thee from ancient times have 
also prophesied against many nations, and against great 

9 kingdoms, of war, of calamity, and of pestilence. The 
prophet who prophesieth of peace, when ihe word of the 
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prophet shall come to pass, then shall he be known as a 

10 prophet whom Jehovah hath truly sent. Then Hananiah 
the pi-ophet took the yoke from the prophet Jeremiah's 

11 neck, and hroke it. And Hananiah spake in the presence 
of all the people, saying. Thus satth Jehovah : In this 
manner will I break the yoke of Nebuchadnezzar, the king 
of Babylon, fi'otn the neck of all the nations, within the 
space of two full years. And the prophet JeremLah went 
his way. 

12 Then came the word of Jehovah to Jeremiah, after that 
Hananiah the prophet had broken the yoke from the neck 

13 of the propliet Jeremiah, saying: Go and tell Hananiah, 
saying ; Thou hast broken a yoke of wood, but thou shalt 

14 make instead of it a yoke of iron. For thus saith Jeho- 
vah of hosts, the God of Israel: A yoke of iron do I put 
upon the neck of all these nations, that they may serve 
Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon ; and they shall serve 
him.

15 Jeremiah the prophet said also to Hananiah the proph- 
et : Hear now, Hananiab ! Jebovah hath not sent thee ; 

Therefore 
thus saith Jehovah; Behold, I will cast thee off froni the 
face of the earth. This year thou shalt die ; for thou hast 

17 spoken rebellion agmnst Jehovah. And Hananiah the 
prophet died in the same year, ia tlie seventh month.

1 Now these are the words of the letter which Jeremiah 
the prophet sent to the residue of the elders of the captivi- 
ty, and to the priests, and to the prophets, and to all the 
people, whom Nebuchadnezzar had eai'ried away captive 

2 from Jerusiilem to Babylon, after the departure of Jeco- 
niah the king, and the qneen, and the euouchg, and the 
princes of Judah and Jerusalem, and the artificers, and 

8 the smiths, fiom Jerusalem, by the hand of Elasah, the 
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son of Sliaplian, and Gemariali, the son of Hilkiali, (whom 
Zedokiah, the king of Judah, sent to Babylon, to Nebu- 
chadnezzar, the king of Babylon,) saying : — 

4 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel, to all 

the captives whom I liave caused to he carried away from 

e Jerusalem to Babylon ; Build ye houses and dwell in 

6 them ; and plant gardens and eat the fi-uit of liem. Take 
ye wives, and have sons and daughters ; and fake wives 
for your sons, and give your daiighlei-s to husbands, that 
they may bear sons and daughters; and increase ye 

7 thei-e, and be not diminisiied. And seek ye the peace of 
the city whither I have paused you to be carried away 
captive, and pray for it to Johovah, for in its peace shall 

8 be your peace. For thus saith Jehovah of hosts, ihe God 
of Israel : Let not your prophets and your diviners, who 
are in t!ie midst of you, deceive you, neither hearken to 

9 your dreams whicli ye cause to be dreamed. For they 
prophesy falsely to you in my name; I have not sent them, 

10 Biuth Jehovah. For thus saith Jehovah : Surely, when 
seventy years shall be completed for Babylon, I will visit 
you, and I will perform for you my good promise, that I 

11 would bring you again to this place. For I know the de- 
signs which I have in mind concerning you, designs of 
good and not of evil, to give you a happy end, and fulfil 

12 your hopes. Then ye shall call upon me, and go in peace; 

13 ye shall pray to me, and I will hear you ; ye shall seek 
me, and find me, when ye search for me with all your 

14 heait. And I will be found by you, saith Jehovah, and I 
will bring you ba-,-k from captivity, and I will gather you 
from all the nations, and from all the places whither I 
have driven you, saith Jehovah ; and I will bring you 
again to the place whence I caused you to be carried away 
captive. 

15 Since ye say, Jehovah hath raised us up prophets in 

16 Babylon, behold, thus saith Jehovah concerning the king 
that sitteth upon the throne of David, and concerning all 
the people that dwell in this city, your brethren that went 

17 not forth with you into captivity, — thus saith Jehovah of 
hosts ; Behold, I will send upon them the sword, the fam- 
ine, and the pesiilence, and I will make them like vile figs. 
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18 which cflimot he eafen for badness. And I will persecute 
tliem irith the sword, and with famine, and with pestilence, 
anil I will give them up to oppression in ail kingdoms of 
the earth, to be a curse, and an astonishment, and a hissing, 
and a reproach, among all the nations whither I drive them ; 

19 because Ihey have not hearkened to my words, saith Jeho- 
vah, when I sent to them my servants, the prophets, rising 
early and sending them ; but ye would not hear, saith Jclio- 

20 Hear ye, therefore, the word of Jehovah, all ye of the 
captivity, whom I have sent from Jerusalem to Babylon. 

21 Thvis saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel, concerning 
Ahab, the son of Kolaiah, and concerning Zedekiab, the 
son of Maaseiah, who prophesy a lie to you in my name : 
Behold, I will deliver them into the hand of Nebuchadnez- 
zar, king of Babylon, and he shall slay them before your 

22 eyes. And from them shall be taken a curse among all 
the captives of Judah that are at Babylon, so that they 
shall say, "Jehovah make thee like Zedekiah and like 
Ahab, whom the king of Babylon roasted in the fire!" 

23 because Ihey have practised villany in Israel, and have 
committed adultery with their neighbors' wives, and have 
spoken lying words in my name, which I commanded them 
not. But I know it, and am a witness, saith Jehovah. 



Against the false prophet Sheraaiah. — Ch. XXIX. 2t -32. 

21 And to Shemaiah, the Nehelamite, shalt thou say, Thus 

29 saith Jehovah of hosts, the Glod of Israel : Because thou 

hast sent letters in thy name to all the people that are at 

Jerusalem, and to Zephaniah, the son of Maaseiah the 

26 priest, and to all the priesla, saying, Jehovah hath made 
thee priest in the room of Jehouidi* the priest, that tliere 
should be officers in the hoiLse of .Jehovah against every 
one that is mad and prophesieth, and that thou shouldst 

27 put him into the stocks, and iiito prison ; now, therefore, 
why bast thou not reproved Jeremiah of Aniitlioth, who

Because thy sins were increased. 
16 Why (.viest thou because of thy bruise ? 

Thy pain is without remedy. 

For the multitude of thine iniquities, 

Because thy sins were increased. 

Have I done these things to thee. 
16 Yet all they that devour thee shall he devoured, 
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And nil thine enemies, yea, all of thfra, sliall go into cap- 

And tliey tliat spoil thee aliall lieeomc a spoil, 
And all that plunder thee will I give up to plunder. 
17 For I will restore soundness to thee, 

And I will heal thee of thy wounds, saith Jehovah;

Sing with gladness for Jacob, 
And shout for the head of the nations ! 
Publish ye, praise ye, and say :

6 Behold, I will bring them from the land of the North, 
And gather them from the extremities of the earth ;

5 to mouth, and his eyes shall behold his eyes ; and he shall 
lead Zedekiah to Babylon, and there shall he be until I 
visit him, saith Jehovah; though ye flght with the Chal- 
djeans, ye shall not prosper?" 

6 Then said Jeremiah, The word of Jehovah came to me, 

7 and said : Behold, Hanameel, the son of Shallum, thine 
uncle, will come to thee, and say. Buy thee my field which 
is in Anathotb, for thine is the redemption-right to buy it. 

8 And so Hanameel, the son of my uncle, came to me in the 
court of the prison according to the word of Jeliovah, and 
said to me ; Buy, I pray thee, ray fieid, which is in Ana- 
thoth, for thine is lh(( right of inheritance and redemption ;

II to ray words ? snitii Jeiiovah. The worda of Jooadab, 
the son of R*chab, in which he commanded his sons 
uot to drink wine, have been performed; for they have 
drunk no wine to this day, but hare obeyed the com- 
mandment of their father, I also have spoken to you, 
rising up early and speaking, but ye have not hearkened 

IS to lue. And I have sent to you all ray servants, the 
prophets, rising up early and sending them, saying. 
Return ye now every one from his evil way, and amend 
your doings, and go not after otJier gods to serve them, 
aud ye shall dwell iit the land which I have given to 
you and to your fathers ; but ye have not inclined your 

le ear, nor hearkened to me. Since then ttie sons of 
Jonadab, the son of Rechab, have performed the com- 
raandment of their lather which he commanded them, 

n and this people have not hearkened to me ; therefore 
thus saith Jehovah, the God of hosts, fhe God of Israel; 
Behold, I will bring upon Judah, and upon all the in- 
Lahitants of Jerusalem, all tlie evil which I have pro- 
nounced against them ; because I have spoken to them, 
and they have not hearkened, and I have called to 
them, and they have not answered. 

18 And to the house of the Rechabites Jei-emiah said : 
Thus saitli Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel : Be- 
cau.se ye have obeyed the commandment of Jonadab, 
your father, and kept all liis precept?, and done accord- 

19 ing to all which he commanded you, therefore thus 
saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel ; There shall 
not fiul in the land of Jonadab, the son of Rechab, 
men to stand before me forever. 



1 And it came to pass in the fourth year of Jehoia- 
kim, the sou of Josiah, king of Judah, that this word 
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2 came to Jereminh from Jehovah, saying : Take thee 
a book-roll, and write upon it all the words which I 
have spoken to thee concerning Israel, and concerning 
Judah, and concerning all the nations, from tiie day 

S when I began- to speak to thee even to this day. It 
may be that the house of Judab will hear all the evil 
which I purpose to do to them, and return every one 
from his evil way, bo that I may forgive their iniquity 

4 and their sin. Then Jeremiah called Barueh, the eon 
of Neriah ; and Bai'uch wrote from the mouth of Jere- 
miah all the words of Jehovah which he had spoken to 

5 him, upon a book-roll. And Jeremiah commanded Ba- 
ruch and said ; I am shut up ; I cannot go into the house 

6 of Jehovah ; therefore, go Ibou, and read in the roll 
which thou hast written from my mouth the words of 
Jehovah, in tlie ears of the people, in the house of Jeho- 
vah, upon the fest-day ; also in the ears of all Judah, that 

7 come out of their cities, shalt thou read tliem. It may be 
that they will prostrate themselves in supplication before 
Jehovah, and will return every one from his evil way. 
For great is the anger and the indignation which Jeho- 

8 vah hath denounced against this people. And Baruch, 
the son of Neriah, did according to all that Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded him, i-eading in the book the words 
of Jehovah in the house of Jehovah. 

9 And it came to pass in the fifth year of Jelioialtim, the 
Bon of Josiah. king of Judah, in the ninth month, that all 
the people in Jerusalem, and all the people that came out 
of the cities of Judah, proclaimed a fast before Jehovah, 

10 in Jerusalem. Then read Baruch in the book the words 
of Jeremiah in the house of Jehovah, in the chamber of 
Gemariah, the son of Shaphan the scribe, in tlie higher 
court, at the entrance of the new gate of the house of 
Jehovah, in the ears of all the people. 

IX And when Micah, the son of Gemariah, the ton of 
Shaphan, had heard from efie book all the words of Jeho- 

la vah, he went down to the king's house, into the scribe's 
chamber; and lo, all the princes were sitting there, Eli- 
shama the scribe, and Delaiah, the son of Shemaiah, and 
Elnathau, the son of Achbor, and Gemai^.^b, the son or 
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Shaphan, and Zedekiah, the son of Hananlab, and all the 

13 princes. Tlicn Micah declared to tliem all the ivoiTla 
which he had heard when Bai'ueh read the hook in the 

14 ears of the people. Then all the princes sent Jehudi, the 
son of Nethaniah, the Bon of Sheleniiah, the son of 
Cushi, to Baruch, and said, "Take in thy hand the roll 
wherein thou hast read in the ears of the people, and 
come." So Barnch, the son of Neriah, took the roll in 

15 his hand, and came to them. And they said to him, 
" Sit down now, and read it in our ears." And Baruch 

16 read it in their ears. And when they had heard all the 
words, they looked with consternation upon one another, 
and Ihey said to Baruch, " We must tell the king of all 

17 these things." And they asked Baruch, saying, " Tell us 
now, how didat thou write all the;e woi-ds from his 

18 mouth?" And Baruch said to them. "With his mouth 
he pronounced to me all these woi-ds, and 1 wrote them 

19 on the book with ink." Then said the princes to Baruch, 
" Go, liide ihee, thou and Jeremiah, and let iiu man know 
where ye are." 

20 And they went in to the king into the court; hut they 
laid up the roll in the chamber of Ehshama the scribe, 
and they told all these things in the ears of the king. 

ai Then the king sent Jehadi to fetch the roll, and he took 
it out of the chamber of Elishama the scribe ; and 
Jehudi read it in the ears of tlie king, and in the ears of 

22 all the princes who stood beside the king. And tlie king 
was sitting in the winter-house, in the ninth month, and a 

23 brasiet was burning before him. -And when Jehudi had 
read three or four sections, he [the king] cut it with the 
penknife, and cast it inio the lire, into the brasier, until 
the whole roll was consumed in the fire in the brasier, 

21 And they were not afraid, and rent not their garments, 
neither the king, nor any of his servants, who heard all 

25 these words ; and although Elnathan and Deiaiah and 
Gemariah interceded with the king not to burn the roll, 

26 yet be would not hearken to them. And the king com- 
manded Jerahmeel, the son of Hammelech, and Ser^uah, 
the son of Azreel, and Shelemiah, the son of Abdeel, to 
seize Barach the scribe, and Jeremiah the jn'ophet ; but 
Jehovah liad hid them. 
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27 Then came the word of Jehovah to Jpremiab, after 
that the king had burned the I'ol!, and llie words which 
Baruch had written from tlie mouth of Jeremiah, eayLng : 

28 Take thee another roll, and write in it all the former 
words that were in the first roll, which Jehoiakira, king 

29 of Judah, haih Ijurned. And concerning Jehoiakim, kuig 
of Judah, thou shalt say, Thou hast burned this roll, say- 
ing, "Why hast thou writtiio therein and said. The king 
of Babylon shall surely come and shall destroy this laud, 

30 and shall cause to cease from it man and beast? " Tliere- 
forc thus saitb Jehovah concerning Jehoiakim, king of 
Judah : He shall have not one to sit upon the thi-one of 
David i and his dead boily shall he cast out in the day to 

31 the heat, and in the night to the frost. And I will pnnish 
him, and his offspring, and his servants, for their iniquity ; 
and I will bring upon them, and upon the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and upon the men of Judah, all the evil which 
I liave pronounced against them, and they have not heark- 

82 ened. Then Jeremiah took another roll, and gave it to 
Baruch the scribe, the son of Neriah, who wrote therein 
fi'ora tlie mouth of Jeremiah all the words of the book 
which Jehoiakim had burned in the fire ; and there were 
added to them many words of the same kind. 



Jeromiah an-estefl, and charged with treiifioo. — Ch. XXXVII. 

1 Now King Zedekiah, the son of Josiah. reigned instead 
of Coniah, the son of Jehoiakim, whom Nebui-hadnezzar, 

2 king of Babylon, made king in the land of Judah. But 
neither he nor his servants nor the people of the land 
regarded the words of Jcljovah, whii'h he spake by the 
prophet Jeremiah. 

3 And Zedekiah the king sent Jehucal, tlie son of Shele- 
miah, and Zephaniah, the son of Maaseiah the priest, t» 
Jeremiah the prophet, saying, " Pray now to Jehovah our 

4 God for us." Now Jeremiah came in and went out amoug 

5 the peoph, for tbey had not ca-^t him into prison. And 
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Phai-aoh'a army had come forth out of Egypt; and the 
Chaldieiins, who were besieging Jerusalem, having heard 
tidings of them, had departed from Jerusalem. 

6 Then came the word of Jehovah to Jeremiah the proph- 

7 et, saying, Thus ^aith Jehovah, tlie God of Israel : Thus 
shall ye say to the king of Judali, who sent yon to inquire 
of me : Behold, the army of PImraoh, which is come fortlt 
to help you, shall return to Egypt, into their own land. 

8 And the Chaldseans shall come again, and fight against thia 

9 city, and take it, aud burn it with fire. Thus saiih Jeho- 
vali: Deceive not youraelves, saymg, "The Chaldreana 
shall surely depart from us"; for tliey shall not depart. 

10 For though ye had smitten the whole army of tlie Chal- 
dseans that fight against you, and there remained only 
wounded men among tliem, eauh one in his tent, yet should 
they rise up and burn this city with fire. 

11 And it came to pass, when the army of the Chaldteans 
had marched away irom Jerusalem because of the army 

12 of Piiaraoli, that Jeremiah was going forth from Jerusalem, 
to go into the lanil of Benjamin, to i-eceive thence his in- 

15 heritance among tlie people. And when ha was in the 
gale of Benjamin, a captain of the ward was there, whose 
name was Irijaii, the sou of Shelemiah, the sou of Hana- 
niah ; and he seized Jeremiah the prophet, saying, " Thou 

14 art going over to the Chaldieana." And Jeremiah said, 
" It is false ; I am not going over to the Chaldasans." But 
he hearkened not to him; so Irijah took Jeremiah and 

16 brouglit him to tbe princes. And the pi'inces were en- 
raged against Jeremiali, and smote him, and put him in 
prison in the house of Jonathan the scribe; for they had 
made that a prison. 

16 And when Jeremiah had gone into the dungeon, and in- 
n to the cells, and had remmned there a long time, then 
Zedekiah the king sent and took him out ; and the king 
asked him in his house privately, and said, " Hast thou 
any word from Jehovah ? " And Jei-omiali said, '• I have." 
And he said, " Into the hand of the king of Babylon ahalt 
18 thou he delivered." And Ji-reraiali said to Kiug Zedekiah, 
What offence have I eommitt'd against thee, or against 
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thy aervanis, or against this people, that ye hiire put me 
19 in prison ? And whera are your prophets, wlio prophe- 
sied to you, saying, " The king of Babylon shall not come 
80 against you, nor against this land ? " But now hear, I 
pray thee, my lord the king ! let my supplication, I pray 
thee, be accepted before thee, and cause me not to return 
21 to the house of Jonathan the scribe, lest I die there ! Then 
Zedekiah the king commanded that they should commit 
Jeremiah into the court of the prison, and that they should 
give him daily a piece of bread out of the bakers' street, 
until all the bread in the city should he consumed. And 
Jeremiah remained in the court of the prison. 



Jeremiah is cnst into prison for counselling submission to the Ciiiildieans. -^ 
Ga. XXXVUL 

1 And Shephatiah, the son of Matfein, and Gedaliah, the 
son of Pashur, and Jucal, the sou of Shelemiah, and Pa- 
shur, the son of Malchiah, heard the words which Jeremi- 

2 ah spoke to all the people, saying, " Thus saith Jehovah : 
He that remaineth in this city shall die by the sword, by 
famine, and by pestilence ; but he that goeth forth to the 
Chaldieans shall live, and he shall retain his life as a prey, 

3 and shall live. Thus saith Jehovah: This dty shall surely 
be g^ven into the hand of the army of the king of Babylon, 

4 and he shall take it." Then said the princes to the king, 
" We beseech thee, let this man be put to death I for thus 
he weakeneth the hands of the men of war that remain in 
this dty, and the hands of all the people, in speaking such 
words to them ; for this man seeketh not the welfare of 

5 this people, but their hurt." Then Zedekiah the king 
said, " Behold, he is in your hand ; for the king is not one 

6 that can do anything in opposition to you." Then look 
they Jeremiah, and cast him into the dungeon of Malchiah, 
the son of Hammelech, which was in the court of the pris- 
on ; and they let down Jeremiah with cords. And in the 
dungeon there was no water, but only mire ; and Jeremiah 
sunk in the mire.

7 And Ebedmelech, the Ethiopian, a euiiueh, who was 
then in the king's house, heard that they had put Jeremiah 
into the dungeon ; and the king was sitting in the gate of 

8 Benjamin. Then Ebedmelech went forth out of the king's 

9 house, and spake to the king, eaj'ing, "My lord the king! 
these men have doue evil in all tliat they have done to 
Jeremiah ihe prtqjhet whom they have cast into the dun- 
geon ; for he was already almost dead in bis place for 

10 hunger ; for thei'e is no more bread in the city." Then 
the king commanded Ebedmelech, the Ethiopiao, saying, 
" Take along with thee thirty men from hence, and take 
up Jeremiah the prophet out of the dungeon, before he 

11 die." And Ebedmelech took the men with him, and went 
into the king's house under the store-rooni, and took from 
thenee torn rags and worn-out rags, and let them down by 

12 cords into the dungeon to Jeremiah. And Ebedmelech, 
the Ethiopian, said to Jeremiah, put now these torn and 
worn-out rags under ihy knuckles under the cords. And 

13 Jeremiah did so. And they drew up Jeremiah with cords, 
and took him up out of tlie dungeon ; atid Jeremiah re- 
mained in the court of the prison. 

14 And King Zedekiah sent, and took Jeremiah the proph- 
et to him into the third entrance, which is in the house of 
Jehovah ; and the king said to Jeremiah, '^ I will ask thee 

16 a question ; hide nothing from me 1 " And Jeremiah said 
to Zedekiah, " When I have told thee, wilt thou not surely 
put me to death ? and if I give thee counsel, thou wilt not 

16 hearken to me." Then King Zedekiah swore to Jeremia' 
in secret, saying, " As Jeliovah liveth, who made for oa 
this soal, I will not put thee to death, neither will I give 

H thee into tlie hand of these men that seek thy life." Then 
said Jeremiah to Zedekiah, " Thus s^tb Jehovah of hosts, 
the God of Israel : If thou wilt go forth to the chieftains 
of the king of Babylon, then shalt thou live ; and this city 
shall not be burned with fii-e ; and thou shalt live, thou and 

18 thine house. But if thou wilt not go forth to the chieftaina 
of the king of Babylon, then shall this city be given into 
the hand of the Chaldteaus, and they shall burn it with fire, 

19 and thou shalt not escape oiU of their hand." And Zede- 
kiah the king said to Jeremiah, " I am afraid of the Jews 
who have gone over to the Cli:i'da;ans, lupt I should be de- 
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20 liyered into their band, and they shouH mock me," And 
Jeremiah said, " Tliou elialt not be delivered np to them, 

■ Obey, I beseech thee, the voice of Jehovah in what I 
speal; lo thee ; so shall it be well with thee, and thou shalt 

21 live. But if thou refuse to go forth, this is what Jehovah 

22 hath revealed to me. Behold, all the women that are left 
in the house of the king of Judah shall be brought forth 
to the chieftains of the king of Babylon, and shall say, 
' Thy friends have set thee on, and have prevailed agMnst 
thee -, thy feet are sunk in the mire ; Ihey go backward.' 

23 And ail thy wives and thy children lihall they bring out to 
the Chaldteans, and thou slialt not escape out of their hand, 
but hy the hand of the king of Babylon shalt thou be tak- 
en ; and thou shalt cause this city to be hunied with fire," 

24 Then said Zedekiah to Jeremiah, " Let no man know of 

25 these words, and thou phalt not die. But if the princes 
shall hear that I have talked with thee, and shall come to 
thee, and say to thee, 'Tell us, we pray thee, what thou 
hast said to the king ; hide it not from us, and we will not 
put thee to death ; and what the king hath said to thee ' } 

26 then shalt thou say to them, 'I presented my supplication 
before the king, that he would not cause me to return to 

2T the house of Jonathan to die there,' " Then came all the 
princes to Jeremiah, and asked him ; and he told them ac- 
cording to all those words which the king had commanded. 
And they said no more to him, for the matter was not 

28 known. And Jeremiah remained in the court of the pris- 
on to the day when Jerusalem was taken. 



1 And it eame to pass, when Jerusalem was taken, (in 
the ninth year of Zedekiah, the king of Judah, in the 
tenth month, came Nebueliaduezzar, the king of Babylon, 

J and all his .army, against Jerusalem, and besieged it; and 
in the eleventh year of Zedekiah, in the fourth month, on 
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the ninth day of the month, was the city hroken into,) 

5 that all the chieftains of tbe king of Babylon came, and 
stationed themselves in the middle gate, NergaJsharezer, 
Samgariiebo, Sarsechim, prefect of the eunuchs, Nergal- 
sharezer, prefect of the ma^ans, and all the rest of the 

4 princes of the king of Babylon. And when Zedekiah, the 
king of Judah, and all the men of war, saw them, they fled, 
and went forth out of the dty by night, by the way of 
the king's garden, through the gate between the two 

6 walls ! and they went forth toward the plain. But the 
army of the Chaldseans pursued them, and overtook Zede- 
kiah in the plains of Jericho ; and they took him, and 
brought him to Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, at 
Riblah in the land of Hamatli, where he gave judgment 

6 ajnoerning him. And the king of Babylon slew the soia 
of Zedekiah at Riblah betbre his eyes ; and all the nobles 

T of Judah did the king of Babylon slay. And he put out 
the eyes of Zedekiah, and bound him with fetters of brass, 

8 to carry him to Babylon. And the Chaldasans burned 
the king's house, and the houses of the people, with fire, 

9 and they broke down the walls of Jeniealem. And the 
rfeijidue of the people that remained in the city, and the 
deserters who had come over to him, the residue of the peo- 
ple that remained, Nebuzaradan, the captain of the guard, 

10 carried away to Babylon. But the poor of the people, 
who had nothing, Nebuzaradan, captain of the guard, left 
in the land of Judah, and gave them vineyards and fields 
at the same time, 

11 And Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, gave charge 
concerning Jeremiah to Nebuzaradan, captain of the 

12 guard, saying, " Take him, and have thine eyes upon him, 
and do him no harm ; but do to him even as he shall say 

13 to you." Then sent Nebuzaradan, the captain of tlie 
guard, and Nebushaaban, prefect of the eunuchs, and Ner- 
galsharezer, prefect of the magians, and all the princes of 

14 the king of Babylon, they sent and took Jeremiah out of 
the court of the prison, and commifted him to Gedaliah, 
the son of Ahikam, the son of Shaphan, that he should 
carry him home; and he dwelt among the people. 

16 Now the word of Jehovah had come to Jeremiah, while 
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16 he was shut up in the court of the prison, saying ; Go 
and f^peak to Ebedmelech, the Etliiopian, find say : Thua 
saith Jehovah of hosts, the God of Israel: Behold, I 
bring my words upon this city for evil and not for good, 
and with tliine own eyes ehalt thou see it in that day. 

17 But I will deliver thee in that day, saith Jehovah j and 
thoa shalt not be ^ven into the hand of the men of whom 

18 thou art afraid. But I will surely deliver thee, and thou 
shalt not fell by the aword, but thy life shall be to tliee as 
a prey ; because thou hast put thy trust in me, saith 
Jehovah, 



1 The word which came to Jeremiah from Jehovah, after 
that Nebuzaradan, captain of the guard, had let him go 
from Bamah. For he had taken hira, and he had been 
bound with chains among all the captives of Jerusalem 
and Judah iviuch were carried away captive to Baby- 
l(m. 

2 And the captain of the guard took Jeremiah, and said 
to him; "Jehovah, thy God, pronounced this evil agmnst 

3 this place: and now Jehovah hath brought it, and done 
according as he spake, because ye sinned against Jehovah, 
and obeyed not his voice ; thereibre hath this thing como 

4 upon you. And now, behold, I loose thee this day from 
the chains upon thy hands. If it seem good to thee to 
come with me to Babylon, come ; and I wiE set my eyes 
upon thee ; but if it seem evil to thee to come with me to 
Babylon, forbear ; behold, the whole land is before thee ; 
whither it seemeth good and desirable for thee to go, 

5 thither go." And while he was not yet gone away [ha 

said]: "Go to Gediiliah, the of son Aliikam, the son of 
Shaphan, whom the king of Babylon hath made governor 
over the cities of Judah, and dwell vvith him among the 
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people ; or go wbithersoever it seemett good lo thee fo 
go." And tlie Ciiptain of the guard gave liim jirovisions, 

6 and a present, and disoiisffed liitn. And Jeremiah went 
to Geilaliab. the son of Ahikam, to Mizpah, and dwelt 
with him among the people Uiat were left in the land. 

7 Now when all the captains of the forces which were in 
the fields, Ihey and their men, heard that the king of 
Bahylon had made (a*daliah, the son of Ahikam, gov- 
ernor over the land, aud had committed to his charge 
men and women and children, of the poor of the land, 
of them that were not carried away captive to Babylon, 

8 then they came to Gedaliah, to Mizpah ; namely, lehmael, 
the son of Nethaniah, and Johanan and Jonathan, the 
sons of Kareah, and Seraiah, the son of Tanhumeth, and 
the sons of Ejihai the Neiophathite, and Jezaniah, the son 

9 of the Maachathite, they and their men ; and Gedaliah, 
the son of Ahikam, the son of Shaphan, swore to them 
and to their men, saying, " Fear not to serve the Chal- 
daeans; dwell in the land, and serve the king of Bahyion, 

10 and it shall he well with you. As for me, behold, I will 
dwell at Mizpah, to stand before the Chaldeans, who 
shall come to us ; but ye, gather ye in wine, and summer 
fruits, and oil, and put them in your vessels, and dwell in 

11 vour cities which ye have taken." Also when all the 
Jews that were in Moah, and among the children of 
Ammon, and in Edom, and that were in all the countries, 
heard that the king of Babylon had left a remnant to 
Judah, and that he had set over them Gedaliah, the son 

12 of Ahikam, the son of Shaphan, then all the Jews i-e- 
tnrned from all the places whitlier they were driven, and 
came to the land of Judah, to Gedaliah, to Mizpah, and 
gathered wine and summer fruits in abundance. 

IS And Johanan, the son tf Koteah aud all the captains 
of the forces that were in the fiel h came to Gedaliah to 

14 Mizpah, and said to him DoH thou kno \ tint Baahs, 
the king of the childi'eu of Ammon, halt sent Ishmnel, 
the son of Nethaniah, to slaj thee' But Gedahah the 

Ifi son of Ahikam, believed them not. A d Johanan, the 
son of Kare.ih, spake to Gedaliah m i m ite at ^izpUi, 
saying, '■ Let nie go, I piaj tint ii d -^m te I'limatl the 
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son of Nethaniah, and no maa shall know it WLerefore 
should he slay tliee, that all the Jews which are gathered 
lo thee should he scattered, and the remnant in Judah 
li perish?" But GedBlinh, the son of Aliikam, said to 
Johanan, the son of Kareah, "Thou shall, not do this 
thing, for thou speakest falsely of Ishmael." 

1 And it came to pass in the seventh month, that Ish- 
inael, the son of Kethaniah, the son of Eliahama, of the 
blood royal, and one of the great officers of tlie king, and 
ten men with hitn, came to Gedaliah, the son of Ahikam, 
to Mizpah; and they ate bread there together in Mizpah. 

2 Then Ishmael, the son of Nethaniah, arirae, and the ten 
men that were with him, and smote Gedaliah. the son of 
Ahikain, the son of Shaphan, with the sword, and slew 
him whom (he king of jiabylon had made governor over 

3 the land. And all the Jena that were willi him. with 
Gedaliali at Mizpah, and the Chaldmans that were found 

4 there, the men of war, did Ishmael smite. And it came 
to pass, the secwnd day after he had slain Gedaliah, and 

3 no man knew it, that there came certain ratn from She- 
chem, fi'om Shiloh, and from Samaria, fourscore persona, 
having their beards shaven, and their clothes rent, and 
having cut themselves, with an oblation and incense in 

6 their hands, to bring to the house of Jehovah. And Ish- 
mael, tlie son of JSetlianiah, went forth fi-om Mizpah to 
meet thein, weeping all along as he went ; and when he 
met them, he said to them, " Come ye to Gedaliah, the 

5 son of Aliikam." And when they had come info the 
midst of the city, Ishmael, the son of Nethaniah, slew 
them, and cast them into the pit, he and the men that 

8 were witii him. But ten men were found among them 
who said to Ishmael, " Slay us not, for we have hidden 
stores in the field, of wheat, and barley, and oil, and 
honey." He forbore, therefore, and slew (hem not with 

9 their brethren. Now the pit into which Ishmael caat 
all the dead Ijodies of the men whom he slew, together 
with Gedaliah, is the s^ame which Khig Asa made on 
account of Baasha, king of IsiTiel ; and li^hmael, the son 

10 of Nethtiniah, filled it with them that were slain. And 
Ishmael ti>!>k captive all the residue of the people that 
were in Mizpali, the king's daughters, and all the people 
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that remained in Mizpah, whom Kebuzaradan, capt.un of 
the guai-d, had committed to the charge of Gedaliah, the 
son of Ahikam ; even I^hmael, the son of Nethaniah, 
took them captive, and set forth to go over [the Jordan] 
to the children of Ammon. 

H Bnt when Johanan, tlie son of Kareali, and all the cap- 
tains of the forces that were with him, heard of all the 

12 evil which Ishmael, the son of Nethaniah, had done, they 
took all the men, and went up to fight with Ishmael, the 
son of Nethaniah, and came up with Lim at the great 

13 waters that are in Gibeon, And when all the people 
whiuii were with Ishmael saw Johanan, the son of Ka- 
reah, and all the captains of the forces that were with 

14 him, tliey were glad ; and all the people that Ishmael had 
carried away captive from Mizpah faced about and re- 

15 turned, and went to Johanan, the son of Kareah. But 
Ishmael, the son of Nethaniah, escaped from Johanan 
with eight men, and went to the cliildren of Ammon. 

16 Then took Johanan, tlie son of Kareah, and ail the cap- 
tains of the forces that were with him, all the remnant of 
the people whom he had recovered from Ishmael, the son 
of Nethaniah, from Mizpah, afier he had slatu Gedaliah, 
the son of Ahikam, strong men, men of war, and women, 
and children, and eunuchs, whom he had brought back 
from Gibeon ; and they went, and tarried in the inn of 
Chimham, which is near Bethlehem, in order to flee into 

18 Egypt from the Chaldteans ; for they were afraid of them, 
because Ishmael, the sou of Nethaniah, had slain Geda- 
liah, the son of Ahikam, whom, the king of Babylon had 
made governor over the laud. 



[ And all (he captains of the forces, and Johanan, the 
son of Kareah, and Jezaniah, the son of Hophaiah, and 
all .the people, from the least even lo the greatest, came 
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3 near, and said lo Jeremiah flie prophet; " Let, we beaeech 
tliee, our aupplieation be accepted before thee, aud pray 
for us to Jehovah, tliy God, tor all this remuatit ; (for wo 
are left a few out of many, as thine eyes do behold us ;) 

8 that Jehovah, thy God, may show us tbe way wherein we 

4 shall walk, and the thing which we shall do." And Jere- 
miah ihe prophet said to them : " I have heard ; behold, 
1 will pray to Jehovah your God, according to your 
words, and ail which Jehovah shall answer you 1 will 
declare to you ; I will keep back nothing Irom you." 

5 Then they said to Jeremiah : " May Jehovah be our wit- 
ness, a faithful and true witness! According to all for

7 And it came to pass after ten days, that the word of 

8 Jehovah came to Jeremiah. And he called Johanan, the 
son of Kai-eah, and ail the captains of the forces which 
were wirh him, aud all the people, from the least even to 

9 the greatest, and said to them: " Thus saith Jehovah, the 
God of Israel, to whom ye sent me to pi-eseut your suppli- 

10 cation before him : If ye will still abide in this land, 
then will I buiid you, and not pull you down, and I will 
plant you, and not pluck you up ; for I repent me of ihe 

11 evil which 1 have done to you. Be not afraid of the king 
of Babylon, of whom ye are afraid ; be not afi-aid of him,

So shall it be with all the men that 
set their faces to go into Egypt to sojourn there. They

18 which I bring upon ihera. For thus saith Jehovah of 
hosts, the God of Israel: As my anger and my wrath 
have been poured forth upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
so shall my wrath be poured forth upon you, when ye 
shall enter into Egypt; and ye shall be aa execration, 
and an astonishment, and a cui-ae, and a reproach; and

10 of tlie men of Judah, and say to them : Thus saith Jeho- 
vah of hosts, the God of Isruel : Behold, I will send, and 
take Mebuuhadiieazar, the king of Babylon, my servant, 
and I will set his tlirone upon these stoDes which I have 
hidden, and he shall spi'ead his royal canopy over them. 

11 And he shall come and smite the land of Egypt, and

2 Thus saith Jehorah of hosts, the God of Israel : Ye 
have seen all the evil which I have brought upon Jera- 
saleni, and upon all the cities of Judah ; and behold, this 
day they are a desolation, and no man dwelleth therein ; 

S because of their wickedness, which they have committed, 
to pi-ovoke me to anger, in that they went to burn incense 
and to serve strange gods, whom they knew not, neither

ing: O do not this abominable thing, which I hate!

Stf The word which Jeremiah the prophet commanded 
Seraiah, tlie son of Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, when ho 
went with Zeilekiah, the king of Judah, into Babylon, in 
the fourth year of his reign. This Seraiah was chief 

60 chamberlain. And Jeremiah wrote all the evil that was 
lo come upon Babylon in one book, all these words that 

61 are written concerning Babylon. And Jeremiali said lo 
Seraiah, When thou comeat to Babylon, see that thou read 

62 all these words, and say, O Jehovah, thou hast spoken 
against this place to destroy it, so that none shall remain 
in it, neither man tior beast, but that it shall remain deao- 

63 late forever! And when thou hast made an end of read- 
ing this book, bind a stone upon it, and cast it into the 

£4 midst of the Euphrates, and say : So shall Babylon sink, 
and shall not rise asain from the evil which I bring upon 
her. And they shall utterly fail. 

Thus far the words of Jeremiah. 
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1 Zkdekiah was one and twenty years old when he be- 
gan to reign, and he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. 
The name of his mother was Hamutal, the daughter of 

2 Jeremiah of Libnah. And be did that which was evil in 
the eyes of Jehovah, according to all that Jehoiakim had 

3 done. For, through the anger of Jehovah, it was so with 
Judah and Jerusalem that at length he cast them forth 
from his presence. And Zedekiah rebelled against the 
king of Babylon. 

4 And it came to pass in the ninth year of hla reign, in 
the tenth month, in the tenth day of the month, that Neb- 
uchadnezzar, the king of Babylon, came, he and all his 
army, against Jerusalem, and encamped against it, and 

6 built forls against it round about. And the city was 
6 besieged until the eleventh year of King Zedekiah, And 
in tlie fourth month, in the ninth day of the month, the 
famine was sore in the city, so that there was no bread 
1 for the people of the land. And the city was broken 
into ; and all the men of war fled, and went out of the 
dty by night, by the way of the gate between the two 
w^ls, which is by the king's garden, (whilst the Chaldte- 
ana were by the city round about,) and they went toward 

8 the plain. But the army of the Chaldeans pui-sued the 
king, and overtook Zedekiah in the plaius of Jericho; 

9 and all his army was scattered from him. And they took 
the king, and carried him up to the king of Babylon, to 
Eiblah, in the land of Hamath ; where be gave judgment 

10 upon itim. And the king of Babylon slew the sons of 
Zedekiah before his eyes. He slew also all the princes of 

11 Judah, in Eiblah. And he put out the eyes of Zedekiah, 
and bound him in chains ; and the king of Babylon car- 
ried him to Babylon, and put him in prison till the day of 
his death. 

12 And in the fifth month, on the tenth day of the month, 
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(it was the niiietiienth year of the reign of Nebuchadnez- 
Ziir, the king of Babylon,) eame Nebuzaradan, captain of 
the guard, one that stood in the presence of the king 

13 of Babyion, to Jerusalem. And lie burned the house of 
Jehovah, aud the king's house ; and all the iiousea at Jeru- 

14 salem, aJl tlie great houses, burned he with Are. And all 
the army of the Chaldieana that was with the captain of 
the guai-d brake down all the walls of Jerusalem round 

15 about. And Borae of the poor of the people, and the rest 
of the people tiiat were left in the city, and the deserters 
that liad gone over to the king of Babylon, even the 
remainder of the multitude, did Nebuzaradan, the captain 

16 of the guard, carry away captive. But some of the poor 
of the land did Nebuzaradan, the captain of the guard, 
leave for vine-dressers and for husbandmen. And the 

17 pillars of brass that were in the house of Jehovah, and 
the bases, and the brazen sea Uiat was in the house of 
Jehovah, the Chaldeans brake, and carried all the brass 

18 of them to Babylon. The caldrons also, and the shovels, 
and the snufTers, and the bowls, and tlie pans, and all the 
vessels of brass which were used in ministering, did they 

la take away. And the basins, and the fire-pans, and the 
bowls, and the caldrons, and the candlesticks, and the 
censei's, and the cups, and whatever was of gold or silver, 

20 did the captain of tiie guard take away. The two pillars, 
the sea, and the twelve brazen bulls that were under the 
base^, which King Solomon made in the house of Jelio- 

21 vah, the brass from all these was beyond weight. For as 
to the pillars, eighteen cubits in height was the one pillar, 
and a line of twelve cubits measured it round, and their 

!S thickness was four fingers, tteing hollow. And a cliapiter 
of brass was upon them ; and the height of one chapiter 
was five cubiis ; and there was network with pomegran- 
ates upon the chapiter all round, the whole of brass. The 
second pillar also, and tlie pomegranates, were like unto 

23 these. And the pomegranates were ninety and six to- 
ward every wind; all the pomegranates were an hundred 
upon the network round about. 

24 And the captain of the guard took Seraiah, the chief 
priest, and Zephaniah, tlie second priest, and the three 

25 keepers of tlie door; and out of the city he took a eunuch 
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who had charge over the men of wai-, and seven men of 
those that were near the king's person, who were found in 
the city, and the principal scribe of the host, who mus- 
tered the people of the land, and threescore men of the 
people of the land, who were found in the midst of the 
26 city ; (hese, Nebuaaradan, captain of the guard, took, and 
S7 brouglit to the king of Babylon at Riblah, And_ the king 
of Babylon smote them, and put tbem to death in Rihlab 
in tlie laud of Hamath. Thus was Judah carried away 
captive out of their own land. 

28 This is the people whom Nebuchadnezzar carried 
away captive : in the seventh year, three thousand and 

29 twenty-three Jews; in the eigbteeuth year of Nebuehad- 
nezzar, he carried away captive from Jeruaalem eight han- 

30 dred and thirty-two persons ; in the tbree and twentieth 
year of Nebucliadneezar, Nebuzaradan, captain of the 
guard, carried away captive of the Jews seven hundred 
forty and five persons. All the persons were four thousand 
and six hundred. 

81 And it came to pass in the thirty and seventh year of 
the captivity of Jehoia«hin, the king of Judah, in the 
twelfth month, on the twenty-fifth day of the month, that 
Evil-merodach, the king of Babylon, in the first year of 
his reign, lifted up the bead of Jehoiachin, king of Judah, 

82 and brought him forth out of prison, and spoke kindly to 
him, and set his seat above the seat of the kings that 

83 were with him in Babylon, and changed his prison gar- 
ments; and he ate bread before him all the days of his 

34 life. And a constant allowance was given him by the 
king of Babylon, a portion every day, until the day of hi3 
death, all the days of his life.

The call of Eiekiei to tha prophetic office, — Ch. I. — 111. 21. 

1 Now it came to pass in the tiiirtieth year, in tlie fourth 
month, in the fifth day of the month, as I was among tha 
captives by the river Chebar, that the heavens were 

2 opened, and I saw visions of God. On the fifth day of 
tlie month, in the fifth year of the captivity of King Jehoi- 

8 aehin, the word of Jehovah came to Esiekiel, the son of 
Buzi, the priest, in the land of the Chaldteans, by the 
river Cliebar ; and the hand of Jehovah was there upon 

4 him. And I loolted, mid behold, a stonny wind came from, 
the north, a great cloud, and a mass of fire ; and a bright- 
ness was round about it, and in the midst of it the appear- 

B auce of bright brass, in the midst of ihe fire. And in the 
midst of it were the forms of four living creatures. And 
this was their appearance. They had the fonn of a man. 

6 And every one had four feces, and every one had four 

7 wings. And their feet were upright; and the sole of 
their feet was as the sole of a calf's foot; and they spar- 

8 kled like polished brass. And they had the hands of a 
man under their wings on their four sides, and all four had 

9 faces and wings. Their wings were joined one to another ; 
they turned not about wlien they went; they went every 

10 one straight forward. As for the form of their laces, all 
four had the face of a man, and the face of a lion on the 
right side, and all four had tlie fiice of an ox on the lefi; 

11 side, and all four had also the fiice of an eagle. Thus 
were llieir faces. And their wings were expanded up- 
ward ; two wiii^TS of every one weie joined, and Iwo cov- 

12 ered their bodies. And thi^y went every one sti'aight 
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forward ; whither the spirit waa to go, they wenl, and 

13 they tui-ned not about when they went. And the appear- 
ance of tlie living creatures was as coals of fire, hurning 
like torches; and the fii-e moved about among the living 
creatures, and shone forth brightly ; and out of the flre 

14 came forth lightning. And the living creatures nm back- 
ward and forward like a flash of lightning. 

15 Now as I beheld the living creatures, behold, thei-e 
stood a wlieel upon the earth by each of the living crea- 

16 tures, with its fonr sides. The ajipearance of the wheels, 
and their work, was like that of a chrysolife, and all four 
hiid one form, and their appearance and their work was 

17 as if a wheel had been within a wheel. When they went, 
they went upon their four sidefi, and they turned not 

18 about when they went. As for (heir felloes, they were 
high and terrible ; and their felloes were full of eyes round 

19 about upon all four of them. And when the living crea- 
tures went, the wheels weat beside them ; and when the 
living creatures were liHed tip from the eailJi, the wheels 

20 were lifted up. Whithei'soever the spirit was to go, they 
went, whitheraoever the spirit was to go ; and the wheels 
were lifted up beside them; for the spirit of the living 

21 creatures was in the wheels. When tliose went, these 
went; and when those stood, thfese stood; and when 
those were lifted up from the earth, the wheels were lifted 
up beside them ; for the spirit of the living creatures was 

22 in the wheels. And over tjie lieads of the living crea- 
tures was tlie appeni'ance of a firmament, like crystal, 

23 terrible, spread out over their heads nbove. And under 
tlie firmament were their wings upright, the one toward 
the otiier ; and every one had two, which covered his body. 

24 And I heard the sound of their wings, as the sound of 
great waters, as tlie voice of the Almighty, when they 
went, — a sound like the noise of a host. And when they 

23 stood stiil, they let down their wings. And there was a 
voice from tlio firmament, that was over their heads ; and 
they stood still, and let down tlicir wing=. 

2fi And above the firmament over their heads was an ap- 
pearance like a pnppbire-slone, the form of a throne ; and 
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27 a man above. And I saw what had the appearance of 
bi'ight brass, what liad tlie appearance of fire round abou* 
within it, from the appearance of his loins and upward. 
And fi-om the appearance of hia loina downward I saw 
what had the appearance of fire, and its brightness was 

28 round about him. As the appearance of the bow that is 
in the cloud in the day of rain, so was the appearance of 
the brightness round about. This was the appearance 
of the glory of Jeliovah. And when I saw it I fell upon 
my faee, and 1 heard the voice of one who spoke. 

1 And he siiid to me, Son of man, stand upon thy feet, 

2 and I will speak with thee. And the spirit entered into 
me when he sjioke to me, and set me upon my feet ; and 

3 I heai'd hiin that sjiako with me And he i^aid to me, 
S n t ma I d I to t! e f I rael, to a rebel-

they 1 U f 1 J , f they are a rebellious house, yet shall 

6 ihey tnow that a prophet is in the midst of tliem. And 
thou, son of man, be not afraid of them, and of their 
words be not afraid, though they be briers and thorns 
toward thee, and Iliough thou dwell among scorpions ; be 
not afraid of their words, nor be dismayed at their looks, 

7 for they are a rebellioua house. Speak tliou my words 
to them, whether they will hear, or whether they will 

H forbear, for they are most rebellious. Dut thou, son of 
man, hear what I say to Ihee ! Be not thou rebellious, 
like that rebellious house. Open thy mouth, and eat 
tliat which I give thee. 

9 And when I looked, behold, a hand was put foitb to 

10 me; and lo, a book-roll was therein. And he spread it 

before me, and it was written within and nithoiit. And 

therein was written lamentation and mourniDg and woe. 

1 And he said to ihe, Son of man, e.it that uhiih thou 
findcst ; eat this roll, and go. speak to the hou-i' ot Israel 1 

2 So I opened my mouth, and he gaie me the roll to eat. 
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S And he said to me, Son of man, let thy stomach eat, and 
fill thy body with this roll which I ^ve thee ! Then I 
ate it, and it was 'm my mouth as honey for sweetness, 

i And he said to me : Son of man, go, get thee to the 

5 house of Israel, and apeak my words to them ! For not 
to a people of a dark speech and a liard language art thou 

6 sent, but to the house of Israel ; not to many nations of a 
dark speech and a hard language, whose words Ihou canst 
not understand. Truly, had I sent thee to them, they 

7 would have hearkened to thee. But the house of Israel 
will not hearken to thee, for they will not hearken to me. 
For the whole house of Israel is brazen-faced and stiflf- 

8 hearted. Behold, I have made thy face strong against 
their faces, and thy forehead strong against their fore- 

9 heads. As an adamant, harder than flint, have I made 
thy forehead ; fear them not, nor be dismayed at their 
looks i for they are a rebellious house. 

10 Moreover, he said to me: Son of man, all my words, 
which I shall speak to thee, receive in thy heart, and bear 

1 1 with thine ears ! And go, get thee to them of the captiv- 
ity, to the children of thy people, and speak to them, and 
say to them, Thus saith the Lord Jehovah ; whether they 
will hear, or whether they will forbear. 

12 Then the spirit lifted me up, and I heard behind me 
the sound, a? of a great rushing, saying, " Praised be the 

13 majesty of Jehovah from his plaee ! " I heard also the 
noise of the wings of (he hving creatures, that touched 
one another, and the noise of the wheels beside them, 

11 even a noise of a great rushing. So the spirit lifted me 
up, and took me away, and I went in bitterness, in the 
lieat of my spirit ; but the hand of Jehovah was strong 

15 Then I came to them of fhe captivity at Tel-abtb, that 
dwelt by the river Chebar ; and I dwelt where they dwelt ; 

18 I even dwelt astonished among them seven days. And 
at the end of seven days, the word of Jehovah came to 

n mc, and said : Son of man, T have set thee as a watchman 
to the house of Israel ; therefore hear the word from my 
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18 mouth, and warn them from me! When I say to the 
wicked, Thou shalt surely die ! and thou givest him not 
warning, nor speakest to warn the wicked from his wicked 
way, 80 that he may live, that wicked man shall die for 
his iniquity ; but his blood will I require at thy hand. 

19 Yet if thou warn the wicked, and he turn not from his 
wickedness, and from his wicked way, he shall die for his 

20 iniquity, but thou bast delivered thy souL Again, when 
a righteous man turneth from his righteousness, and com- 
mitleth iniquity, and I lay a stumbling-block before him, 
and lie Bhall die because thou hast not given him warn- 
ing, he will die for his sin ; and his righteousness which 
he bath done will not be remembered ; but his blood will 

21 I require at thy hand. Yet if thou warn the righteous 
man, that he sin not, and the righteous man doth not sin, 
he shall surely live, because he bath received warning} 
and thou hast delivered thy soul.

22 And the hand of Jehovah was there upon me, and he 
said to me. Arise, go forth into the plain, and there will I 

23 speak with Ibee. Then I arose, and went forth into the 
plmn, and lo, the glory of Jehovah stood there, as the 
glory which I saw by the river Chebari and I fell upon 

24 my face. Then the spirit entered into me, and set me 
upon my feet. And he spake with me, and said to me : 

25 Go, shut thyself within thy bouse. And behold, O son 
of man, bands shall be put upon thee, and thou siialt be 
bound therewith ; and thou shalt not go out among them. 

26 And I will make thy tongue cleave to the roof of thy 
mouth, that thou shalt be dumb, and shalt not be to them 

27 a reprover; for tliey are a rebellious house. But when I 
speak with thee, I will open thy mouth, and thou shalt 
say to them. Thus saiib the Lord Jehovah : lie that will 
hear, let him hear, and he that will forbear, let him for- 
bear ; for tiiey are a rebellious house. 
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1 And thou, son of man, take thee a tile, and lay it before 

2 thee, and portray upon it a city, even Jerusalem. And 
lay siege against it, and build a lower against it, and cast 
up a mound against it ; set a camp also against it, and 

8 place battering-rams against it round about. Moreover, 
take thou an iron pan, and set it for a wall of iron 
between thee and the city; and set thy face against it, 
that it ma^ be besieged ; and lay siege against it. This 
shall be a sign to the house of Israel. 

t Lie thou also upon thy left side, and lay the iniquity 
of the house of Israel upon it. According to the number 
of days Ibat thon shall lie upon it, thou shalt bear their 

6 iniquity. But for the years of their iniquity I appoint 
thee days, three hundred and ninety days ; so long shalt 

6 thou bear the iniquity of the house of IsraeL And when 
thoii hast brought them to an end, then lie upon thy right 
side, and bear the iniquity of the house of Judali forty 

7 days, I have appointed thee a day for a year. And set 
thy face agiiinst besieged Jerusalem, and uncover thine 

8 arm, and prophesy against it! And behold, I will lay 
bands upon thee, and thou shalt not turn thee from one 
side to another till thou hast ended the days of thy siege. 

9 Take thou also wheat, and barley, and beans, and lentilea, 
and millet, and spelt, and put them into one vessel, and 
make thereof thy bread for the number of days that thou 
shalt lie upon tliy side ; three bundled and ninety day^f 

10 shalt thou eat tiiei-eof. And thy food which thou eatest 
shall be by weiglit, twenty shekels a day ; from time to 

11 time shalt thou eat it. Thou shalt also drink water by 
measure, the sixth part of a bin ; from lime to time shalt 

12 thou diink. Thou shalt also eat barley-cakes ; and with 
dung that cometh out of man shalt thou bake them in 

18 their sight. And Jehovah said. Even thus shall the sons 
of Israel eat their polluted food among the nations, whither 
I will drive them. 

14 Then said I r Ah ! Lord Jehovah, behold, I have never 
been polluted ; for from my youth ualil now have 1 not 
eaten that which died of itself, or was toi-n in pieces ; 

15 neither hath unclean food come into my month. Then 
he said to mo: Behold, I give thee coiv's dLiiig for man's 
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16 dung ; and with that shalt thou prcpai-e thy food. And 
he said to me; Son of man, behold, I will break the Btaff 
of bread io Jerui^alem, and tliey shall eat bread by weight 
and with care, and they shall drink water by measure and 

17 in amazement j so that they shall be in want of bread and 
water, and be astonished one at another, and consume 
away for their iniquity. 

1 And thou, son of man, take thee a sbaip instrument, 
even a barber's razor, and cause it to pass upon thy head 
and thy beard ; and take thee weighing-balances, and di- 

2 vide the Iiair. A third part sUalt thou burn with Are in 
the midst of the city, when the days of the siege are ful- 
fllle<l ; and thou shalc take a third part and smite it round 
about witli the sword; and a third part shalt thou scatter 
in the wind, and I will draw out a sword after them. 

8 Tliou shalt also take thtreof a small number, and bind 

4 them in thy skirts. And of these again take some and 
cast them into the. tire, and burn them in Ihe fiie. From 
them shall a fli-e come forth upon the whoiu house of 

5 Thus saith the Lord Jehovah : This is Jerusalem ; in 
the midst of the nations have I set her, and countries are 

6 round about her. But she hath wickedly resisted my or- 
dinances more tlian the nations, and my statutes more 
than the countries, that are round about her. For they 
have refused my ordinances, and have not walked in my 

7 staiutes. Thei'efore thus saith the Lord Jehovah ; Be- 
cause ye have been rebellious more than the nations that 
are round about you, and have not walked in my statutes, 
nor kept mj ordinances, but liave done accoi-ding to the 
oi-diuances of the nations which are round about you, 

8 thei-etbre thus saith the Lord Jehovah: Behold I, even I, 
am against thee, and will execute judgments against thee 

g in the sight of the nations. I will do to thee that which 
I have not yet done, and the like of which I shall not do 

10 again, because of all thine iniquities. Therefore the fa- 
thers shall eat the sons in the midst of thee, and the sons 
shall eat their fathers ; and I will execute judgments in 
thee, and I wiU scatter the whole remnant of thee to all 

11 the wluds. TlnTelbi-c, as I live, saith the Lord Jehovah, 
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because tliou hast pulluled my sanctuary with alt thy de- 
testable things, and with all thine abomi nations, therefore 
will I also withdraw mine eye from thee ; neither will I 

12 spare, neither will I ha\e any pity. A third part of thee 
shall die by the pestilence, or be consumed with hunger 
in the midst of thee ; and a third part shall die by the 
sword round about thee ; and a third part will I scatter to 
all the winds, and I will draw out a sword after them. 

13 Thus shall mine anger be accomplished, and I will satiate 
niy fury upon them, and receive satisfaction ; and they 
shall know that I, Jehovah, have spoken it in my zeal, 
when I bhall have aecymplished my fury upon them. 

14 Moreover, I will make thee a waste, and a reproach 
among the nations that are round about thee, in the 

15 sight of all that pass by. And thou sLalt be a reproach, 
and a reviling, and a warning, and an astonishment to the 
nations that are round about thee, when I shall execute 
judgments upon thee in anger, and in fury, and in furious 

16 rebukes; — I, Jehovah, have spoken it; — when I shall 
send upon you the evil arrows of famine which bring de- 
struction, which I send to destroy you, and increase the 

17 famine upon you, and break your staff of bread. And I 
will send upon you famine, and evil beasts, which shall 
make thee childless ; and pesdtence and blood shall pass 
through thee ; and the sword will I bring upon thee. I, 
Jehovah, have spoken it. 



Varions woes derounceil against Israel. — Ch. VL, VII. 

1, 3 And the word of Jehovah came to me, saying : Son of 
man, set thy face against the mountains of Israel, and 

3 prophesy against them ! And say. Ye mountains of Is- 
rael, hear the word of the Lord Jehovah I Thus saith 
the Lord Jehovah to the mountains and to the hills, to 
the plains and to the valleys: Behold, I. even I, will 
bring the sword upon you, and I will destroy your high 

4 plaees ; and your altars siiall be desolate, and your sun- 
imagea shall be broken ; and 1 will cast down your slain 
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B before your idols. And I will lay the carcasses of the 
sons of Israel before their idols ; and I will scatter your

For the land is full of blood -guiltiness. 
And the city is full of violence. 
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2-1 Therefore will I bring the most cruel among the nationa, 
And they shall possess your houses ; 
I will also make the pride of the stroog to cease, 
And their holy places shall be defiled. 

25 Desiruction cometh ; 

And they shall seek peace, and not find it. 

26 Calamity shall come upon calamity, 
And rumor shall be upon rumor; 

And they shall seek a vision from the prophet in vain; 
Instruction shall perish from the priests, 
And counsel from the elders. 

27 The king shall mourn. 

And the prince shall be clothed with amazement; 

And the hands of the people of the land shall be troubled. 

I will do to them according to their way, and according to 

their deserts will I judge them, 
And they shall know that I am Jehovah. 



1 Now it came fo pass in the sixth year, in the sixth 
month, on the fifth day of the month, as I sat in my 
house, and the elders of Judah sat before me, that the 

2 hand of the I^ord Jehovah fell there upon me. And I 
looked, and lo, a form having the appearance of fire ; 
from the appearance of his loins downward, of fire ; and 
from his loina upward, of a bright light, like the splendor 

S of shining brass. And he put forth the form of a hand, 
and took me by a lock of my head. And the spirit lifted 
me up between the earth and the heaven, and brought 
me, in the visions of God, to Jerusalem, to the door of 
the inner gale, that loofceth toward the north, where stood 

4 the idol of jealousy, which provoketh to jealousy. And 
behold, the glory of the God of Israel was there, accord- 
ing to the vision which I saw in the plain. 

5 Then said he to me, Son of man, lift up thine eyes 
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toward the nortli ! And I lifted up my ejes toward the 
norlh, and hehold, nurthward from the gate of the altar 
was this idol of jealousy, at the entrance. And he said 
to me: Son of man, seest thou what Ihey do? Great 
are the abominations which the house of Israel commit 
here, that I should go far off from my sanctuary. But 
thou shaft yet aga,in see great abominations. 

7 And he brought me to the door of the court, and I 

8 looked, and behold, a hole in the wall. And he said to 
me, Son of man, break now through the wall. And 
when I had broken through the wall, behold, a door. 

9 And he said to me, Go in, and behold the wicked abomi- 

10 nations which they practise here. So I went in and 
saw, and behold, every form of creeping things, and of 
abominable beasts, and all the idols of the house of Israel, 

11 portrayed upon the wall round about. And there stood 
before them seventy men of the elders of the house of 
Israel, Jaazaniah, the eon of Shaphan, standing in the 
midst of them, with every man hia censer in his hand ; 

12 and a thick cloud of incense went up. Then said he to 
me : Son of man, seest thou what the elders of the house 
of Israel do in the dark, each one in his image-chamber ? 
For they say, " Jehoiah seeth us not; Jehovah hath for- 

13 eaken the land." And he 'taid to me, Thou shalt yet 
again see the great abommations which they practise. 

14 Then he brought me to the entrance of the gate of the 
house of Jehovah, nhich wat toward the north, and 

IB behold, there sat women, weeping for Thammuz. And 
he said to me, Seost thou this, O son of man? Thou 
shai; yet again see greater abominations than these. 

16 And he brought me into the inner court of the house 
of Jehovah, and behold, at the entrance of the temple of 
Jehovah, between the porch and the altar, were about five 
and twenty men, with their backs toward the temple of 
Jehovah, and their faces toward the east; and they bowed 

17 themselves eastward toward the sun. And he said to me : 
Seest thou, son of man? Is it a light thing to the 
house of Judah, that they commit tlie abominations which 
they commit hei-e, that they fill the land with liolenee. 
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ancl continually provoke me to anger? And belioW, they 
18 put tlje bi'anch to their nostrils. Therefore will I also 
deal with thein in fury ; mine eye shall not spai-e, neither 
will I have pity ; and though they cry in mine eai's with a 
loud voice, yet will I not hear them. 

1 He cried also, in my hearing, with a loud voice, 
saying : Bring ye near the punishments of tlie city, every 

2 one his weapon of destruction in his hand. And lo, six 
men came from the way of the higher gate, which looketh 
toward the nortli, every one with his slaugliter- weapon in 
his hand ; and one man among them was clothed with 
linen, with a writer's ink-horn by his side ; and they went 

8 in, and stood beside tlie brazen altar. And the glory of 
the God of Israel went up from tlie cherub upon which it 
was to the threshold of the house; and he called to the 
man clothed with linen, who had the writer's ink-hom 

4 by his side ; and Jehovah said to him. Go tliroagh the 
midst of the city, tliiwugh the midst of Jerusalem, and set 
a mark upon the foreheads of the men that sigh and that 
wail for all the abominations that are done in the midst 

6 thereof. And to the others he said, in my hearing. Go 
ye after him through the city, and smite! let not your 

6 eyes spare, neither have ye pity ! The old man, the 
youth, the virgin, little children and women, slay and 
desti-oy ; but come not near any one upon whom is the 
mark; and begin at my sanctuary. 

Then began they at the elders that were before the 

7 house. And he said to them. Pollute the house, and fill 
the courts with the slain, then go ye forth. And they 

8 went forth, and slew in the city. And while they were 
smiting them, I alone was left; and I fell upon my face, 
and cried, and said. Ah, Lord Jehovah ' wilt tliou de- 
stroy all the remnant of Israel, whde thou pourest out 

9 thy fury upon Jerusalem ? And he said to me The 
iniquity of the house of Israel and Judah is exceedingly 
great, and the land is full of blood and the city full ot 
perverseness. For they say, "Jehovah hath firsaken the 

10 land"; and, "Jthovah seeth not" Therefore mine eje 
shall not spare, neiiher will I jiiive pity Tl eir way will 

11 1 recompense upon theit' head. And I the man clothed 
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with linen, who had the ink-hom by liia side, returned 
answer, saying, I have done aa thou hast commanded me. 

1 Then I looked, and Id, in (he firmament that was 
above the head of the cherubs there appeared over them 

2 aa it wei-e a sapphire-stone, in form like a throne ; and 
He spake to the man that was clothed with linen, and 
said, Go in between the wheels under the cherub, and 
fill thy hands with coals of fire, whieh are between the 
cherubs, and scatter them over the city. And he went 

8 in before my eyes. Now the cherubs stood upon the 
right side of tlie house when the man went in ; and ihe 

4 cloud filled the inner court And the s^oiy o*" •Tehovah 
was lifted up fi'om tlie cherub to tlie tlireshold of the 
house ; and the house was filled with the cloud, and tlie 
court was filled witli the brightness of the glory of Jeho- 

5 vah. And tlie sound of the wings of the cherubs was ■ 
heard even to the outer court, as Ihe voice of God, the 

6 Almighty, when he speaketh. And when he commRnded 
the man clothed with linen, saying. Take fire fi-om be- 
tween the wheels, from between the chenibs, he went in 

7 and stood beside the wheels. And one cherub stretclied 
forth his hand from between the cherubs to the fire that 
was between the cherubs, and took thereof, and put it 
into the hands of him that was clothed with linen, who 

6 took it, and went out. And there ivas seen in the cher- 
ubs the form of a man's hand under their winga. 

9 And when I looked, behold, four wheels were by the 
cherubs, one wheel by one cherub, and another wheel by 
another cherub ; and the appearance of the wheels was 

10 like that of a chrysolite. And as to their appearance, all 
four had one form, as if a wheel were in the midst of a 

11 wheel. When they went, they went upon their four 
sides ; they turned not about when they went ; but to the 
place whither the bead looked they followed it, they 

12 turned not about when they went. And their whole body, 
and their backs, and their hands, and their wings, and the 
wheeb, were full of eyes round about, even the wheels 

13 which they four had. And as to these wheels, each 
Ij one of them in my hearing was called Whirlwind. And 

every one had four faces. The first face was the face of 
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a cheTHli, and the second face was the face of a man, and 
tbe third the fiice of a lion, and the foiirtli the face of iin 

15 eagle. And the cheruhs were lifted up. Tliey were tlie 

16 living creatures which I paw by the i-iver Chebar, And 
when the cherubs went, the wheels went with them ; and 
when the cherubs lifted up their wings to mount up from 
the earth, the wheels turned not away fmni their side. 

17 When they stood, these stood; and when they wei'e lifted 
up, these were lifted up with them. For the spirit of the 
living creatures was in them. 

18 Then the glory of Jehovah departed from the threshold 

19 of the house, and stood over the cherubs. And the cher- 
ubs lifted up their wiiigji, and mounted up from the earth 
in my sight, as they went out, and the wheels were be- 
side them. And they stood at tlie entrance of tlie east 
gate of the hoiise of Jeliovah, and the gloiy of the God of 

20 Israel was over them above. They were the living crea- 
tures which I saw under the God of Israel by the river 

21 Chebar; and I knew that they were the cherubs. Every 
one had four faces, and every one four wings, and the 

22 Ibrm of a man's hand was under their wings. And as for 
the form of their faces, they were the faces which I saw 
by the river Chebar, their appearances and themselves. 
They went every one straight forwai'd. 

1 Then the spiiit lifted me up, and brought me to the 
east gate of the house of Jehovah, that louketh toward 
the east ; and behold, at tbe entrance of the gate were 
five and twenty men ; among whom 1 saw Jaazaniah, the 
son of Azur, and Telatiah, the son of Ben^h, princes of 

2 the people. Then said He to me ; These are the men 
that devise mischief, and form evil designs in this city; 

3 who say, " The time is not uear that we should build 
houses. This city is tbe caldron, and we are the flesh." 

4 Therelbre, pi'opbesy against them, prophesy, son of 

6 man ! And the spirit of Jehovali fell upon me, and be 
said to me. Speak : Thus saith Jehovah : Thus have ye 
said, O house of Israel ! For I know the things that 

G come into your mind, every one of them. Ye have multi- 
plied your slmri in this city, and ye have filled tbe streets 

7 thereof with the slain. Thcreroie thus saith tlie Loid 
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Jehovah ; Your slain, whom ye hi\e Iiid in the midst of 
it, they are the flesh, and this city 19 the taldion , but you 

8 will I bring forth out of the midst of it. Ye h ive teared 
the sword, and the sword will I bung upon jou sailh the 

9 Lord Jehovah. And I will hung you out of the midst 
thereof, and deliver you into the liaiids of stiangers, and 

10 execute judgments upon you "le shall fall by the 
sword; on the borders of Isratl will I jQdj;e you that je 

11 miiy know that I am Jehovah Phis city shall not be 
your caldron, neillier shall ^e be tlie flesh in the midst 

12 thereof. On the borders of I t lel wdl I judge you, th'^t 
ye may know that I am Jehovah in whose statutes ye 
have not walked, and whose ordinances je have not ob- 
served, but have done according to the manneia of the 
nations, that are round about j on 

13 And it came to pa^s, when I prophesied, that Pelatiah, 
the son of Henaiah, died, 'ilica I tell down on my face, 
and cried with a loud voice, aii<l aaid, Ah, Lord Jehovah, 
wilt thou make a full end of the remnant of Israel? 

J4, IB And the woi-d of Jehovah came to me, saying: Son 
of man, thy bretliren, even thy brethren, the men of thy 
near kindred, and the whole house of Israel, are they to 
whom the inhabitants of Jerusalem say, " IJemove ye far 
from Jehovah; to us is the land ^^en in possession!" 

16 Therefore say. Thus saith the Lord Jehovah: Thought 
have cast them far off among the nations, and scattered 
them among the countries, yet I will be to them as t 
sanctuary for a short time in the countries whither thej 

17 are come. Therefore say. Thus saith the Lord Jehovah- 
I will grither you fram the nations, and assemble you fron 
the countries where ye have lieen scattered, and I wiP 

IB giv e you tlie hmd of Israel. And they shall come thither, 
and they shall take away from thence all the detestabjp 

19 things thereof; and all the abominations thereof. And I 
will give them one heart, and I will put a new spirit 
within tJiem ; and I will take out of them tbe heart of 

20 stone, and will give tliein a heart of flesh, that they may 
walk in my sLilutes, awl observe my ordinances, and keep 
thpra ; and thny shall bf my peoiili". and I will be their 

21 God. But iis fur them whnso heart walkcth according 
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to the pleasure of their detestable things and their abomi- 
nations, I will recompense their way upon tlieir heads, 
Siuth t!ie Lord Jdiovah. 

22 Then did (1 e cherubs lift np their winsa, Riid the 
whceh were bns lo tliem ; and the glory of the God of 

23 Israel nas o^er thera ibjve. And the glory of Jehovah 
went up from the m d t of the city, and stood iijwn the 
miunt un whah la on the east side of the city. 

24 Then tlin spirit took me up, and brought me to Clial- 
daaa, to them of the captivity, id vision, by the spirit of 
God And the vision which I had seen went up from 

25 me Then I spike to them of the captivity all tlia words 
of Jehovah which ho hid showed me. 



1, 2 And the word of Jehovah came to me, sayinj^: Son 
of man, thou dwellest in the midst of a rebellious house ; 
they have eyes to see, and see uot; they have ears to 
hear, and hear not ; for they are a rebellious house. 

8 Therefore, thou son of man, prepare thee stuff for remov- 
ing from the land ; and remove by day in their sight, and 
remove fi'om thy pkce to another place before their eyes. 
It may be they will consider, though tliey be a rebellious 

4 house. And cany forth thy stuff, as stuff for removing, 
by day in their sight, and go forth at even in tiieir ?ight, 

6 as they that go forth into captivity. Before their eyes 
break thou through the wall, and carry forth thei-eby, 

6 In their sight hear it upon thy ahouldei-s, and carry it 
forth in the twilight. Cover thy face, so that thou see not 
the ground ; for I have made thee a sign to the house of 
Israel. 

7 And I did as I was commanded. I carried fnrtli my 
stuff, as stuff for removing Irocn t)ie land, by day , and in 
the evening I broke through the wall with mj band; I 
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aer before their eyes. 

8 And the word of Jehovah came to rae in the moniing, 

9 and said: Son of man, hath not tl,e hou.o of Lrael, the 

10 relNilhous house, said to the«, " What duest thou ? " Sav 
to tliem, Tlius saith the Lord Jehovah: This burden con- 
cerneth the prince jn Jeru-alem, a.id all the house of 

11 Isi-ael tliat is therein. Say. I am your sign. As I have 
done, so sliall it be done to them. They shall i-emove 

12 and go into captivity. And tlie prinee that is amon" 
them shall hear upon bis shoulder in the tn-ilio-ht and 
shidl go forth. They shall bi-eiik through the "wall to 
carry fortli thereby ; ho shall cover his face, that he see 

13 not the yround witli liis eyes. I will also spread my net 
upon him, and he shall be tjiken in my snare, and I will 
bnng him to Babylon, into the land of the Chaldreana ; 

11 yet he shall not see it, though he shall die thei-e. And 
all that are round about him to help him, and all hb bands, 
wdl I scatter to evety wind; and I will di-aw out the 

!5 sword after ihem. And they shall know that I am Jeho- 
vah, when I shall disperse them among the nations, and 

16 scatter tliem in the countries. But I will leave a few 
men of them from the sword, from the famine, and from 
the pestilence ; tliat they may declare all their abomina- 
tions among tlie heathen, wlilther tliey couw ; and they 
shall know that I am Jehovah. 

17, 18 And (he woi-d of Jehovah came to mo, saying : Son 
of man, eat thy bread with quaking, and drink thy water 

19 with tj'embling and with carefulness ; and say to the peo- 
ple of the land: Thus saith the Lord Jehovah concerning 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem in the land of Israel; their 
bread shall they eat witli cai'efulness, and their water 
shall they drink with astonishment ; that their land may 
be desolate from all that is Ihei'ein, because of the violence 

20 of them that dwell in it And the inhabited cities shall 
be laid waste, and the land shall be desolate, that ye may 
know that 1 am Jehovah. 

21, 22 And the word of Jehovah came to me, saying ; Sott 
of man, what meaucth thut proverb which ye have in tho 
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land of Israel, saying, "The days aru delayed, ami every 
2S vision fiiiletli " ? Tlierefore say to them, Tlius saitli the 
Lord Jeliovali : I will make lliia itfoverlj to cease, and 
tliey sliall no moi-e use it as a preverb in Israel. Hut say 
to them. The days are at hand, and wLat is declai-ed m 

24 every vision. For there shall bo no loiiger any vain vis- 
iou or deceptive divination within the house of Israel. 

25 For I am Jehovah ; I speak, and the word wliich I speak 
shall wime to pass ; it shall no mom be delayed. In your 
own days, ye rebellious house, will I apeak the word and 
perform it, saith the Lord Jehovab. 

26, 27 And the word of Jehovah came to me, saying: Son of 
man, behold, they of the house of Israel say, " The virion 
which he seelh is for many days to come, and he proph- 

28 eaeth of times that are far off." Tlierefore say to them, 
Thus saith tlie Loi-d Jehovah : There shall none of my 
wokIs be defi'ri-i'd any more ; wliat I speak shall be done, 
saith the Loi-d Jehovah.

7 the word. Have ye not si'en a fal e \ i ion an 1 have ye 
not spoken a lyin'j diviiiation, and siil Jelio\ali hath

the Lord jLliovah: Because ye hive sjuken iabeliood 
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and have seen a lie, thei-efom. Iwholil, I am apiainst yoii, 
9 saich the Ltird Johovah.

1 Now certain meu of the elders of Israel came to mo, 

2 and sat before me. And the woi-d of Jehovah came to 

3 me, saying: Son of man, these men have set up their 
idols in their heart, and have put the stumbling-block of 
their miquity before their face ; shall I hear them wjieii 

4 they inquire of me? Therefore speak with them, and 
say to them, Thus saith the Lord Jehovah : Every man 
of the houi^e of Israel that setteth up his idols in his hear^

8 Jehovah, will answer him by myself. And I will set 
my face against that man, and will make him it sign and 
a proverb, and will cut him off from the midst of my peo- 
ple ; and ye shall know that I am Jehovah. 

9 And when the pj^phet is deceived when he speaketh 
anything, I, Jehovah, have deceived that prophet; and I

10 from the midst of my people Israel, And they shall boar 
the punishment of tlieir iniquity; the punishment of the 
prophet shall lie even as the punishment of him that in- 

11 quireth of him ; Ihat the house of Israel may no more go 
astiuy from me, nor he polluted any more with all their 
transgressions ; but that they may be my people, and I 
may be their God, saith the Lord Jehovah.

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19 Or when I send a pestilence upr>n that land, and pour out 
my fury upon it in blood, to cut off fiom it mm and 

20 beast, though Noah, Daniel, and Joh were in it, as I 
live, saitb the Lord Jehovah, they should deliver neither 
son nor daughter ; they should deliver only themselves by 

21 their righteousness. Therefore thus saith the Loi-d Je- 
hovah : How much more, when I send my four grievous 
judgments against Jerusalem, the sword, and the famine, 
and the wild beast, and the pestilence, to cut off from it 

22 man and heast ? Yet behold, therein shall be left a rem- 
nant that shall be brouglit foi'th, sons and danghters. 
Behold, they shall come forth to you, and ye shall see 
their way and their doings, and ye shall be comforted 
concerning the evil which I have brought upon Jerusa- 
lem, even coocerning all which I liave brought upon her.

And 

as to thy nativity, in the day tlioii wast bom thy navel 

was not cut, neither wast thou washed in watei- so as tn 

be cleansed. Thou wa.'^t not sprinkled with salt, niir 

6 wrapped in Bwaddliiig-clothes. No eye [litied thee, to do 

to thee any of these things, to have compassion upon thee ; 

but thou \nmt cast out into the o)ien field, so as to loatlie 

thyself, on the day thou wast horn. 

6 And when I passed by thee, and saw thee in danger 
of being trodden under foot in thy blood, I said to tlite 
when thou wast in thy blood. Live ! yea, I said to thee 

7 when thott wast in thy blood, Live 1 I caused thee to in- 
crease like the plant of the field, and thou didst grow, imd 
become tall, and did^t attain to distinguished charms. 
Thy breasts swelled, and thy hair grew, whereas tliou 

8 wast naked and bare. And when I jwssed b}' thee, and 
saw thee, behold, it was thy time, tlie time of love. Anil 
I spread my s-kirt over thee and covered thy nakedness ; 
and I swore to thee, and entered into covenant with Ihi'c, 
and thou hecamest mine. 

9 Then I washed thee with water, yea, I thorongiily 
washed away thy blood from thee, and I anointed ihee 

10 with oil. I clothed thee also with broidered work, mid 
gave tliee shoe-i of seal's skin, and wrapped thee abinit 

11 with fine hiien, and eove;'ed iheo with silk. And I decl.cl 
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thee with ornaments, and put bracelets upon tliy hands, 

12 and a chain upon thy neck. And I put a jewel in thy 
nostril, and ear-rings in thine eara, and a beautiful crowu 

13 upon thy head. Thus wast tlioa adorned with gold and 
eilver, and thy raiment was of fine linen, and silk, and 
broidei-ei] work. Fine flour and honey and oil didst thoa 
eat; and tliou wast exceedingly beaiitil'u], and didst pros- 

14 per so as to become a queen. And thy renown went forth 
among the nations for thy beauty; for it was perfect 
through my comeliness, which I had put upon thee, saith 

15 the Lord Jehovah. But thou didst trust in tliy beauty, 
and didst play the harlot because of (hy renown, and didst 
lavish thy fornications on every one that passed by ; his 

16 was it. And of thy garments thou didst take, and didst 
make thee high places, spread with divers colors, and didst 
play the harlot thereon, the like_ tilings to wliicli shall not 

17 come to pass, neither shall they be. Thou didst take also 
tliy fair jewels of my gold and my silver, which I jfavo 
thee, aud didst make to thyself images of men, and didst 

18 commit fornication with them; and thou didst take thy 
broidei-ed giirmenls and cover them ; and thou didst set 

19 mine oil and mine incense before them. My food also, 
which 1 gave thee, fine flour and oil and honey, wherewith 
I fed tliee, thou didat set it befoi'e them with a sweet savor ; 
even thus it was, saith the Lord Jehovah. 

20 Moreover thou didst take thy sons and thy daughters, 
whom thou didst bear to me, and these didst thou sacri- 
fice to them to be devoured. Was it not enough for thee 

21 to commit fornication, that thou didst slay my cliildrea, 
and deliver them up to cause them to pass through the 

22 fire to them? And in all thine abominations and thy for- 
nications, thou didst not remember the days of thy youth, 
when thou wast naked and bare, and in danger of being 

as trampled under foot in thy blood. And it came to pass, 
afl^r all tliy wickedness, (woe, woe to tliee! saith the 
21 Lord Jehovah,) that thou didst build for thee an arched 
25 place, and make tliee a high place in every sti-eet;'at 
every head of Ihe way didst thou build thy high place, and 
didst make thy beauty to be abhorred, and didst open thy 
feet to every one that passed by, and didst multiply thy 
tornicutious. 
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26 Thou hast also coramitled fornication with the Egjp- 
tians, thy neighbors, having great members, and liast 
multiplied thy fornicalions to provoke me to anger. 

27 Therefore, behoM, I have sti'etched out my hand against 
thee, and have dimini-ihed thine allowance, and delivered 
tliee to tlie will of them that hate thee, the daughters 
of the Philistines, who are ashamed of thy lewd way. 

28 Thou hast also committed fornication with the Assyrians, 
because thou wast insaliable ; yea, thou hast played the 

29 harlot with them, and yet couldst not be satisfied. Thou 
hast also multiplied thy fornication with the land of 
Canaan, even to Chaldaaa ; and yet wast thou not satinfied 

80 therewith. How faint was thy heart, saith the Loi-d 
Jehovah, that thon didst all those things winch an impeii- 

31 ous, whorish wife doeth, in that thou didst build thine 
arched place at the head of every way, and make thy 
high place in every street ! Thou wast not like a harlot, 

32 who scoffeth at her hire, but as an adulterous wife, that 

33 taketh strangers instead of her husband. To all women 
tliat commit fornication men give a reward; but thou 
gavest thy gifts to all thy level's, and hiredst them to 
come to diee from every side to commit fornication with 

3j thee. Thou wast the reverse of other women in thy foi'- 
nications. None followed after thee to commit fornica^ 
tion, but thou gavest the reward, and no reward was 
given thee, — therefore thou wast the reverse. 

85, 36 Wherefore, liarlot, hear (he word of Jehovah ! Thus 
saith the Lord Jehovah : Because thy treasure was poured 
nut, and thy nakedness discovered for fornication before 
thy lovers, and all thine abominable idols, and becan.-e 
of the blood of thy children, which thou didst give to

/rfidekiiili's fale set forth in the parable of the two eagles, and ita explica- 
tion. Promise of a glorious king. — Ch. XVII. 

J, 2 And the word of Jehovah came to me, saying: Son of 
man, put forth a riddle, and speak a parable to the house 
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3 of Israel ; and say, Thua sailh the Loi-d Jehovah : A great 
eagle, with gieat wiQgs, with long feathers, full of plu- 
mage, which liad divers colors, came to Lebanon, aad took 

4 the highest branch of a cedar. He cropped off the top of 
its young twigs, and carried it into a land of traffic ; ho 

5 set it io a city of merchanla. He took also one of the 
shoots of the land, and put it in a fruitful field ; he placed 

6 it by great waters, and set it as a willow-tree. And it 
grew and became a spreading vine of low stature, whose 
branches turned towanls him, and whose roots were under 
him. It became a viae, that brouglit forth branches, auJ 
shot forth bougJis. 

7 Tiiere was also another great eagle, with great winirs 
and many feathers ; and, behold, this vine bent its roofs 
toward him, and shot forth its branches toward him, that 
he might water it from the beds where it was planted. 

8 Audyet it was planted in a good soil, by great waters, 
that it might bring foi-tJi branches, and that it might bear

its roots, and cot off its fruit, that it wither? In all the

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live, saith the Lord Jehovah, ye aliall not have o 

4 any more to use this proverb in Israel. Behold, all soula 

are mine; as the soul of the father, so also the soul ot the 

3 son, is mine ; the soul that sinneth, it shall die. But if a 

G man be just, and do that whioh is lawful and right ; if Le 

eat not upon the mountains, and lift not up his eyes to the 

idols of the house of Israel, and defile not his neiglibor's 

wife, and coiae not near a woman during her uncleati- 

J ness ; if he oppress not any, if he restore to the debtor his 

pledge, spoil none by violence, give his bread to the hun- 

8 gry, and cover the naked with a garment ; if he give not 
forth upon usury, and take not increase ; if he withdraw 
his hand from iniquity, and give true judgment between 

9 man and man ; if he walk in my statutes and keep my 
commandments, to deal upriglitly, — he is just; he shall 
surely live, saith the Lord Jehovah. 

10 But if he have a son that is a robber, a shedder of 
blood, and that doeth to his brother any of these thiiiga, 

11 and doeth not all those duties, but eateth \i[xm the mouti- 

12 tains, and defileth his neighbor's wife, oppresseth the poor 
and needy, spoileth by violence, restoi-eth not the pledge, 
lifteth up his eyes to idols, and committeth abomination, 

13 giveth ftii-th upon usury, and taketh inui'case, shall he 
live? No! he shall not live. He hath done all these 
abominations; he shall surely die; his blood shall be 
upon him. 

14 Tet lo, if he have a son that seeth all the sins which 
his father committed, that seelh them and doeth not such 

15 like, that eateth not upon the mouut^us, nor lifteth up 
his eyes to the idols of the house of Israel, nor defileth 

16 his neighbor's wife, nor oppresaeth any, nor taketh a 
pledge, nor spoileth by violence, but giveth his food to 
the hungry, and covereth the naked with a gai-ment. 

n keepeth back his hand from the poor, and taketh uo usury 
or increase, keepeth my commaadmenta, and walketh in 
my statutes, he shall not die for the iniquity of his father j 

IS he shall surely live. As for his father, because he cnielly 
oppressed, spoiled his brother by violence, and ilid that 
which is not good amorjg his people, lo, he shall die for 
his iniquity. 

19 Tet say ye, " Why ? Doth not the son bear the iniquity 
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of the fatlier ? " When the son doeth that which is law- 
ful and right, keepeth all my statulas and doeth them, 

20 he shall aurely live. The soul that sinneth, it shall die. 
The son shall not bear the iniquity of the father, neither 
shall the father bear the iniquity of the son. The right- 
eou-iness of the righteous shall be upon him, and the wick- 

21 edness of the wicked shall be upon him. But if the 
wicked will turn from all his sins which he hath commit- 
t«d, and keep all my statutes, and do that which is lawful 

22 and right, he shall surely live, he slialt not die. None 
of his transgressions which he hath committed shall be 
remembered unto him; for his righteousness, which he 

23 hath done, he shall live. Have I any plej\sure at all that 
the wicked should die, saith the Lord Jehovah, and not 

24 that he should turn from his ways and live ? But when 
the righteous tumeth from his righteousnes-s and com- 
mitteth iniquity, and doeth according to all the abomina- 
tions which the wicked man doeth, shall he live? Al! 
his righteousness which he hath done shall not be remem- 
bered ; for his trespass which he hath trespassed, and for 
his sin which he hath sinned, for them shall he die. 

26 Yet ye say, " The way of the Lord is not right." Hear 
now, O house of Israel I Is not my way right ? " Is it 

26 not your ways that are not right? When a righteous 
man turneth fi-om his righteousness, and comniitteth iniq- 
uity, and on this account dieth, for his iniquity which he 

27 hath done doth he die. And when the wicked man turn- 
eth from his iniquity which he hath committed, and 
doeth that which is lawful and right, he shall save his 

28 soul alive. Because he considereth and tumeth from all 
his transgressions which he hath committed, he shall 
surely live, he shall not die. 

29 Yet saith the honse of Israel, " The way of the Lord 
is not right." house of Israel, are not my ways right? 

30 Is it not your ways that are not right? Therefore I will 
judge you, O house of Israel, every one accoi-ding to his 
ways, saith the Lord Jehovah. Turn ye, turn yourselves 
from all your transgressions, so that iniquity may not be 

31 your ruin. Cast away from you all your tvi 
which ye have committed, and make you a 
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and a new spirit 1 For why will je die, house of 
32 Jsrael? For I have no pleasure in the d<:ath of him that 
dietb, saith the Lord Jehovah. Wliercfore turn your- 
selves and live ! 



1 Moreover, lake tliou up a lamentation for the princes

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10 Thy mother was hke a vine planted like thyself by the 

She was fruitful and .full of hranclies by reason of many 
waters; 

11 She had strong rods for sceptres of rulers, 

And her stature was high among tte thick branches, 
So that she was conspicuous in her height, 
And the multitude of her branches. 

12 But she was plucked up in fury, 
She was cast down to the ground. 
And the east wind dried up her fruit. 

Her strong rods were broken and withered ; 
The fire consumed them. 

13 And now she is planted in the desert, 
In a dry and thirsty land. 

14 And a fire is gone forth out of a rod of lier branches, 
Which hath devoured her fruit.

1 And it came to pass in the seventh year, in the fifth 
month, on the tenth day of the month, that certain of the

7 all lands. And I said to them, Cast ye away from you 
every one the ahominalion of his eyes, and defile not 
youraelves with the idola of Egypt ! I am Jehovah, your 
GJod. 

8 But they rehetled against me, and would not hearken 
to me; they did not cast away every one the abomina- 
tions of his eyes, neither did they forsake the idols of 
Egypt, Then I said that I would pour out my fury upon 
them, that I would accomplish mine anger against thein 

9 in the midst of the land of Egypt. But I acted for my 
name's sake, that it might not be polluted in the sight of 
the nations, in the midst of whom they were ; and before 
their eyes I made myself known to them, in bringing 

10 them forth out of the land of Egypt. And I brought 
them forth out of the land of Egypt, and led them into 

11 the wilderness. And T gave them my statutes, and made 
known to them my laws, through which the man that 

12 keepeth them shall live. Also I gave them my sabbath?, 
that they might be a sign between me and them, that 
they might know that T, Jehovah, sanctify them. 

13 But the house of Israel rebelled against me in the des- 
ert ; they walked not in my statutes, and they despised 
my laws, through which the man that keepeth them shall 
live, and my sabbaths they greatly polluted. Then I said 
that T would pour out my fury upon them in the desert, 

14 to consume them. But I acted tor my name's sake, that 
it might not be polluted before the nations, in whose 

15 eight I brought them forth. Yet I lifted up my hand to 
them in the desert, that I would not bring them into the 
land which I bad given them, flowing with milk and 

16 honey, the beauty of all lands; because they despised my 
laws, and walked not in my statutes, but polluted my pab- 

17 haths ; for their heart went after their idols. Neverthe- 
less mine eye spared them, so that I did not destroy them ; 
neither did I make an end of them in the desert. 

18 And I siud to their sons in the desert. Walk je not in 
the statutes of your fathers, neither ob.=erve their ordi- 

19 nances, nor deflle yourselves witli their idols ! I nm Jt!- 
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hovah, your God ; walk in my sfatufea, and keep my 

20 ordinances, and do them. And hallow my pabbatlia, that 
Ihey may be a sign between me and you, that ye may 
know that I am Jehovah, your God. 

21 But the sons rebelled against me; tliey walked not in 
my stiitutes, neither kept they my ovdinaiicea to do tliera, 
through which the man that doetli tliem shall live, and 
they polluted my sabbaths. Then I said that I wonM 
pour out my fury upon them, and accomplish mine anger 

2S upon them in the desert. Nevertheless I held back my 
hand, and acted for my name's sake, that it should uot be 
polluted before the nations, in whose sight I brought them 

23 forth. I also lilled up my hand against them in the des- 
ert, that I woulil scatter them among the nations, and 

24 disperse them through the countries, because they did 
not observe mine ordinances, but despised my statutes, 
and polluted my sabbaths, and their eyes were after the

27 Therefore 'speik to (he house of Isnel O n of man, 
and say to them Thus saith the Lot i Jthovih; Yet 
in this joui fatheis dishonoied me aid trespassed against 

28 me. For when I had bnught them into the hnd con- 
cerning which I lifted up my hmd thkt I would ^ve it 
to them then they saw every high hill and all the thick 
trees, and theie they offered tfieir sacnfice« and there 
they presented their provoking oblation and there they 
brought their sweet savir ind there they poured out their 

29 drink-offerings. Then I smd to them, What is the high 
place to which ye go ? And it is called The High Place 
unto this day. 

80 Therefore say to the house of Israel, Thus saith the 
Lord Jehovah : Are ye polluted after the manner of your 
fathers, and do ye commit fornication according to their 

31 abominations, and by offering your gifis, and causing your 
sons to pass through the lire, — are ye polluted wiiii i\U 
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your idola even fo this day, and shall I be inquired of by 
you, O house of Israel ? As I live, saith the Lord Jehovab, 

82 I will not be inquired of by you ! And that whicli eometh 
into your mind sliall not come to pasa, when ye say, " We 
will be as the nations, as the families of the countries, wor- 

88 shipping wood and stone." As 1 lire, saith the Lord Je- 
hovah, surely with a mighty hand, and witli a stretched 
out arm, and with fury poured out will I rule over you, 

84 And I will bring you forth from the nations, and gather 
you from the countries, wherein ye are scattered, with a 
mighty hand, and with a stretched out arm, and with fury 

35 poured out. And I will bring you into the desert of the 
nations, and there will I contend with you face to face. 

86 Even as I contended with your fathers in the desert of the 
land of Egypt, so also will I contend with you, saiih tiie 

87 Lord Jehovah. And I will cause you to pass under the 
rod, and I will bring you into the bond of the covenant. 

38 And I will purge out from among you the rebels, and them 
that transgress against me; out of the country where they 
sojourn will I bring them forth, but they shall not enter 
into the land of Israel; andye sliall know that I am Jehovah. 

39 As for you, house of Israel, thus saith the Loi-d Je- 
hovah : Go ye, serve ye every one his idols in future also, 
if ye will not obey me ! But pollute ye my holy name no 

40 more with your gifts and your idols ! For upon my holy 
mountain, upon the lofty mountain of Israel, there shall 
all the house of Israel, all that are in the land, serve me; 
there will I accept them, and there will I require your 
offerings, and the first li-uits of your oblations, with all 

41 things which ye consecrate to me. I will accept you as 
a sweet savor, when I bring you forth from the nations, 
and gather you from the countries, wherein ye have been 
scattered, and will through you be honored before the eyes 

42 of the nations. And ye shall know that I am Jehovah, 
when I bring you into the land of Israel, into the country 
concerning whici) 1 lifted up my hand, that I would give 

43 it to your fathers. And there shall ye remember your 
ways, and all your doings, wherein ye have been polluted; 
and ye shall loathe yourselves for all your evil deeds 

44 which yc have committed. And ye shall know that I am 
Jehovah, when I deal with you for my name's sake, not 
according to your evil ways, nor according to your corrupt 
doings, ye house of Israel, saith the Lord Jehovah. 
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45, 46 And the woi-d of Jehovah came to me, sajing: Sou 
of man, set thy face toward the south, anil drop thy word 
against the South, and prophesy against the forest of the 

47 field in the South ; and say to the forest of the South, 
Hear the word of Jehovah ! Thus saith the Loi-d Jeho- 
vah ; Behold, I will kindle in thee a fire, which shall de- 
vour every green tree and every dry tree within thee ; 
the fierce flame shall not be quenched, and all parts from 

tB the south to the north shall be burned therein. And all 
flesh shall see that I, Jehovah, have kindled it; it shall 
not be quenched. 

49 And I said. Ah, Lord Jehovah, they say of me, " Doth 

1 he not speak in parables ? " Then came the word of Je- 

2 hovah to me, saying: Son of man, set thy face towai-d 
Jerusalem, and drop thy wprd toward the holy places, 

3 and prophesy against the land of Israel, and say to 
the land of Israel, Thus saith Jehovah : Behold, I am 
against thee, and I will draw forth my sword out of 
its sheatli, and will cut off from thee the righteous and 

4 the wicked. Seeing then that I cut off from thee the 
righteous and the wicked, therefore shall my sword go 
forth out of its sheath against all flesh from the south 

e to the north. And all flesh shall know that I, Jeho- 
vah, have drawn forth my sword out of its sheath ; it 

6 shall not return any more. Thou, therefore, son of 
man, sigh ! With the breaking of thy loins, and with 

7 bitterness, sigh before their eyes ! And when they shall 
say to thee, "Wherefore sighest thou?" thou shalt say, 
" For the rumor, because it cometh ; and every heart shall 
melt, and all hands shall be feeble, and every spirit shall 
fell, and all knees shall flow with water. Behold it com- 
eth, it shall be bi-ought to pass, saith the Lord Jehovah." 

8, 9 Also the word of Jehovah eame to me, saying; Son 
of man, prophesy and say, Thus saith Jehovah : Say, The 
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10 sword, tiie sword is sharpened and furbished. It is sharp- 
ened, that it may malte sore slaughter ; it is furbished 
that it may glitter. Or shaU we make mirth? The staff 

11 of my son despiseth every rod. Aad he gave it to be fur- 
bished that it miglit be handled. The sword is sharpened 
and furbished, to be given into the hand of the slaj er. 

12 Cry and howl, son of man ! for it cometh upon my people, 
upon all the princes of Israel. They are given up to the 
Bwoi-d with Bjy people. Therefoi'e smite upon thy thinh. 

13 The trial is made. And what if evea the cOBtemning 
staff should he no more ? saith the Lord Jehovah. 

li Tbou, therefore, son of man, pi-ophesy, and smite thine 
hands together ! for twice, yea thrice, cometh the sword, 
a sword of slaughter, a sword of great slaughter, that 

13 besetfeth them on every side. That their hearts may 
faint, and their overthrown may be moltiplied, I have set 
the terror of the sword against all their gates. Ah, how 

16 is it made to glitter, polished for slaughter ! Unite thy- 
self, smite to the riglat, prepare thyself smil« to the left, 

17 whithersoever thine edge is turned 1 I also will smite 
my hands together, and cause mine anger to cease. I, 
Jehovah, liave spoken it, 

18, 19 The woi-d of Jehovah came to me again, saying : Do 
thou, son of man, appoint thee two ways by which the 
sword of the king of Babylon may come ; from one 
land shall both of them come ; and clioose thou a place, 

20 choose it at the head of the way to the city. Appoint a 
way, that the sword may come towards Eiibbath of the 
sons of Ammon, and towards Judah, to Jerusalem, the 

21 fenced city. For the king of Babylon shall stand at the 
parting of the way, at the head of the two ways, to use 
divination ; he shall shalie together his an-ows, he shall 

22 consult the teraphim, he shall look at the liver. In 
his right hand shall be the lot: Jei-usalem, to set bal>-

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S4 Therefore thus saith the Lord Jehovah : Bopausc ye 
make your iniquity to be remembered, in that your traus- 
grefisiona are discovered, bo that in all your doings your 
sins do appear, — because, I say, ye bring yourselves into 

25 remetobrance, ye shall be taken with that hand. And 
thou, profane, wicked prince of Israel, whoiie day cometh 

26 in the time when iniquity biingeth desU'uctioii ! Thus 
saith the Lord Jehovah : I will remove the diadem, and 
take away the crown ! This shall no more be this. I exalt 

27 him that is low, and abase him that is high. I will de- 
stroy, destroy, destroy it ; and it shall he no more until he 
come to whom the right belongeth, and to whom I will 
give it. 

28 And thou, son of man, prophesy, and say: Thus aoith 
the Lord Jehovah concerning the sons of Ammon and 
their scorn ; even say thou. The sword, the sword is 
drawn ; to slay, to consume, is it furbished, so that it 

29 glittereth ; while they see deceit for thee, and prophfidy 
falsehood, that it may bring thee to the necks of the 
wicked that are slain, whose day cometh in the time 

80 when iniquity bringetli destruction. Return the sword 
into its sheath ! In the place where thou wast created, 

31 in the land of thy nativity, I will judge thee, and 1 will 
pour upon ihee my indignation, I will blow upon thee in 
the fire of my wrath, and deliver thee into the hands 

82 of brutal men, skilful to destroy, Tlicm shalt be fuel for 
the fire ; thy blood shall be in the midst of the land ; 
men shall no more remember thee. I, Jehovah, have 
spoken it. 



XVI. 

Sins and punisliinent of Jerusolern. — Ch. XXIL 

1, 2 And the word of Jehovah came to me, saying: Punish, 
punish, son of man, the city of blood, and show her ail 

8 her abominations, and say. Thus saith the Lord Jehovah : 
O city that sheddest blood in the midst of thee, that tliy 
time may come, and makest idols lo defile thysell ! 

4 Through the hlood which thou sheddest thou brln^'est 
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guilt upon thyself, and through the idols wliieh tliou mak- 
est thou pollutes! thyself, and thou causest thy daya to 
draw near, and comest to thy years. Therefore do I make 
thee a I'eproaeh to tlie nations, and a derision to all coun- 

5 tries. Those that are near, and those that are f^r from 
thee, shall mock thee as tafamous, fidl of confu'^ion. 

6 Behold the princes of Israel are engaged every one 

7 according to his strength within thee to shed hlnod. In 
thee they set light by father and mother; in thee ai-e 
they guilty of oppression to the stranger; in thee do tliey 

8 oppress the fatherless and the widow. Thon hast de- 

9 spised my holy tilings, and profaned my sabbatlis. In 
thee are men who carry tales, that they may shed hlood ; 
in thee do they eat upon the mountains; in the midst of 

10 thee do they commit lewdness. In thee doth the son un- 
cover the father's nakedness ; in thee do they lie with a 

11 woman in her unclcanness. And one conimitteth abomi- 
nation with his neighbor's M-ife ; and another, with incentu- 
0U8 lewdness, deiileth his daughter-in-law ; and in thee 

12 another lieth with his sister, his father's daughter. In 
thee do they take a reward to shed blood. Thou takest 
usury and increase, and thou hast enriched thyself from 
thy neighbor by extortion, and hast forgotten me, saith 

13 the Lord Jehovah. Therefore, behold, I have smitten 
my hands together at thy dishonest gain which thou hast 

14 made, and at the blood which hath been shed in the midst 
of thee. Can thy heart endure, or can thy hands be strong, 
in the day when I shall deal with thee ? I, Jehovah, have 

15 spoken i^ and will do it. I will scatter thee among the 
nations, and disperse thee in the countries, and will con- 

16 sume thine impurity out of thee ; and thou shalt through 
thyself be profaned before the eyes of the nations, and 
thou shall know that I am Jehovah. 

17,18 And the word of Jehovah came to me, saying: Son 
of man, the house of Israel is become dross to me ; all of 
them are brass, and tin, and iron, and lead, in the midst of 

19 the furnace ; they are the dross of silver. Therefore thus 
saith the Lord Jehovah : Because ye are all of you be- 
come dross, therefore, behold, I will gather you into the 

20 midst of Jerusalem. As men gather silver, and brass, and 
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iron, and lead, and tin, inio the midst of the furnace, to 
blow the fiie upon it, to melt it, so will 1 gather j-ou in 
my anger and in my fury, and I will place you there and 

21 melt you. Yea, I will gather you, and blow upon you 
with the Are of my wrath, and ye shall be melted in the 

22 midst thereof. As silver is meited iu the midst of the 
furnace, so shall ye be melted in the midst thereof; and 
ye shall know that I, Jehovah, have poured out my fury 
upon you, 

23, 24 And the word of Jehovah came to me, saying : Son 
of man, say to her, Thou art a land that is not cleansed, 

25 nor rfuned upon in the day of indignation. There ia 
a eonspii-acy of her prophets in the midst of her; like a 
roaring liou tearing the prey, they devour the lives of 
men; they take possession of treasures, and precious 

26 things, and make many widows in the midst of her. Her 
priests violate my law, and profane my holy things. 
They make no distinction between the holy and profane, 
and show not the difference between the clean and the 
unclean ; and they hide their eyes fi-om my sabbaths, and 

ar I am profaned among them. Her princes in the midst of 
her are like wolves tearing the pi-ey. They shed blood, 

28 they destroy life, that they may get gain. Her prophefs 
daub for them with unterapered mortar, seeing falsehood, 
and divining to them, saying, " Thus saith the Lord Je- 

29 hovah," when Jehovah hath not spoken. The people of 
the land are guilty of oppression, and practise robbery, 
and distress the poor and needy; yea, they oppress the 

30 stranger, and have no justice. I have sought lor a man 
among them that should make a wall, and stand in the 
gap befoi-e me for the land, that I might not destroy it; 

81 but I found none. Therefore will I pour out my indigna- 
tion upon them ; I will consume th«m with the Are of my 
wrath ; I will bring their way upon their heads, saith the 
Lord Jehovah. 
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Their pumshnieiit. — CH. XXllL 

1,2 The word of Jehovah came to me again, saying: Son 
of man, there were two women, dauglilei-s of one mother; 

3 and they committed fornication in Egypt; in their jouth 
they committed fornication. There they allowed Iheic 
breastt to be pressed, and their virgin teats to hf liandled 

4 Their names were Aholah, the elder, and Aholibali, her 
Bister; and they became mine, and bore sons and daugh- 
ters; as to their names, moreover, Aholah is Snmani, 
and Aholibah, Jerusalem. 

5 And Aholah played the harlot when she was mine; 
and she doled on her lovers, on the Assyrians, her neigh- 

6 bors, who were clothed with blue, captains and rulers, all 
of them desii'able young men, horsemen, riding on horses. 

7 Thus she committed fornication with them, ivith all the 
choice young men of Assyria, and with all on whom she 

8 doted ; with all their idols she defiled herself. Neither 
forsook she her whoredoms brought from Egypt ; for they 
lay with her in her youth, and handled the breasts of her 

9 vir^nity, and poured their fornication upon her. Where- 
fore I delivered her into the hand of her lovere, into the 

10 hand of the Assyrians, upon whom she doted These un 
covered her nakedness ; they took her sons and her daugh- 
ters, and slew her with the sword; and she became ti- 
mous among women, when they had executed ju Igraent 
upon her. 

11 And her sister, Aholibah, saw this, but she was more 
corrupt in ber inordinate love than she, and in her whore 

12 doms more than her sister in her whoredoms. She doted 
upon the Assyrians, her neighbors, prefects and rulers 
clothed most gorgeously, horsemen riding upon horses, all 

13 of them desirable young men. Then 1 saw that she was 

14 defiled ; that they both took one way. But she added (« 
her whoredoms ; for she saw men portrayed upon the 
wall, unages of Chaldseans portrayed with vermilion, 

15 girded with girdles u])on their loins, and having long 
mitres hanging down from their heads, in their appear- 
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anee all of them princes, after the manner of the sons of 

16 Babylon, of Chaldica, the knd of their nativily ; and as 
eoOQ as sbe cast her eyes upon them, she doted on them, 

17 and sent messengers to them into Ciialdnea. And the 
sons of Babylon eame to her into the bed of love, and 
"hey defiled her with their whoredoms, and she was pol- 
luted with them. She then became alienated from them. 

18 So she discovered her fornications, and discovered her 
nakedness. Then my mind was alienated from ber, as it 

19 had been alienated from her sister. For slie multiplied 
ber whoredoms in calling to remembrance the days of 
her youth, wherein she played the harlot in the land of 

20 Egj'pt ; for she doted on their paramours, whose membera 
were as the members of asses, and whose issue was as the 

21 issue of horses. Thus thou calledrft to remembrance tho 
lewdness of thy youth, when thy teata were bandied by 
the Egyptians, on account of the paps of thy youth. 

2a Therefore, O Aholibah, thus saith the Lord Jehovah: 
Behold, I will i-aise up against thee thy lovers, from 
whom thou art alienated, and 1 will bring them against 

23 thee on every side, the Babylonians and all the ChnldK- 
ans, prefects, rich men, and nobles, and all tho Assyrians 
with them, all of them desirable young men, prefects and 
ruleri;, captains and men of renown, all of them riding 

24 upon lioraes. And they shall come against thee with 
arms, chariots and wheels, and with hosts of people ; with 
buckler and shield and helmet shall they set themselves 
against thee on every side. And I will commit to them 
judgment, and they sliall punish thee accoi-ding to their 

25 punisbmenls. And I will set my jealousy against thee, 
and they shall deal with thee in fury ; they shall take 
away thy nose anil thine ears, and thy posterity shall fall 
by the sword. They shall take away thy sons and thy 
daughters, and thy posterity shall be consumed with fire. 

26 They shall also strip thee of thy garments, and take away 

27 thy fair jewels. Thus will 1 miie thy lewdness to cease 
from thee, and thy whoredom brought from the land of 
Egypt, so that thou shalt not lift thine eyes to them, nor 

28 remember Egypt any more. For thus smth the Lord 
Jehovah: Behold, I will deliver thee into the hand of 
them whom tbou batest, iulo tlio hand af them from 

2D whom thou art alienated. And they shall deal with thee 
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in halrecl, and take away ail tlie fi'uils of thy labor from 
thoe, and shall leave thee naked and bare : and thy 
nakedness shall be uncovered, with which thou hast 
coiuiiiitted lewdness and fornication and foul whoredom. 

30 These things will I do to thee, because thou bast commit- 
ted whoredom with the nations, and hast been polluted 

31 with their idols. Thou hast walked in the way of thy 
sister, therefore will I give her eup into thy hand, 

32 Tims saith the Lord Jehovah ; Thou shalt drink of thy 
sister's cup, which ia deep and large ; it shall make thee 
a lau^ing-stock and a derision, for it containeth much. 

33 Thou shalt be filled with drunkenness and sorrow. A 
cup of astonishment and amazement is the cup of thy 

34 sister Samaria. Thou shalt even drink it and suck it out, 
and lick tlie sherds, and thou shalt tear thy breasts. For 

36 I have spoken it, saith the Loi-d Jehovah, Therefore 
thus saith the Lord Jehovah: Because thou hast for- 
gotten me, and cast me behind thy back, therefore bear 
thou thy lewdness and Ihy whoredoms. 

86 Moreover, Jehovah said to me. Son of man, punish 
Aholah and Aholibah; yea, declare to them their abomi- 

87 tions; that they have committed adultery, and blood is 
upon their hands, and that with their idols they have 
committed adultery, and have also caused their sons, 
whom they bore to me, to pass through the Are to them 

88 for food. This also have they done to me : they liave 
defiled my sanctuary in the same day, and have profaned 

39 my sabbaths. For when they had slain their cliildren to 
their idols, then they came into my sanctuary the same 
day to profane it ; behold, thus liave they done in my 

40 house. Yea, ye sent for men to come fi-om afar ; mes- 
sengers were sent to them, and behold, they came ; for 
them didst thou wash thyself, and paint thine eyes, and 

41 deck thyself with omanienls. And thou didst seat thy- 
self upon a stately bed before which a table was prepared, 

42 and thereon did^t thou set my incense and my oil. Also 
the voice of a multitude at ease was with her ; and 
together with men from the common multitude wenj 
brought deep-drinkers from the desert, who put bracelets 
upon their hands, aud beautiful crowns upon their heails. 

4B Then said I concerning her that was worn out with 
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adulteriea, Will they now commit whor«<lom8 with her, 

44 even with her? They went in to her, as men go to a 
harlot ; so went tliey in to Aholsih and to Aholilmh, the 

45 lewd women. But righteous men shall judge them, aa 
adulteresses are judged, and as women that shed hiood are 
judged ; for they are adulterrases, and blood is upon their 

46 hands. For thus saith the Lord Jehovah : I will bring 
a great company agmrist them, and will give them up to 

47 be harassed and spoiled, and the company shall stone 
them with stones, and cut them in pieces with their 
swords; they shall slay their sons and their daughtei-s, 

43 and bum their houses with fire. Thus will I cause lewd- 
ness to cease out of the land, that all women may take 

49 warning, and not follo'w them in their lewdness. And 
they shall recompense your lewdness upon you, and ye 
shall bear the sins of your idols ; that ye may know that 
I am the Lord Jehovah.

1 Moreover, the word of Jehovah came to me in the

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8 upon the ground, that it might be coi-ered with dinL To 
cause fuiy and to take vengeance, I have set the blood 
shed by lier upon the bare roek, thiit it might not l>e cov- 

9 ered. Therefore thus saith the Lord Jehovah : Woe to 
the city of blood! Now will I make the pile for fire 

10 great. Heap oo wood, kindle the fire, cook the flesh, put 

11 in apices, and let the bones be burned. Then set it empty 
upon the coals, that its brass may be hot and may bum, 
and that its impurity may be dissolved iu it, and its ruat 

12 bo consumed. It hath wearied me with labors, yet its 
thick rust goeth not from it; its rust reraaiiieth in tho 

13 midst of the lire. In thy filrhiness is gross wickedness, 
because, when I would have cleansed tliee, thou wouldsl 
not be cleansed. Thou shaif not be cleansed from thy 
filthiness any more, till I have quieted my fury fowai-d 

14 thee. I, Jehovah, have spoken it ; it shall come to pass, 
and I will do it. I will not go back, neitlier will I spare, 
neither will I repent. According to tliy ways and ac- 
cording to thy doings shall tiey judge thee, saith the 
Lord Jehovah. 

15, le Also the word of Jehovah came to me, saying : Son 
of man, behold, 1 take away from thee the desire of thine 
eyes with .one blow ; yet thou shalt not mourn, nor weep, 

17 nor shall thy tears run down. Sigh thou in silence, make 
no mourning for the dead; bind thy head-dress npon 
thee, and thy shoes on thy ieet; cover not thy lip?, and 
eat not the bread of wretched men.

3 that I am Jehovah. For thus saith the LoitI Jehovah ; 
Because thou hast clapped thy hands, and stamped with 
thy feet, and rejoiced with all thy despite from the heart, 

7 against the land of Israel, therefore, behold, I will stretch 
out my hand upon thee, and mil deliver thee for a spoil 
to the nations ; I will cut ihee off from the nations, and 
cause thee to perish from tho coimtrics; I will destroy 
thee ; and thou shalt know that 1 am Jehovah. 
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8 Thus saith the Lonl Jehovah : Because Moab and Selr 
Bay, " Behold, the house of Judah is like all the nations," 

» therefore, heboid, I will open the side of Moab from his 
cities, which are on his hordera, the glory of the country, 

10 Beth-jeshinioth, Baal-meon, and Kiriathaiin. To the 
sons of the East will I give it for a possession, together 
with the sons of Ammon, that the sons of Ammon may 

11 be no more remembered among the nations; and on Mo 
ab will I execute judgments, and they shall know tliat I 
am Jehovah. 

12 Thus saith the Lord Jehovah: Because Edom hath 
dealt against the house of Judah by taking vengeance, and 
bath greatly offended, and revenged himself npon them, 

13 therefore tluis saith the Lord Jehovah : 1 will stretch 
out my hand upon Edom, and wilt cut off from it man 
and beast ; and I will make it desolate from Teman ; and

Tliy 
daughters upon the land shall he slay with the sword; 
and he shall set a tower against tliee, and cast up a 
mound against thcc, and lift up the buckler against thee ; 

9 and his hattering-rams sliall he set against tliy walls, and 
iO thy towera shall he break down with axes. By reason 

of the great number of his horses, their dust sliall cover 
thee; thy walls shall shake at the noise of the horsemen,

15 Thus saith the Lord Jehovah to Tyre: Behold, the 
isles shall shake at the sound of thy fall, at the groaning 
of the wounded, and iit the f^laughter which is made in 

16 the midst of thee. And all the princes of the sea shall 
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come down from their thrones, and lay aside their man- 
tles, and put oft' their embroidered garments. They shall 
ciotlie themselves with trembling, and sit on the ground, 
and tremble every moment, and be astonished at thee. 

17 And they shall utter a lamentation over thee, and say to 
thee, " How art thou destroyed, thou tbat wast peopled 
from the seas, the renowned city, that wast miglity upon 
the sea, thou and thine inhabitants, causing terror l« all

the day of thy fall; yea, the isles that are in the sea shall 
quake at thy departure. 

19 For thus saitb the Lord Jehovah : When I shall make

20 tei-s shall cover thee, I will bring thee down to them that 
have gone down to the pit, to the people of old time, and 
I will cause tliee to dwell in the lower parts of the earth, 
amid the ruins of ancient times, with them that have gone 
down to the pit, that thou be no more inhabited ; but I 

21 will set glory in the land of the living. I will make thee 
a desolation, and thou shalt be no more ; though thou be 
sought for, thou shall be found no more forever, saith the 
Lord Jehovah.

4 beauty." Thy borders are in the midst of the seas ; thy 

B builders have perfected thy beauty. They made all thy 

ship-boards of cypresses of Senir ; they took cedars from 

6 Lebanon to make masts for thee. Of oaka of Baahan 
they made thine oars ; thy benches they made of ivory in- 

7 laid in cedar from the coasts of the Cliittaians. Fine linen 
with broidered work from Egypt was that which thou 
didst spread forth to be thy sail; blue and purple from 

8 the coasts of Elisha were thy covering. The inhabitants 
of Zidon and Arvad were thy rowers ; thy wise men, O 

9 Tyre, that were in thee, were thy pilots, Tiie ancients

Tlie men of Arvad and thine own army were 
upon thy walls round about, and brave warriors were in 
thy towers ; they hung their shields upon thy walls round 
about; they made thy beauty perfect. 

13 Tarahish trafficked with thee on account of the abun- 
dance of all kinds of goods; with silver, iron, tin, and lead 

13 they traded in thy fairs. Javan, Tubal, and Mesheeh 
tratfieked with thee ; the persons of men and vessels of 

14 bi'ass they sold in thy market. They of the house of To- 
garmah traded in thy fairs with horses and horsemen and 

16 mules. The men of Dedan trafficked with thee ; many 
islands were at hand to thee for trade ; they brought thee, 

16 for payment, horns of ivory, and ebony-wood. Syria traf- 
ficked with thee by reason of the multitude of the wares 
of thy making ; with carbuncles, purple and embroidered 
work, and fine linen, and corals, and rubies, they traded in

23 The merchants of Sheba and Raamah trafficked with thee 
with all kinds of precious spices, and with all kinds of pre- 

23 cious stones, and gold. Haran, and Canneh, and Eden, 

24 the merchants of 8heba, Assyria, and Chilmad, trafficked 
with thee in splendid apparel, in mantles of blue and em- 
broidered woi-k, in chests of damask bound witli cords and 

25 made of cedar, in thy market. The ships of Tnrshish 
were the caravans for thy traffic ; and thou wast repk-n- 
iahed and made very glorious in the midst of the seas. 

26 Thy rowers have brought thee into great wafers ; the

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riches, and thy fairs, and thy merchant i a g, tliy mariners,

2 valley, which was full of bones, and caused me lo pass by 
them round about; and behold, there were very many 
upon the surface of the valley, and lo, they were very 

3 And he said to me. Son of man, can these bones live ? 

4 And I answered, Lord Jehovah, thou knowe^t 1 Theu 
he said to me, Piopiiesy to tliese di'y bones, and say to 
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S them, ye dry bones, hear the woiil of Jehovah! Thiia 
saith the Lord Jehovah to these bones: Beliold, I will 

8 cause bi'eath to enter intu you, and ye siiall hve ; and I 
will lay sinews upon you, and will bi'ing up flesh upoD 
you, and cover you witli skin, and put breath into you, 
and ye shall live ; and ye shall know ihat I am Jehovah. 

7 So I prophesied, as 1 was commanded ; and as I proph- 
esied, a voice was heard, and behold, a shaking, and the 

8 bones came together, bone to its bone. And when I 
looked, behold, there were sinews upon them, and the 
flesh grew, and the skin covered them above ; but there 

9 was no breath in them. Then said he to me. Prophesy 
to breath, prophesy, son of man, and say to breath, 
Thus saith the Loid Jehovah: Come from the four winds, 
O breath, and breathe upon these slain, that they may 

10 live I So I prophesied, as he commanded me ; and the 
breath came into them, and they lived and stood on their 
feet, an exceedingly great host. 

11 And he said to me. Son of man, these bones denote the 
whole house of Jsrael. Behold, they say, " Our bones are 

la dried, and our hope is lost, and we are cut off." There- 
fore prophesy, and say to them. Thus saith the Lord 
Jehovah : Behold, I will open your graves, and cause 
you to oome up out of your graves, my people, and 

13 bring you into rJie land of Israel. And ye shoJl know 
that I am Jehovah, when I open your graves, and cause 

14 you to come up out of your gi'aves, O my people, and put 
my breath within you, and ye live, and I place you in 
your own land ; then shall ye know that I, Jehovah, have 
spoken it, and done it, saitli Jeiiovah.

19 what thou meanest by these ? " say to tliem, Thus saith 
the Lord Jehovah : Behold, I will take the stick of Joseph, 
which is in the hand of Ephraim, and of the tribes of 
Israel, his companions, and will unite them and him witli 
the stick of Judah, and make them one stick, and tliey 

ao shall be one in my hand. And let the sticks whereon 

21 thou writest be in thy hand before their eyes ; and say 
thou to them. Thus saith the Lord Jehovali: Behold, I 
will tiJie the sons of Israel from among the nations 
whither they are gone, and will gather them from every 

22 side, and bring tliem into their own land. And I will 
make them one nation in the land, upon the mountains of 
Israel ; and one king shall be king over them all ; and

And my dwelling-place shall be 
with them ; yea, I will be their God, and they shall be 

28 my people ; and the nations shall know that T, Jehovah, 
do sanctify Israel, when my sanctuary shall be m the 
midst of them forevermore.

1, 2 And the word of Jeliovah came to me, saying: Son of 
man, set thy face against Gog, of the land of Magog, 
prince of Rosh, Jleshech, and Tubal, and prophejiy 

3 against him, and say, Thus aaith the Loi-d Jehovah : 
Behold, I am against thee, O Gog, prince of Bosli, Me- 

4 ahech, and Tubal ! And I will turn (hee about, and put 
rings into thy jaws ; and I will liriug thee forth, thee 
and all thine army, horses and horsemen, all of theifi 
clothed in gorgeous apparel, even a great oiultitude with 

5 bucklers and shields, all of them handling swords. Per- 
sians, Ethiopians, and Lybiana are with them, all of them 

6 with shields and helmets. Gomer and all his bands, the 
house of Togarmah from the north quarters, and all their 
hosts, many nations are with thee, 

7 Be prepared, and prepare for thyself, thou and all thy 
host that are assembled unto thee, and be thou their leader ! 

8 After many days shalt thou be appointed over them. In 
the latter years shalt tlioa come into a land tliat is brought 
back from the sword, gathered out of many nations upon 
the mountains of Israel, which had been long desolal« ; 
but it is brouglit forth out of the nations, and they shall 

9 dwell securely, all of them. Thou shalt go up like a 
storm, thou shalt come like a doud, to cover the land, 
thou and all thy bands, and many nations with thee. 

10 Thus sailh the Lord Jehovah : At the same time shall 
thoughts come into thy mind, and thou shalt meditate an 

H evil design, and shalt say', "I will go up to the land of un- 
walled Tillages ; I will go to them that are at rest, that 
dwell securely, all of them dwelling without walls, and 

12 having neither bars nor gates, lo take a spoil and to divide 
a prey, to turn ray hand against the desolated places that 
have become inhabited, and against a people gathered out 
of the nations, possessing cattle and soods, dwelling in the 

13 heights of the earth." Sheb:i, and Dedan, and tiie mer- 
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chanfs of Tarsliish, and all tlie cliiefs thereof, sliall saj to 
thee, "Art tliou come to take a spoil? Hast thou gath- 
ered thy company to divide a prey ? to carry aivay eilyer 
and gold, to take away cattle and goods, and to divide 
great spoil ? " 

14 Therefore prophesy, son of man, and say to Gtt^, Thus 
saith the Lord Jehovah : In that day when my people Is- 

iS rael dwelleth securely, thou .<halt ohserve it, and thou 
shall come up from the regions of the North, thou and 
many nations with thee, all of them riding upou horaes, a 

16 great company, and a mighty host ; thou shalt come np 
against my people Israel like a cloud, to cover the land ; 
in the latter days it shall come to pass, that I wiE bring 
thee against my land, that the nations may know me, when 
I shall be sanctified in regard to thee, before their eyes, 
OGog! . 

17 Thus saith the Lord Jehovah ; Art thoit not he of whom 
I spoke in old time by my servants, the prophets of Isra- 
el, who prophesied in those days and years, that I would 

18 bring thee against them? And it shall come to pass in 
that day, in the day when Gog shall come against the land 
of Israel, saith the Lord Jehovah, that my anger shall as- 

m cend in fury. For in my jealousy, in the fire of my 
wrath, have I spoken. Surely in that day there shall be a 

20 gi-eat shaking in the laad of Israel, so that the fishes of 
the sea, and the biivls of the heavens, and the beasts of the 
field, and every creeping thing that creepeth upon tlie 
ground, and all the men that are upon the face of the 
earth, shall shake at my presence ; and the mountains 
shall bo thrown down, and the steep places shall fall, and 

21 every wall shall fall to the ground. And I will call for a 
Bword against him throughout all my mountains, saith the

And I will contend against him with pesti- 
lence, and with blood ; and overflowingehowei-s, and great 
hailstones, fire and brimstone, will I rain upon him and hia 

23 hosts, and the many nations that are with him. Thus 
will I show myself in my greatness and glory, and make 
myself known before the eyes of many nations, and they 
shall know that I am Jehovah, 

1 And do thou, son of man, prophesy against Gog, and 
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say, Tims saith the Lord Jehovah : Biihold, T am against 

2 tliee, O Gog, prince of Rosh, Meshech, and Tubal! I 
will turn ihee, and lead thee about, and cause thee to 
come up from the regions of tlie North, and bring thee 

3 upon the mountains of JsraeL And I will smite thy bow 
out of thy left hand, and cause thine arrows to fell out of 

4 thy right hand. Thou shalt fall upon the mountains of 
Israel, thou and all thy hosts, and the nations that ai-e 
with thee. To the ravenous birds of every wing, and 
to the beasta of the forest, give I thee to be devoured. 

6 Thou shalt fell upon the open field ; for I have spoken 
it, saith the Lord Jehovah. 

6 And I will send a Are upon Magog, and upon them that 
dwell in security in the sea-coasl8 ; and tliey shall know 

7 that I am Jehovah. So will I make my holy name known 
in the midst of my people Israel, and I will not suffer my 
holy name to be polluted any more ; and the nations shall 

8 know that I am Jehovah, the Holy One of Israel. Be- 
hold it Cometh, and shall he done, saith the Lord Jehovah. 
This is the day of which I spake. 

9 Then shall the inhabitants of tlie cities of Israel go 
forth, and set on fire and burn the weapons, the shields 
and the hucklers, the bows and the aiTows, tlie hand-staves 
and the spears, and they shall make fires of tliem seven 

10 years. They shall take no wood from the field, neither 
shall they cut down any from the forests; for they shaU 
make their fires of the weapons. And they shall spoil 
those that spoiled them, and plunder those that plundered 
them, saith the Lord Jehovah. 

11 And it shall come to pass in that day, that I will give 
to Gog a place there, a grave in Israel, the valley of the 
passengers on the east of the sea; and it shall stop the 
way of passengers. There shall they bury Gog and oJl 
his multitude, and they shall call it " The valley of the 

12 multitude of Gog." And seven months shall the house 
of Israel be burying them, that they may cleanse the land. 

13 Yea, all the people of the land shall bury them ; and it 
shall he renown to them, in the day wlien I shall be glori- 

II fied, saith the Lord Jehovah, And they shall set apart 
men to be constantly employed, who, passing through the 
land, with the aid of tliose that pass by, shall hury tliose 
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that remain upon the face of the land fo cleanse it ; at 

15 the end of the seven months shall they search. And 
when any of the travellcra that pass through the land 
shall see a man's bone, they shall set up a sign by it, till 
the buriers have buried it in the valley of the multitude of 

16 Gog. Also the name of a city shall be Multitude. Thus 
shall they cleanse the land. 

17 And thou, son of man, thus saith the Lord Jehovah : 
Say to the birds of every iving, and lo every beast of the 
field, Assemhie yourselves and come, gather yourselves 
from every side to my sacrifice which I make for you, a 
great sacrifice upon the mountains of Israel ; and ye shall 

18 eat flesh and drink blood ; the flesh of the mighty shall 
ye eat, and the blood of the princes of the earth shall ye 
drink, of rams, of lambs, and of goats, of bullocks, all of 

19 them fatted in Bashan. And ye shall eat fat till ye be 
full, and drink blood till ye be drunken, of my sacrifice 

20 which I make for you. Thus shall ye be filled at my 
table with horses and riders, and mighty men and war- 

21 riors of all kinds, saith the Lord Jehovah. And I will 
set my glory among the nations, and all the nations shall 
see my judgment which I have executed, and my hand 

22 which I have laid upbn them. And the house of Israel 
shall know that I am Jehovah, their God, from that day 

23 and forward. And the nations shall know that the house 
of Israel were carried into captivity for their iniquity. 
Because they trespassed against me, therefore hid I my 
fa.ce from them, and gave them into the hand of their 

24 enemies, so that they ail fell by the sword. According 
to their uncleanness and according to their transgreasiona 
have I dealt with them, and hid my &ce from them. 

Z6 Therefore thus saith the Lord Jehovah : I will bring 
back the captives of Jacob, and have compassion upon the 
whole house of Israel, and be jealous for my holy'narae. 

26 Then shall they forget their shame and all their trespasses 
with which they trespassed against me, when they dwell in 
security in their own land, and none maketh them afraid. 

27 When I bring them back from the nations, and gather 
them from the lands of their enemies, then will I be glori- 
fied in regard to them before the eyes of many nations. 

28 And they shall know that I am Jehovah their God, in

The courts and doors of the temple. — Cn. XL. 

1 In the five and twentieth year of oui- captivity, in the 
first month, on the tenth day of the month, in the four- 
teenth year after that the city was smitten, ou the self- 
same day the hand of Jehovah was upon me, and he 

2 brought me [tliither into the city]. In the visions of Giod 
he brought me into the land of Israel, and set me upon a 
very high mountain, upon which was, as it were, the frame 

8 of a dty toward the south. And when he had brought 
jne thither, behold, there was a man, whose appearance 
waa as the appearance of brass, with a line of liax in his 
hand, and a measufing-reed ; and he slood in the gate. 

4 And the man said to me. Son of man, behold with thine 
eyes and hear with thine ears, and give heed to all which 
I shall show thee ; for to the intent that I might show 
them to thee art thou brought bither; declare all which 
thou seest to the house of Israel ! 

5 And behold, a wall on the outside of the house round 
about, and in tlie man's hand a measuring reed, in length 
six cubits of a cubit and a handbreadlh; and he meas- 
ured the breadth of the wall, one reed; and the height. 

6 one reed. Then came he to the gale, which looked to- 
ward the east, and went up the sttps thereof, and meas- 
ured the upper threshold of the gate, one reed brojid, and 

7 the other tiireshold of the gale one reed broad. And 
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every chamber was one reed long, and one reed broad ; 

aud between the chambers were five cubits ; and tlie 

threshold of tbe gate by the porch of tlie gate within wa.^ 
B one reed. He measured also the porch of the gate within, 
9 one reed. Then he measured the porch of the gate, eight 

cubits ! and the border thereof, two cubits ; now the porch 

10 of the gate was inward. And the chambers of the gate 
eastward were three on this side, and three on that side ; 
they three were of one measure, and the projecting wall- 
pitlars were of one measure on this Bide, and on that side. 

1 1 And he measured the breadth of the entry of the gate, ten 
cubits ; and the length of the entry of the gate, thirteen 

12 cubits. There was also a space before the chambers one 
cubit on this side, and a space one cubit on that aide; and 
every cliamber was six cubits on this side, and six cubits 

18 on that side. Tlien he measured the gale from the roof 
of one chamber to the roof of another; the breadth was 
five and twenty cubits, and door was over against door. 

14 He made also wall-pillai-s sixty cubits, and toward the 
pillars was the court of the gale round about on every 

IB side. And from the front of ihe gate of the entrance to 
the front of the porch of tbe inner gate were fifty cubits. 

16 And there were closed windows to the chambers and to 
their wall-pillars inward toward the gate round about, and 
likewise to the cornices ; there were windows round about 
within, and upon the wail-pillars were palm-trees, 

IT Then he brought me into the outer court, and behold, 
there were rooms, and a pavement made for the court 
round about; thirty rooms were upon the pavemenL 

18 And the pavement at the sides of the gates, by the length 

19 of the gates, was the lower pavement. Then he measured 
the breadth from the front of the lower gate to the front 
of the inner court without, a hundred cubits toward the 
east and toward the north. 

20 And as for the gate that looked tnward the north in 
the outer court, he measured the length thereof, and the 

21 breadth thereof. And the chambers thereof were three 
on this side, and three on that side. And the border 
thereof, and the cornices thereof, were of the same meas- 
ure as the former gate ; the length thereof was fifty cubits, 

22 and the breadth five and twenty cubits And the win-

dows thereof, and the cornices thereof, and tlie palm-treea 
thereof were of the same measure as the gate which 
looked toward the east, and they went up to it by seven 
28 steps, and the cornices thereof were before them. And 
the gate of the inner court waa over against the gate to- 
ward the north and east. And he measured from gate to 
gate a hundred cuhits. 

24 Then he led me toward the south ; and hehold, there 
was a gate toward the south ; and he measured the hor- 
dcr thereof and the cornieea thereof according to those 

25 measures. And there were windows io it, and within the 
cornices thereof round about, like those windows; the 
length was fifty cubits, and the breadth five and twenty 

26 cubits. And there were seven steps to go up to it, and 
the cornices thereof were before tliem ; and it had palm- 
trees, one on this side and another on Ihut side, upon the 

27 wall-pillars thereof. And there was a gate in the inner 
court toward the south ; and he measui'ed from gate to 
gate toward the south a hundred cubits. 

28 And he brought me to the inner court through the 
south gate ; and he measured the south gate according to 

29 the same measures. And the chambers thereof, and the 
border thereof, and the cornices thereof were according to 
those measures. And there were windows iu it, and 
within the cornices thereof, round about; it was fifty cu- 

30 bits long, and five and twenty cubits broad. And the 
cornices round' about were five and twenty cubits long, 

31 and five cubits broad. Aiid the cornices thereof were 
toward the outer court; and palm-trees were upon the 
wall-pillars thereof; and in going up to it there were 
eight steps. 

B2 And he brought me to the inner court toward the east ; 
and he measured the gale accoi-ding to those measures. 

33 And the chambers thereof, and the border thereof, and 
the cornices thereof, were according to those measures; 
and there were windows in it, and in the cornices thereof, 
round about ; the length was fifty cubits, and the breadth 

34 five and twenty cubits. And the cornices thereof were 
toward the outer court; and palm-trees were upon the 
wall-pilkrs thereof, on this side and on tliat side ; and iu 
going up to it there were eight steps. 
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39 And he brought me to the north gate, and measured it 
36 according to those measures ; the chambers thereof, and 
tlie border thereof, and the cornices thereof; and (here 
were windows to it, round about; the length was fifty 
87 cubits, and the breadth live and twenty cubits. And tlie 
cornices thereof were toward the outer court ; and palm- 
trees were upon the wall-pillars thereof, on this side and 
on that side; and in going np to it there were eight steps. 
83 And a room with its doors was by the borders of the 
8S gates, where they washed the burnt-offering. And in the 
porch of the gate were two tables on this side, and two 
tables on that side, to slay thereon the bumt-offering, and 
■40 the sin-offering, and the trespass-offering. And at Iha 
side without, as one goeih up to the entrance of the north 
gate, were two tables ; and on the other side, which was 

41 at the porch of (he gate, were two tables ; four tables were 
on this side, and four fables on that side ; on the other 
side of the gate eight tables, whereon they slew their 

42 sacrifices. And the four tables for the burnt-offering 
were of hewn stone; their length was a cubit and a lialf, 
and their breadth a cubit and a half, and their height a 
cubit. Thereon they laid the instruments with which 

43 they slew the burnt-offering and the sacrifice. And there 
were edging-boards of a iiandbreadth, prepared within 
round al>out ; and upon the tables was the flesh of the 
offering. 

44 And without the inner gale were rooms for the singers 
in the inner court ; they were at the side of the north 
gate, and their prospect was toward the south ; one at the 
side of the east gate having the prospect toward the north. 

45 And he said to me. This room, whose prospect is toward 
the south, is for the priests that Jteep the cliarge of the 

43 house. And the room whose prospect is toward the 
north is for the priests that keep the charge of the altar. 
These are the sons of Zadok, who, among the sons of 

47 Levi, come near to Jeliovah to minister to him. Then 
he measured the court; its length was a hundred cubits, 
and its breadth a hundred cubits, being square. And the 
altar stood before the house. 

48 Then ho brought me to the porch of the temple, and he 
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measured the door-border of the porch, five cubits on (hia 
side, and five cubits on that side. And the breadth of 
the gate was three cubils on this side, and three cubits on 
49 that side. Tlie length of the porch was twenty cubits, 
and the breadih eleven cubits ; and they went up to it by 
steps. And there were columns by the door-border, one 
on this side, and another on that side.

1 Aftekwakds be brought me to the temple ; and he 
measured the projecting wa!l-pillai's, six cubits broad on 
this side, and six cubits broad on that side, according to 

2 the breadth of the house. And the breadth of the door 
was ten cubits ; and the sides of the door were five cubits 
on this side, and five cubits on that side. Then he meas- 
ured the length, forty cubits, and the breadth, twenty 

5 cubits. And he went inward, and measured the border 
of the door, two cubits; and the door, six cubits; and the 
breadth of the door, seven cubits. 

4 Then he measured twenty cubits in length, and twenty 
cubits in breadth in the temple, and said to me, This is 

e the most holy place. And he measured the wall of the 
bouse, sis cubits ; and the breadth of every side-chamber, 

6 four cubits round about, round about the house. And the 
side-chambers were chamber to chamber, three and thirty 
times ; and they entered into the wall of the house of the 
side-chambers round about, and were connected with it; 
but they were not connected with the wail of the house. 

7 And the side-chambers became wider upward, having a 
winding ascent. For the circuit of the house went still 
upward, round about the house ; therefore the greater 
breadth of the house was upward ; and so they ascended 
from the lowest story to the highest through the middle 

8 story. I saw also the height of the house round about ; 
the foundations of the side-chambers were a full reed, six: 

9 cubits to the knuckles. The thickness of the wall of the 
eide-ohambers outward was five cubits, and the space 
which was left was the place of tlie side-chambers of the 

10 house. And between the rooms was tiie breadtli of 
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twenty cubils round about the house oa every side. 

11 And the doors of the side-chambers were toward the 
space that was left, one door toward the north, and an- 
other door toward the south; and tho breadth of the 
space that was left was five cubits round about. 

12 And the building which was before the separate place, 
at the side toward the west, was seventy cubits broad ; 
and the wall of the building was five cubits thick round 

15 about, and tho length thereof was ninety cubits. Then 
be measured the length of the house, a hundred cubits ; 
and the lengfh of Ibe separate place and the building and 

14 tlie walls thei-eof, a hundred cubits. Also the bi-eadtU 
towards the front of the house and of the separata place 

la toward the east was a hundred cubits. And he measured 
the length of the building before the separate place, and 
that which was behind it, and the galleries thereof on this 
side and on that side, a hundred cubits ; and the inner 

16 temple, and the porches of the court, the thresholds, and 
the windows that were closed, and the galleries I'ound 
about the three sides. Over against the Sireshold was a 
table of wood round about, from the ground to the win- 

17 dows, and the windows were covered with it ; upon the 
space above every door, and upon the inner house, and 
without, and upon aU the wall round about within and 
without, according to measure. 

18 And cherubs and palm-trees were made, one palm-tree 
It twlb d yhbld f 
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sanctuary had the same appearance. 

22 The altar was of wood, three cubits high, and two 
cubits long ; and the corners thereof and the base thereof 
and the walla thereof were of wood. And he said to me, 

23 This IS tlie (able that standeth before Jehovah. And the 

24 temple and the sanctuary had two doors. And the two 
doors had two leaves apiece, two turning leaves ; two 
leaves for one door, and two leaves for the other door. 

26 And there were made on them, even on the dooi-a of the 
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tomple, cherubs and palm-trees, such as were made upon 
the walls, and a wooden threshold was before the porch 
J without. And at the closed windows were paim-lrees on 
this side, and on that side, on the sides of the porch, and 
on the side-chambers of the house, and on the thresholds. 



The baildings connected with tlie (emple. — Ch. XLIl. 

1 Then he led me forth to the outer court, in the direc- 
tion toward the north, and he brought me to the rooms 
which were before the separate place, and before the 

2 building toward the north. The length was a hundred 
cubits before the gate toward the north, and the breadth 

3 was fifty cubits; over against the twenty cubits in the 
inner court, and over against the pavement in the outer 

4 court, was gallery before gallery, in three rows. And be- 
fore the chambers was a walk often cubits breadth inward, 
a way of one cubit; and their doors were toward the north. 

5 And the upper rooms were narrower (for the galleries took 
away room from them) than the lower and middle cham- 

6 hers of the building. For they were in three stories ; but 
had not pillars, as the pillars of the courts; therefore tbey 
were narrower than the lowest, and than the middlemost 

7 from the ground. And as to the wall that was without, 
over f^ainst the chambers, toward the outer court, before 

8 the chambers, the length thereof was fifty cubits. For 
the length of the rooms that were in tJie outer court was 
fifty cubits ! but before the temple it was an hundred 

9 cubits. And under these rooms was an entry from the 

10 east, as one came to them from the outer court. In the 
breadth of the wall of the court toward the east, before 
the separate place and before the building, were rooms, 

11 And there was a way before them similar to that before 
the rooms toward the north. Both their length and their 
breadth were the same, and all their goings out and tiieir 

12 fashions and their doors were the same. And so also 
were the doors of the rooms toward the south ; there was 
a door at the head of the way, befoi-e the well-built wall, 
iu the way toward the east, as one entered into them. 

13 Then he said to me, The north rooms and the south 
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rooms, which are before the separate place, are holy 
rooms, where the priests, when they come near to Jeho- 
vah, eat the most holy things. There shall they lay the 
most holy things, both the flour-offering and the sin-otFer- 
ing and the trespass-offering ; for the place is holy. 

14 When the priests enter therein, then shall they not go out 
of the holy place into the outer court, but shall leave [here 
the garments in which they minister; for they are holy; 
and shall put on other garments, and approach to the place 
which belongeth to the people. 

15 Now when he had made an end of measuring the iimer 
house, he brought me forth to the gate, whose pi'ospect is 

16 toward the east, and measured it round about. He meas- 
ured the east side with the measuring-reed, five hundred 

IT reeds with the meaau ring-reed round about. He meas- 
ured the north side five hundred reeds with the measur- 

13 ing-reed round about. He measured the south side five 

19 hundred reeds with the measunng-reed. He turned him- 
self also to the west side, and measured Ave hundred reeds 

ao with the measuring-reed. On ail the four sides measured 
he the wall round about five hundred reeds in length, and 
five hundred in breadth, to make a separation between tbo 
holy and the unholy place.

1 Then he brought me to the gate, even to the gate that

And he saiil to me: Soq of man, 
this is the place of my throne, and the place of the soles 
of my feet, where I will dwell in the midst of the sons of 
Israel forever ; and the house of Israel shall no more pol- 
lute my holy name, neither they nor their kings, by their 
fomica,tion, and by the dead bodies of their kinga ii) their 

8 sepulchres ; in that they set their threshold by my thresh- 
old, and their post near my post, so that there was only a 
wall between me and them, and defiled my holy name by 
the abominations which they committed; wherefore I have 

9 consumed them in my anger. Now let them remove far 
away from me their fornication, and the carcasses of their 
kings ; and I will dwell in the midst of them forever. 

10 And thou, son of man, show this house to the house of 
Israel, that they may be ashamed of their iniquities, and 

Jl that they may measure the pattern. And if they be 
ashamed of all which they have done, let them know the 
form of the house and ibe fashion thereof, and the passages 
for going out and coming in, and all the forms thereof, 
and all the statutes thereof, and all the laws thereof, and 
write it in their sight, that they may keep the whole form 

12 thereof, and all the statutes thereof, and do them. Tliis is 
the law of the house. Upon the top of the mountain, all 
within its limits shall be most holy. Behold, tliis is the 
law of the house.

The aJtar ofbanit-ofiering. — Cn. XLIII. 13 - ST. 

13 And these are the measures of the altar by cubits; 
each cubit being a cubit and a hand-hreadth. The bottom 
shall be a cubit high and a cubit broad ; and the border 
thereof, by the edge thereof round about, shall be a span ; 

14 and this shall be the outer part of the allar. And from 
the bottom upon the ground to the lower lodge shall be 
two cubits, and the breadth one cubit ; and from the lesser 
ledge to the greater ledge shall be four cubits, and the 

15 breadth a cubit. And the altar shall be four cubits, and 

16 from the altar upward shall be four boms. And the altar 
shall be twelve cubits long by twelve broad; square on 

17 the four sides thereof. And the ledge shall be Iburteeu

tom thereof shall be a cubit round about; and its sieps 
shall look toward the east. 
13 ADd he said to me, Son of man, thns saith the Lord 
Jehovah : These are the statutes of the altar, in the day 
when it is made, to offer hurnl^offerings thereon, and to 

19 sprinkle blood thereon. To the priesla, the sons of Lei'i, 
of the race of Zadok, that come near to me, saitli the Lord 
Jehovah, to minister to me, thou shalt give a young bul- 

20 lock for a sin-offering. And tiiou shalt take of tlie blood 
thereof, and put it on ita four horns, and on the four cor- 
ners of the l^ge, and on the border round about, and thus 

21 cleanse and purge it. And thou shalt take the bullock of 
the sin-offering, and it shall be burned in the appointed 

22 place of the house, withont the sanctuary. And on the 
second day thou shalt offer a he-goat without blemish for 
a sin-offering ; and they shall cleanse the altar, as they 

23 cleansed it with the bullock. And when thou hast made 
an end of cleansing it, thou shalt offer a young bullock 
without blemish, and a ram out of the Hock without 

24 blemish. And thou shalt offer them before Jehovah, and 
the priests shall cast salt upon them, and offer them up for 

25 ft bumt-offering to Jehovah. Seven days shalt thou, sac- 
rifice daily a goat for a sin-offering; they shall also sacri- 
fice a young bullock, and a ram out of the flock without 

2S blemish. Seven days shall they purge the altar, and puri- 
27 fy it, and consecrate themselves. And when they have 
finished these days, it shall be that on the eighth day and 
forward the priests shall present your burnt-offerings and 
your thank-offerings upon the altar, and I will accept you, 
Baith the Lord Jehovah.

I Then he brought me back to the outer gate of the 
saiic'uary, which looketh toward the east; and it was

7 your abominations, O house of Israel, in that ye brought 
strangers, un circumcised in heart and uncircumcised in 
flesh, to he in my sanctuary, bo that ye polluted my house 
when ye offered my food, the fat and the blood, and broke

not the charge of my holy place, but appointed for your- 
selves such keepers of my charge in my sanctuary, 

9 Thus saith the Lord Jehovah : No stranger, undrcum-

10 of Israel. But even the Levitea. who departed from me

24 and the clean. And in controvei-sy they shall stand to 
judge ; according to my statutes shall they judge. And 
they shall keep my laws and my statutes in all my fes- 

25 tivals, and they shall hallow my sabbaths. And they 
shall come to no dead person to defile themselves; but 
for father, or for mother, or for son, or for daughter, for 
brother, or for sister that hath had no husband, they may 

26 defile themselves. And after his cleansing they shall 

27 reckon to him seven days. And in the day that he goetli 
into the sanctuary, into the inner court, to minister in the 
sanctuary, he shall offer his sin-offering, saith the Lord 
Jehovah. 

28 And it shall be to them for aa inheritance, that I am 
their inheritance. And ye shall give them no possession 

29 in Israel ; I am their possession. They shall eat the

! Thus saith the Lord Jehovah : The gate of the inner 
court, that looketh toward the east, shall be shut the six 
working-days ; but on the sabbath it shall he opened, and 

2 on the day of the new moon it shall be opened. And the 
prince shall enter by the way of the porch of the outer 
gate, and shall stand by the post of the gate, and the 
priests shall present his burnt-offerings, and his peace- 
offerings, and he shall worship at the threshold of the 
gate ; then he shall go forth ; but the gate shall not be 

3 shut until the evening. Likewise the people of the land 
shall worship at tlie door of this gate before Jeiiovah on

13 Tnna saith the Lord Jehovah ; This is the boi-der, 
according to which ye shall dbtribute the land among the 
twelve tribes of Israel, Joseph shall have two portions. 

14 And ye shall inheiit it, one like another. For I have 
lifted «p my hand, that I would give it to your fathers ; 
and this land shall fall to you for an inheritance. 

15 And this shall be the border of the land toward the 
north side : from the great sea toward the way of Heth- 

16 Ion, as men go to Zedad, Hanrnth, . Berothah. Sibraim, 
which is between the border of Damascus and the border 
of Hamath, and Hazar-batticon, which is by the coast of 

17 Ilauran. And the border from the sea shall he Hazar- 
Enou, the border of Damascus and farther noi'thward, and 
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18 tlie border of Hamath. Tliis is the north side. And the 
east siAe ye 3liaJl measure between Hauran and Danuui- 
cua, and between Gilead and the laud of Israel by the 
Jordan, from the border to the east sea. This is the east 

19 side. And the south side southward shall be from Tamar 
to the waters of strife in Kadosh, as far as ihe river by 

20 the great sea. This is tlie south side southward. And 
the west side shall be the great sea, from the border till 
a man come over against llamath. This is the west side. 

21 So shall ye divide this land among you, according to 

22 the tribes of Israel. And ye shall divide it by lot for an 
inheritance to you, and to the strangers that sojourn 
among you, who have begotten children among you ; and 
they shall be to you as horn in the country among the 
sons of Israel ; they shall have an inheritance with you 

2S among the tribes of Israel And it shall come to pass, 
that in what tribe the sti-anger sojourneth there. shall ye 
appoint him his inheritance, saith the Lord Jehovah. 

1 And those are the namps of the tribes. From the 
north end by the way of Ilethlon, as one goeth to Ha-

3 And by the border of Asher, from the east side lo the 

4 west side : Naplitali, one tribe. And by the border of 
Naphtali, from the east side to the west side : Manasseh, 

£ one tribe. And by the Iwrder of Manasseh, from the east 

« side to the west side : Ephraim, one tribe. And by the 

border of Ephraim, from the east side to the west side: 

7 Reuben, one tribe. And by the border of Reuben, from 
the east side to the west side ; Judah, one tribe. 

8 And by the border of Judah, from the east side to the 
west, shall be the oblation wliich ye shall offer, five and 
twenty thousand reeds in breadth, and in length as one 
of the other portions from the east side to the west sidej 

9 and the sanctuary shall be in the midst of it. The obla^ 
tion which ye shall offer to Jehovali shall be five and 
twenty thousand reeds in length, and ten thousand iu 

10 breadth. And the holy oblation shall be I'or lliese : for 
the priests toward tlie north Hve and ts'L-uty thousand 
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reeds in length, and toward the west («n thon^and in 
breadth, and toward tlie east ten thousand in breadth, and 
toward the south five and twenty thousand in length. 
And the sanctuary of Jehovah shall be in the midst therc- 

11 of. It shall belong to the priests, the sanctified ones, lo 
the sons of Zadok, who kept my charge, who went not 
astray when the sons of Israel went astray, as the Levites 

12 wCQt astray. And it sliall belong to them as an oblation 
out of the oblation of the laud, aa most holy, by the hoider 
of the Levites. 

13 And over against the border of the priests, the Leviles 
shall liave five and twenty thousand reeds in length and 
ten thousand in breadth ; the whole length five and twen- 

14 ty thousand, and the breadth ten thou^ind. And they 
shall not sell of it ; neither shall they exchange or trans- 
fer the first fruits of the land ; for it is holy to Jehovah. 

IB And the five thousand which are left in breadth, over 
against the five aud twenty thousand in length, shall be 
common land for the city, ibr hahitation and for suburbs. 

IG And the city shall be in the midst of it. And this shall 
be the measure thereof: the iiortli side four thousand and 
five hundred, and the south side four thousand and five 
hundred, and the east side four thousand and five hundred, 

17 and the we^^t side four ihousand and five hundred. And 
the suburbs of the dty shall be toward the north two hun- 
dred and fifty, and toward the south two hundred and fif- 
ty, and towaitl the east two hundred and fifty, and towitrd 
tlie west two hundred and fifty. 

18 And as lo the residue in length, over against the holy 
portion, ten thousand eastward and ten thousand west- 
ward, over against the holy portion, its inci-ease shall be 

19 for food to them that serve the city. And they that serve 

20 the city shall serve it out of all the tribes of Israel. All 
the oblation shaii be five and twenty thousand reeds by 
five and twenty thousand ; ye shall offer the holy oblation, 
four-square, together with the possession of the dty. 

21 And the residue on both sides of the holy oblation and 
of the possession of the city, over against the five and 
twenty thousand to the east border, and westward over 
against the five and twenty thousand to the west border, 
by the portions of the tribes, shall be for the prince ; and 
the holy oblation and the sanctuary of the house shail bo 
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22 in the miiiat thereof. What la left from the possession of 
the Levites and of the city, which are between what be- 
long (o the prince, between the borders of Judah and 
Benjamin, shall belong to the prince. 

28 Aud as for the rest of the tribes, from the east side to 

24 the west side : Benjamin, one tribe. And by the border 
of Benjamin, from the east side to the west side : Simeon, 

25 one tribe. And by the border of Simeon, from the east 

26 side to the west side ; Issachar, one tribe. And by the 
border of Issachar, from the east side to the west side : 

27 Zebuloa, one tribe. And by the border of Zebulon, from 

28 the east side to the west side : Gad, one tribe. And by 
the border of GoA, at the south side southward, shall the 
border bo from Tamar to the waters of strile in Kadesb, 
even to tlie river by the great sea. 

29 This is the land which ye shall divide by lot of the pos- 
session among the tribes of Israel, and these are their por- 
tions, saith the Lord Jehovah. 

SO And these are the gates of the city. On the north side 
shall the measure be four thousand five hundred reeds, 

31 And the gates of the city shall be after the names of the 
tribes of Israel; three gates northward, — one gate of 

32 Reuben, one gate of Judah, one gate of Levi, And on 
the east side shall be four thousand and five hundred 
[reeds] ; and three gate*, — one gate of Joseph, one gate 

33 of Benjamin, one pale of Dan, And on the south side its 
measure shall be four thousand five hundred; and three

35 Asher, one gate of Na|ihtali. Its measure round about 
was eighteen thousand reeds. And the name of the city 
from that day shall be Jehovah-is-ihere.

6 And when ye eat and drink, is it not ye that eat, and ye 

7 that drink? Are not these the words which Jehovali 
proclaimed by the former prophets, when Jerusalem was 
inhabited and in prosperity, and hev cities round about 
her, and when the South and the Plain were inhabited? 

g And the word of Jehorah came to Zeclumah, saying, 
9 Thus spake Jehovah of hosts, saying, Judge true judg- 
ment, and show mercy and compassion every man to his 

10 brother. And the widow, and the orphan, and the stran- 
ger, and the poor, oppress not, and meditate not evil 

11 £^ust one another in your heart. But they refused to 
hearken, and showed a refractory slioulder, and made 

12 tiieir ears dull, that they might not hear ; yea, they made 
their hearts as an adamant stone, that they might not 
hear the law, and the words which Jehovah of hosts seiit 
through his spirit by the former prophets. Therefore 

13 came great anger from Jehovah of hosts. And as lie 
called and they would not liear, so they called and I 

14 would noi hear, saith Jehovah of hosts. And I scattered 
them as with a whirlwind among all the nations, which 
they knew not. And the land was desolate after them, 
BO that no man passed through, nor returned ; and thus 
the beautiful land was made a desolation.

7 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts ; 
Behold, I will save my people 

From the land of the rising, and from the land of the set- 
ting sun. 

8 And I will bring them, and they shall dwell in Jerusa- 

lem; 
And they shall be my people, 
And I will be their God, 
In truth and in righleouaness. 

9 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts : 
Let your hands be strong, 
Ye that hear in these days 

These words by the mouth of the prophets. 

Who were in the day when the foundation of tlie house 

of Jehovah of hosts was laid, 
The temple, that it might be built. 

10 For before these days 

There was no recompense for men, 

Nor was there any recompense for beasts ; 

Kor to him that went out, nor to him that came in, was 

there security from tlie enemy ; 
For I sot all men one against another. 

11 But now I will not be as in former days 
Toward the residue of this people, 
Saith Jehovah of hosts. 

13 For the seed shall be prosperous ; 
The vine shall yield its fruit, 
And the earth skill yield her increase. 
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And the heavens shall yield their dew ;

14 For thus saith Jehovah of hosts: 
As I thought to do you evil, 

"When your fathers provoked me to anger, 
Saith Jehovah of hosls, 
And I repented not, 
13 So have I again thought in these days 
To do good to Jerusalem, 
And to the house of Judah. Pear ye not! 

16 These are the things which ye ehal) do: 
Speak ye every man the truth to his neighbor; 
Judge aceording to truth, and for peace in your gates ; 

17 And meditate not evil against one another in your hearts, 
And love not a false oath ! 

For all these are things which I bate, saith Jehovah. 

18 And the word of Jehovah of hosts came to me, saying, 

19 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts : 

The fest of tlie fourth month, and tlie fast of the fifth 

month, 
And the fast of the seventh month, and the fast of the 

tenth month, 
Shall be to the house of Judah for joy and gladness, 
And cheerful festivals. 
But love ye truth and peace! 

20 Thus saith Jeliovah of hosts : 

It shall yet come to pass, that many nations shall eomej 
And the inhabitants of many cities;

22 Then shall come many nations and miglilj Itingdonis, 
To seek Jehovah of ho-^ts in Jerusalem, 
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And to pray before Juhovali. 
23 Thus saith Jehovah of hosts : 

In those days shall ten men of all languages of the n; 

tions take hold, 
They shall lake hold of the skirt of him that is a Jew, 
Saying, " We will go witb you, 
For we have heard that God is with you."

11 Judah liath dealt treacherously, 

And an abomination ia committed in Israel and in Jeru- 
salem. 

For Judaii hath profaned the holy people of Jehovah, 
which he loveth, 

And hath married tho daughter of a strange god. 
J2 Jehovah will cut otf the man that doeth this, 

Him that waketh and him that answereth, from the tents 
of Jacob, 

And him that bringeth an offering to Jehovah of hosla. 

13 And this also ye do : 

Ye cover the altar of Jehovah with tears, 
With weeping and with groans. 
So that he no more hath regard to the offering. 
Nor receiveth it with good-will from your hand.

It is because Jehovah has been a witness between thee

3 But Jonah rose up to flee to Tarsliish from the pres- 
ence of Jehovah ; and he went down to Joppa, and found 
a ship going to Tarshish, and paid the fare thereof, and. 
went down into it, to go with them to Tarsliish from the 
presence of Jehovah. 

4 But Jehovah sent forth a great wind upon the sea, and 
there was a mighty tempest in the sea, so that tlie ship 

5 was like to he b.-oken in pieces. Then the mariners were 
afraid, and cried every man to his god.

1 And the word of Jehovah came to Jonah the second 

2 time, saying, Arise, go to Nineveh, that great city, and 
proclaim to her the words whiiib I shall speak to thee. 

3 And Jonah arose and went to Nineveh, according to the 
word of Jehovah. 

Now Nineveh was through God a groat city, three 

4 days' journey in extent. And Jonah began to enter into 
the city a day's journey, and he cried out and said, Yet 
forty days, and Nineveh shall be overthrown. 

B And the men of Nineveh believed God, and proclaimed 
a fast, and put on sackcloth, from the greatest of them 

6 even to the least of them. For when the matter came 
to the king of Nineveh, he arose from hia throne, and 
put off his mantle and covered himself with sackcloth, 

7 and sat in ashes. And he caused it to be proclaimed 
and published through Nineveh by the deci-ee of the 
king and his nobles, saying. Let neither man nor beast, 
herd nor flock, taate anything; let them not feed, nor 

8 drink water. But let man and beast be covered witif 
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Backcloth, and cry mightily to God. Yea, lei them turn 
every ooa from hia evil way, and from the violence that is 
9 in their hands. Who can tell if God will turn and repent, 
and turn away from his fierce anger, that we perish not? 
10 And God saw their works, that they turned from their 
evil way : and God repented of the evil which he had 
said that he would do to them, and he did it not 

1 But thia displeased Jonah exceedingly, and he was 

2 very angry. And he prayed to Jehovah and said, Ah ! 
Jehovah, was not this what I said, wlien I was yet in 
my own country? Therefore I made haate to, flee to 
Tarshish. For I knew that thou art a gracious and 
merciful God, slow to anger and abundant in mercy, and 

3 that thou repentest of a threatened evil. And now, O 
Jehovah, take, I pray thee, my life from me ! for it is 

4 better for me to die than to live. And Jehovali said, Is 
it right that thou shouldst be angry ? 

a Now .Tonah had gone out of the city, and had sat on 
the east side of tlie city, and had made himself a booth 
there, and had sat under it in the shade, till he should 

6 see what would become of the city. And God, Jehovah, 
appointed a gourd; and it grew tip over Jonah to be a 
shadow over his head, to deliver him Irom his distress. 
And Jonah was exceedingly glad of the gourd. 

7 But God appointed a woitq when the morning rose 
the next day, and it smote the gourd so that it withered. 

8 And when the sun arose, God appointed a sultry east 
wind ; and the sun beat upon the head of Jonah, and he 
was faint, and he asked for himself death, and smd, It is 
better for me to die than to live. 

9 And God said to Jonah, Is it right that thou shouldst 
be angry for the gourd ?

11 up in a night and perished in a niglit ; and should not I 
spare Nineveh, the great city, wherein ar* more than a 
hundred and twenty thousand pei'sons that cannot discftrii 
between their right hand and their left ^ aivJ, aud also 
many cattle ? 
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Daniel's captivity iind elevation. — Ch. L 

1 In the tliird year of the reign of Jehoiakim, the king of 
Judah, came Nebuchadnezzar, the king of Babyloo, against 

2 Jerusalem, and besieged it. And the Lord gave Jehoiakim, 
the king of Judah, into his hand, witli part of the vessels 
of the house of God ; and he carried them into the land 
of Shinar, to the house of his god ; and he brought the 

8 vessels into the treasure-house of his god. And the king 
commanded Ashpenaz, the master of bis eunuchs, that he 
should bring certain of the sons of Israel of the king's 

4 race, and of the princes, youths in whom was no blemish, 
and well favored, and skilful in all wisdom, and having 
knowledge and intelligence and strength, to stand as ser- 
vants in the king's palace, and be taught the writing and 

e the language of the Clialdasans. And the king appointed 
them a ddly provision of the king's food, and of the wine 
which he drank ; so nourishing tliem three years, that at 
the end thereof they might stand as servauts before the 

6 king. Now among these were, of the sons of Judah, 

7 Daniel, Hananiali, Mishael, and Aznriah. And the prince 
of the eunuchs gave them oi^her names. To Daniel he 

f*ve the name of Belte^ihazzar ; and to Hananiah, of 
hadrach ; and to Mishaei, of Mcshach ; and to Azariah, 
of Abednego. 

8 But Daniel purposed ia his heart that he would not 
defile himself with the portion of the king's meat, nor 
with the wine which he drank ; therefore he requested 
of the prince of the eunuchs that he might not defile him- 

9 self. And God gave Daniel liivor and kindiieriS ft-om the 
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JO prince of the eiinuclia. And the prince of the eunuchs 
Baid to Daniel, I fear my lord the king, who hath ap- 
pointed your meat and your drink; for he might see your 
faces in worse condition than the youths of your age ; 
then shall ye make me endanger my head to the king. 

11 Then said Daniel to the steward whom the prince of the 
eunuchs had set over Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and 

12 Azariah, Try thy servants ten days, and let tliem give us 

13 pulse to eat, and water to drink. Then let our count«- 
nances be looked upon before thee, and the countenances 
of the youths that eat of the portion of the king's meat ; 

14 and as thou aeest, deal with thy servants. And he con- 
sented to them in this matter, and tried them ten days. 

15 And at the end of ten days their countenances appeared 
fairer and fatter in flesh than all the youths Vho ate the 

16 portion of the king's meat. So the steward took away the 
portion of their meat, and the wine which they should 
drink, and gave them pulse. 

17 _ And God gave these four youths knowledge and skill 
in all learning and wisdom ; and Daniel had understand- 

18 ing ID all visions and dreams. And at the end of the 
days, when tiie king had commanded him to bring them 
before him, then the prince of the eunuchs brought them 

19 in before Nebuchadnezzar, And the king conversed with 
them ; and among them all was found none like Daniel, 
Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah. Therefore they stood 

20 as servants before the king. And in all matters of wis- 
dom and understanding concerning which the king in- 
quired of them, he found them ten times better than all 
the scribes and magicians that were in all his realm. 

21 And Daniel lived even to the first year of Cyrus the 
king.

And in the second year of the reign of Nebuchadnes 
lar, Nebucliadnezzar dreamed dreams, on account o 
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which his spirit was troubled, and his sleep went from 

2 him. Then the iiing commaDded lo call the scribes, and 
the magicians, and the sorcerers, and the Chaldoeans, that 
they might show the king his dreams ; and they came and 

3 stood before the king. And the king said to them, I 
Iiave dreamed a dream, and my spirit is troubled to know 

4 the dream. And the Chaldasans said to the king in 
Aramsean, king, live forever! Tell thy servants the 

6 dream, and we will show the interpretation. The king 
answered and said to the Chaldasans : The word has gone 
from me. If ye will not make known to me the dream 
and the interpretation thereof, ye shall be cut in pieces, 

6 and your houses shall be made a dunghill. But if ye 
show the dream and the interpretation thereof, ye shall 
.receive from me gifts, and rewards, and gi-eat honor. 

Therefore show me the dream, and its interpretation! 

7 They answered again and said, Let the king tell his ser- 
vants the dream, and we will show the interpretution of 

8 it. The king answered and said, I know of a certain, 
that ye seek to gain lime, because ye see that the word 

9 hath gone forth from me. For if ye do not make 
known to me the dream, this alone is your purpose, and 
ye have prepared lying and deceitful words to speak 
before me till the time be changed. Tell me therefore 
tho dream, and I shall know that ye can show me the 

10 interpretation tliereof. The Chaldeans answered before 
the king, and said: There is not a man upon the eirth 
who can show what the king requirelh ; on nhith account 
no king, however great and powerful, hath asked smh 

11 things of any scribe, or magician, or Child ^.in It la 
a hard thing which the king requireth, anl there is none 
otlier that can show it before the king, except the gods, 
whose dwelling is not with men. 

12 For this cause the king was angry and very funous, 
and commanded to destroy all the wise men of Babylon. 

13 And the decree went forth that tho wise men should be 
slain; and they sought Daniel and his fellows, to slay 

14 them. Then Daniel answered with understanding and 
wisdom to Arioch, the captain of the king's guard, who 

15 was gone forth to slay the wise men of Babylon. He an- 
swered and said to Arioch, the king's capiain. Why is the 
decree so hasty frem the king 'i Then Arioch made tim 
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16 tiling known to Daniel. Then Daniel went in, and de- 
sired of tlie Iting that he would give him time, and th;it 

17 he would show the kiug the interpretation. Then Daniel 
went to hia house, and made the thing known to Hanar 

18 niah, Mishael, and Aznriah, his companions; that they 
wouid desire mercies of the God of heaven, concerning 
this secret; that Daniel and his fellows should not perish, 
with the rest of the wise men of Bahylon. 

19 Then was the secret revealed to Daniel in a night vis- 

20 ion. Then Daniel blessed the God of heaven. Daniel 
spake and said: Blessed he the name of God for ever and 

21 ever! for wisdom and might are his. And he changeth 
times and seasons; he removeth kings, and setteth up 
kings ; he giveth wisdom lo the wise, and knowledge to 

22 them that have understanding. He revealeth deep and 
seci-et things ; he knowelh what is in darkness, ancl light 

23 dwelleth with him. I thank thee and praise thee, thou 
God of my fathere, who hast given me wisdom and might, 
and hast made known to me now ivhat we desired of thee ; 
for thou hast now made known to us the king's matter. 

24 Therefore Daniel went in to Arioch, whom tlie king haJ 
appointed to destroy the wise men of Babylon ; he went 
and said thns to him : Destroy not the wise men of Baby- 
lon ; bring me in before the king, and I will show to the 

25 king the interpretation. Then Arioch bi-ought in Daniel 
before the king in haste, and said thus to him : I have 
found a man of the captives of Judah that will make. 

26 known to the king the interpretation. The king answen-d 
and said to Daniel, whose name was Belteshazzar, Art thou 
able to make known to me the di-eam which I have seen, 

27 and the interpretation thereof? Daniel answered in the 
presence of the king, and said, The secret which the king 
hath demanded, the wise men, the scribes, the magicians, 

28 the astrologers cannot show to the king; but there is a 
God in heaven that revealeth secrets, and maketh known 
to King Nebuchadnezzar what shall be in ihe days to 
come. Thy dream and the visions of thy head upon thy 

29 bed were theee. Thy thoughts, king, came into thy 
mind, what should come to pass hereafter; and he that 
revealeth secrets maketh known to thee what shall come 

30 to pass. But as for me, this secret is not revealed to nie 
tlii-ougli any wisdom «liich I iiave more tliaii all the liv- 
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ing, but to the end that the interpretation might be raada 

known to the king, and that thou raightest know the 

thoughts of thy heart. 
81 Thou, O king, sftwest, and behold, a great image. This 

image, which was high and of surpassing brightness, stood 
32 before thee ; and its form was terrible. The head of this 

image was of fine gold ; !us breast and Ilia arms of silver ; 
83 liis belly and his thighs of brass ; his legs of iron ; his 
31 feet, part of iron and part of clay. Thou sawest till a 

stone was cut out without hands, which smote the image 

upon hia feet, that were of iron and clay, and bi-oke them 

35 to pieces, Tlien was the iron, the clay, the brass, the sil- 
ver, and the gold broken to pieces together, and became 
like chaff fi-om the summer threshing-floors, and the wind 
carried them away, SO that no place was found for Ihem ; 
and the stone that smote the image became a great moun- 

36 tain, and filled the whole earth. Thia is the dream, and 
now we wilt tell the interpretation of it before the king. 

37 Thou, O king, art a king of kings ; for the God of heav- 
en hath given thee a kingdom, power and strength and 

88 glory. And wheresoever the diildren of men dwell, the 
beasts of the field and the birds of heaven hath he given 
into thy hand, and hath made thee ruler over them all. 

39 Thou art the head of gold. And after thee shall arise 
another kingdom, inferior to thee; and another third 
kingdom of brass, which shall bear rule over all the earth. 

40 And a fourth kingdom shall be strong as iron ; forasmuch 
as iron breaketh in pieces and subdueth all things ; even 
aa iron, that breaketh all these, shall it break in pieces and 

41 bruise. And whereas thou sawest the feet and toes part 
of potter's clay and part of iron, it shall be a divided king- 
dom ; but there shall be in it of the strength of the iron, 
forasmuch aa thou sawest the iron mixed with miry clay, 

43 And as the toes of the feet wore part of iron and part of 
clay, so the kingdom shall be pai-tly strong and partly 

43 broken. And whereas thou sawest iron mixed with miry 
clay, they shall mingle themselves by marriage, but they 
shaU not cleave to each other, even as iron is not mixed 

44 with clay. But in the days of these kings shall the God 
of heaven set «p a kingdom which shall never be de- 
stroyed; and the kingdom shall bo left lo no other peoi)lo 
but'itsliidl break in piei^e,^ and consume all these king- 
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■15 doms, and it shall stand forever ; even as thou sawest thai 
the stone was cut out of the mountain without hands, and 
that it broke in pieces the iron, the brass, the day, the sil- 
ver, and Ihe gold. The great God hath made known to 
the king what shall come to (laaa hereafter ; and the dream 
is certain, and the interpretation thereof sure. 

AS Then King Nebuchadnezzar fell upon his face and wor- 
shipped Daniel, and commanded that tbey should offer 

47 an oblation and sweet odors to him. The king answered 
Daniel and said. Of a truth, your God is the God of gods, 
and the Lord of kings, and the revealer of secrets, since 

dS thou couldst reveal this secret. Then the king made

Then Nebueliadnezzar the king sent to 
gather together the satraps, the prefects, and the deputy 
governors, the chief judges, the treasurers, the judges, the

B king had set up. Then the satraps, prefects, and deputy 
governors, the chief judges, treasurers, judges, counsellors, 
and all the rulers of the provinces were gathered together 
to the dedication of the image which Nebuchadnezzar 
the king had set up; and they stood before Ihe iiuaire 

* which Nebuchadniizzar the king had set up. Tiieii a 
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herald cried aloud : To you it is commandec!, people, na- 
6 tions, and languages, that at the time ye hear the sound 
of the horn, the pipe, the harp, the sambuck, the psaltery, 
the bagpipe, and all kinds of music, ye fall down and wor- 
ship the golden image which Nebuchadnezzar the king 

6 hath set up. And whoso doth not fall down and worship 
shall the same honr be cast into the midst of a burning 

7 fiery furnace. Therefore at the time when all the people 
heard the sound of the horn, the pipe, the harp, the saa»- 
buck, the psaltery, and all kinds of music, all the people, 
the nations, and the languages fell down and worshipped 
the golden image which Nebuchadnezzar the king had 
setup. 

9 Wherefore at that time certain Clialdseans came near, 
9 and accused the Jews. They spake and said to King 

10 Nebuchadnezzar, king, live forever! Tliou, king, 
hast made a decree, that every man that shall hear the 
sound of the horn, the pipe, the harp, the sambuck, the 
psaltery, the bagpipe, and all kinds of music, shall fall 

11 down and worship the golden image; and that whoso 
doth not fall down and worship shall be cast into the 

12 midst of a burning fiery furnace. Now there are certain 
Jews whom thou hast set over the affairs of the province 
of Babylon, Shadrach, Meshaeli, and Abednego, these 
men, king, have not regarded thee ; they sei've not thy 
gods, nor worship the golden image which thou hast set 
wp, 

13 Then Nebucliadnezzar in rage and fury commanded to 
bring Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego. Then they 

:4 brought these men before the king. Nebuchadnezzar 
spake and said to them, Was it by design, Shadrach, 
Meshaeh, and Abednego ? Do ye not serve my gods, nor 

15 worship the golden image which I have set up ? Now if 
ye be ready that at the time ye hear the sound of the 
horn, the pipe, the harp, the sambuck, the psaltery, the' 
bagpipe, and all kinds of music, ye fall down and worahip 
the image which I have set up, well! but if ye worship 
not, ye shall be cast the same hour into the midst of a 
burning fiery furnace; and who is the God that shall 
deliver you out of my hands ? 

16 Sliadi'ach, Meshai'li, and Abednego answei'ed and said 
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to the king, Nebuchadnezzar, we have no need to att- 

17 swer thee in tliis matter. Behold, our God, whom we 
sei-ve, is able to deliver us from the burning fiery furnace, 

18 and he will deliver us out of thy hand, O king ! But if 
not, he it known to thee, king, that we will not serve 
thy gods, nor worship the golden image which thou liast 
set up. 

19 Then was Nebuchadnezzar full of fury, and the form 
of his visage was changed against Shaiirach, Meshach, 
and Abednego. And he spake and commanded that they 
should heat (he furnace seven times more than it waa 

20 wont to be heated. And he commanded the mightiest 
men in his army to bind Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, and to cast them into tlie burning fiery furnace 

ai Then these men were bound in their trousers, their 
undei'-garments, their mantles, and their other clotlung, 
and were cast into Ihe midst of the burning flery furnice 

22 And because the command of the king was urgent, and 
the furnace exceeding hot, the flame of the fire killed 
those men that look up Shadrach, Meshach, and Ahed- 

23 nego. And these tiiree men, Sliadrach, Meslmch, and 
Abednego, fell down bound into the midst of the burning 
fiery fui-nace. 

21 Then Nebuchadnezzar, the king, was astonished, and 
rose up in haste, and spake, and said to his counsellors, 
Did we not cast three men bound into the midst of the 
fire ? They answered and said to the king, True, O 

25 king! He answered and said. Behold, I see four men 
loose, walking iu the midst of the fire, and they have no 
hurt, and the appeai'ance of the fourth is like a son of the 

26 godd. Then Nebuchadnezzar came near lo the mouth of 
the burning fiery furnace, and spake and said, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abednego, ye servants of the Most High 
God come forth! Then Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego came f rll out of the m d t of the fire. 

2J And the satra) s j refect'" aid deputy governors, and 
the counsellors of the k n" be ng gathemi together, saw 
these men upon wl ose 1 od es tl e fi -e 1 ad no pon er, nor 
was a 1 air f t! e r I eid si ge 1 nor were tl e tro isers

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angel, and delivered his servants, that trusted in him, and 
disobeyed the command of tlie king, and gave np their 
bodies, that they might not serve nor worship any god 

29 except their own God ! Therefore I make a decree, that 
every people, nation, and iMiguage which speaks anything 
reproachful against the God of Shadrach. Meahach, and 
Abednego, shall be cut in pieces, and its houses shall be 
made a dunghill ; because there is no other God that can 

30 deliver in this manner. Then the king promoted Sha- 
drach, Meahach, and Abednego in the province of Baby- 
lon. 



Nebnchadneizar's dream. lis interpretation and fulfilment. — Ca. IV. 

1 Nebtjchadnezzak the king to all people, nations, 
and languages that dwell upon the whole earth. Peace 

2 be multiplied to you ! I have thought it good to show 
the signs and wonders which the Most High God hath 

5 wrought toward me. How great are his signs, and how 
mighty are his wonders ! His kingdom is an everlasting 
kingdom, and his dominion endnreth from generation to 

4 generation. I, Nebuchadnezzar, was at ease in my house, 

6 and flourishing in my palace. There I saw a dream 
which made me afraid, and the thoughts upon my bed 

6 and the visions of my head troubled me. Tlierefore 
made I a decree lo bring in all the wise men of Babylon 
before rae ; that they might make known to me the inter- 

7 pretation of the dream. Then came ui the scribes, the 
magicians, the Chaldaeans, and the astrologers ; and I 
told the dream before them; but they did not make 

8 known to me its interpretation. But at the last Daniel 
came in before me, whose name is Belteshazzar, accord- 
ing to the name of my god, and in whom is the spirit of 

fl the holy gods, and I told him the dream. Belteshaz- 
zar, cliief of the scribes, since I know that the spirit of 
the holy gods is in thee, and no secret is too hard for thee, 
tell me the visions of my dreara which I have seen, and 
10 the interpretation thereof. The visions of my head were 
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these. I saw. and behold a tree in the midst, whose 

11 height was very great. The tree was large and strong, 
and its height reached to lieaven, and it might be seen 

12 to the end of the whole earth. The leaves tliereof were 
fair, and the fruit abundant, and in it was food for alL 
The beasts of the field had shadow under it, and the bii-ds 
of heaven dwelt in the boughs thereof, and all flesh was 

13 fed of it. I saw, in the visions of my head upon my bed, 
and behold, a watcher, even a holy one, came down from 

1-1 heaven ; he cried aloud, and spake thus : Hew doivn the 
tree, and cut ofi" its branches ; shake ofi" its leaves, and 
scatter its fruit; let the beasts go away from under it, 

IB and the birds from its braniJies. Yet leave the slump 
of its roots in the earth, in bands of iron imd bi-ass, in the 
tender grass of the field ; and he shall be wet with the 
dew of heaven, and his portion sliall be with the beasts 

16 in the grass of the field. His heart shall be changed, and 
be no more that of a man, and a beast's heart shall be 

17 ^ven him, and seven times shall pass over him. By a 
decision of the walehers is the decree, and by a command 
of the lioly ones is the sentence ; to the intent that the 
living may know that the Most High ruleth in the feing- 
doraa of men, and giveth them to whomsoever he will, 

18 and setteth up over them the lowest of men. This dream 
I, King Nebuchadnezzar, saw, and do tliou, O Belte- 
ehazzar, declare the interpretation thereof^ forasmuch as 
all the wise men of my kingdom are not able to make 
known to me the interpretation ; but thou art able, for 
the spirit of the holy gods is in thee. 

19 Then Daniel, who was called Belteshazzar, was amazed 
for one hour, and his thoughts troubled him. The king 
spake and said, Belteshazzar, let not the dream or the 
interpretation thereof trouble thee. Belteshazzar an- 
swered and said, My lord, the di-eam be to them that hate 

40 thee, and the signification of it to thine enemies ! The 
tree which thou sawest, which was large and sti-ong, 
whose height reached to heaven, and which might be seen 

21 by all the earth, whose leaves were fair, and whose fruit 
abundant, and in which was food for all, under which all 
the beasts of the field dwelt, and upon whose branches the 

22 birds of heaven had their lodging, — it is thou, O kinj, 
who art become great and strong; for thy greatnesij is 
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immense, and reacheth to heaven, and thy dominion to the 

23 end of the earti. And whereas the king saw a watcher, 
even a holy one, coming down from heaven, and saying, 
Hew th(. tree down and destroy it, yet leave the stump of 
its roots in the earth, in biinda of iron and brass, in the 
tender grass of the field, and he aiiall he wet with the dew 
«f heaven, and his portion shall be with the beasts of tlie 

24 fipid, till aev^n times pass over him ; this is the interpre- 
tation, king, and this is the decree of the Most Hijjli, 

25 which is come upon my lord, the king ; they .'hall diive 
tbee from men, and thy dwelling shall be with the beasts 
of the field, and they shall let thee eat grass as oxen, and 
be wet with the dew of heaven, and seven times sliall pass 
over thee, till thou know that the Most High ruleth in 
the kingdoms of men, and giveth them to whomsoever he 

26 will. And whereas it was commanded to leave the stump 
of the roots of the tree, thy kingdom shall be sui-e to thee 
after thou shalt have acknowledged tliat Heaven ruleth. 

27 Wherefore, king, let my counsel be acceptable to thee, 
and break off thy sins by righteo\isness, and thy iniquities 
by diawing mercy to the poor; if it maybe a lengthening 
out of thy tranquillity. 

23, 29 All this came upon King Nebuchadnezzar. At the 
end of twelve months, he was walking in the palace of 

SO the kingdom of Babylon ; and the king spake and said. 
Is not this the great Babylon which I have built for the 
seat of the kingdom by the might of my power and for 

81 the honor of my majesty ? While the word was in the 
king's mouth, there fell a voice from heaven: "To thee it 
is said, Nebuchadnezzar ! the kingdom is departed from 

82 thee. And they shall drive thee from men, and thy dwell- 
ing shall he with the beasts of the field ; they shall make 
thee eat grass as oxen, and seven times shall pass over 
thee, until thou know liat the Most High ruleth in the 
kingdoms of men, and giveth them to whomsoever he 

S3 will." The same hour was the word fulfilled against 
Nebuehadaezzar, and he was driven from men, and did 
eat grass as oxen, and his body was wet with the dew of 
heaven, till his hsurs were grown like eagles' feathers, and 
his nails like birds' claws. 

84 But at the end of the days, I Nebuchadnezzar lifted 
up my eyes to heaven, and my understanding returned tj) 
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me, and I blessed the Most High, and I praised and hon- 
ored Him that liveth forever, whose dominion is an ever- 
lasting dominion, and whose kingdom endureth from 
85 generation to generation. And al! the inhabiiants of the 
earth are counted as nothing ; and he doetli according to 
his will in the army of heaven, and among the inhabitants 
of the earth; and none can stay his hand, or say to him, 

36 What doest thou? At the same time my reason returned 
to me, and also the glory of my kingdom, my honor, and 
my splendor returned to me; and my counsellors and my 
lords soaght me ; and I was estahlished in my kingdom, 

37 and I received yet greater majesty. Now I Nebuchad- 
nezzar praise and exfol and honor the Eing of heaven ; 
all whose works are truth and his ways justice ; and those 
that wait in pride he is able to abase. 



Belshazzat's feasL Capture of BabyloQ. — Cn. V. 

1 Belshazzar, the king, gave a great feast to his thou- 

2 sand lords, and drank wine before the thouf>and. Bel- 
shazzar, while he tasted the wine, commanded to bring 
the golden and silver vessels which his father Nebuchad- 
nezzar had taken out of the temple at Jerusalem ; that 
the king and his princes, his wives and hia concubines, 

5 might drink therein. Then they brought the golden ves- 
sels that were taken out of the temple of the house of God 
at Jerusalem ; and the king and his princes, his wives and 

4 bis concubines, drank in them. They drank wine, and 
praised the gods of gold and of silver, of bi-ass, of iron, of 
wood, and of stone. 

6 In the same hour came forth fingers of a man's hand, 
and wrote over against the chandelier upon tlie piaster 
of the wall of the king's palace ; and the king saw the 

6 hand that wrote. Then the king's countenance was 
changed, and his thoughts troubled him, so that the joints 
of his loins were loosened, and his knees smote one against 

7 the other. The king cried aloud to bring in the m^- 
cians, the Chaldieans, and the astrologers. And the king 
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spako and said to the wise men of Babylon, Whoever shall 
read this writing, and show me the iDterpretation there- 
of, shall he clothed with purple, and have a chain of gold 
ahout his neck, and shall rule as the third in the kingdom. 

8 Then all the king's wise men came in ; hnt they could not 
read the writing, nor make known to the king its signilica- 

9 tion. Then was King Betshaxxar in great consternation, 
and his countenance was changed, and hia lords were 

10 amazed. Then the queen, on account of this affair of the 
king and his lords, came into the hanquet-house ; and 
the queen spake and said, O king, live forever ! Let 
not thy thoughts terrify thee, nor let thy countenance 

H be changed. There ie a man in thy kingdom in whom 
ia the spirit of the holy goda ; and in the days of thy 
father, light and understanding and wisdom, like the wis- 
dom of ttie gods, were found in him; and the king Neb- 
uchadnezzar, thy father, mad© him chief of the scribes, 
the magicians, the Chaldieans, and the astrologers, thy 

12 father, O king! forasmuch as an excellent spirit and 
knowledge and understanding to interpret dreams, and 
to explain hard sentences, and solve difficult questions 
were found in him, in Daniel, whom the king named 
Eelieshazzar ; now let Daniel be called, and be will show 
the interpretation. 

J3 Then was Daniel brought in before the king. And 
the king spake and said to Daniel, Art thou that Daniel, 
of the captives of Judah, whom the king, my father, 

14 brought out of Judfea? I have heard concerning thee, 
that the spirit of the gods is in thee, and that light and 
understanding and excellent wisdom are found in thee. 

15 And now the wise men and the magicians have been 
brought in before me, that they might read this writing, 
and make known to me its signification ; but they could 

16 not show the signification of the thing. But I have 
heard of thee that thou canst give interpretations, and 
solve difiicult questions. Now if thou canst read the 
writing and make known to me its signification, thou 
shalt be clothed with purple, and have a chain of gold 
about thy neck, and shalt rule as the third in the king- 
dom. 

17 Then answered Daniel and said before the king. Let 
thy gifts be to thyself, and give thy rewards to another : 
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yet I will read the writing fo the king, and make known 

18 to him the signifleation. king, the Most Higli God 
gave to Ncibuchadnezzar, thy father, a kingdom, and 

19 majesty, and glory, and honor. And by reason of the 
majesty which he gave him, all people, nations, and lan- 
guages trembled and feared before him ; whom he would 
he slew, and whom be would he kept alive; whom he 
would he set up, and whom he wonld he put down. 

20 But when his heart was lifted up, and his spirit hardened 
in pi-ide, he was thrust down from his kingly throne, and 

21 his glory was taken from him. And he was driven from 
the sons of men ; and his heart became like the beasts, and 
his dwelling was with wild asses ; he was fed with grass 
like osen, and his body was wet with the dew of heaven ; 
till be knew that the Most High God ruled in the king- 
doms of men, and set up over them whomsoever be would. 

22 And thou, his son, O Eelshazzar, bast not humbled 

23 thy heart, though thou knewest all this ; but hast lifted 
thyself up against the Lord of heaven ; and the vessels 
of his house have been brought before thee, and thou, and 
thy lords, thy wives, and tliy concubines Iiave drunk wine 
in tbem ; and thou hast praised the goils of silver and 
gold, of brass, iron, wood, and stone, which see not, nor 
hear, nor know; and tiie God in whose hand is thy 
breath, and whose are all thy ways, thou hast not hon- 

24 ored. Then was sent from, him the hand, and this writing 

25 was written. And this is the writing which was written : 
Numbered, Numbered, Weighed, and To be Divided. 

26 And this is the interpretation of iL Numbered: God 
hath numbered thy kingdom, and made an end of it. 

27 Weighed ; Thou art weighed in the balances, and found 
zS wanting. Divided: Thy kingdom is divided, and given 

29 to tiie Medes and Persians. Then Belshazzar command- 
ed, and they clothed Daniel with purple, and put a chain 
of gold about his neck, and made a proclamation concern- 
ing him that he should be third ruler in the kingdom. 

30 In the same night wa= Belshazzar, the king of the Chal- 

31 dyjans, slain ; and Dariu? the Mede took the kingdom, 
being about sisty-two years old. 
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1 It pleased Darius to set over the kingdom a hundred 
and twenty satraps, which should be over the whole king- 

2 dom, and ovei' them three presidents, of whom Danie! was 
one, that the satraps might give accounts to them, and the 

8 king might have no damage. Then this Daniel was emi- 
nent above the presidents and satraps, because an excel- 
lent spirit was ia him ; and the king thought to set hiin 

4 over the whole realm. Then the presidents and satraps 
sought to find occasion against Daniel in relation to the 
kingdom; but they could find no occasion nor fault; be- 
cause he was faithful, and no error nor fault was fiiuud 

5 ill hira. Then said tiicse men, We shall not find any 
occasion against this Daniel, unless we find it agitinst him 

G concerning the law of his Grod. Then thes^e presidents 
and sati-aps rushed together to the king, and spake thus 

7 to him : King Darius, live forever ! All the presidents 
of the kingdom, the governors and the satraps, the coun- 
sellors and the prefects, have consulled together to estab- 
lish a royal statute, and to make a firm deci-ee, that 
whoever shall ask a petition of any god or man for thirty 
days, save of thee, king, he shall be cast into the den 

8 of lions. Now, O king, establish the decree and sign the 
writing that it be not changed, according to the law of 

the Medes and Persians which altereth not. Wherefore 
King Darius signed the writing and the decree. 

10 Now when Daniel knew tliat the writmg was signed, 
he went into his house, his windows biiing open in hi:) 
chamber lowai'd Jerusalem, and three times a day he 
kneeled upon his knees, and prayed and gave thanks 

11 before his God, as he had done before. Then these men 
rushed together, and found Daniel praying and making 

12 supplication before his God. Then lliey came near and 
spake before the king concerning the royal decree : Hast 
thou not signed a decree, that every man who shall ask a 
petition of any god or man within thirty days, save of 
thee, king, shall be cast into the den of lions? The 
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king answered and said. The thing is true, according to 
the law of the Medea and Persians, which altereth not. 

13 Then answered they and said beforo the king, Daniel, 
who is of the sons of the captives of Judah, regardelh not 
thee, king, nor the decree which thou hast signed, but 

14 maketh his petition three times a day. Then the king, 
when he heard these words, was ranch troubled, and set 
his heart to deliver him ; and he labored till the going 

15 down of the sun to deliver hira. Then these men assem- 
bled before the king, and smd to llie king, Know, king, 
that the law of the Medes and Persians is, that no decree 
or statute which the king establisheth may be changed. 

16 Then the king commanded that they should bring Daniel 
and cast him into the den of lions. And the king spake 
and said to Daniel, May thy God, whom thou servest 

17 continually, deliver thee ! And a stone was brought and 
laid upon the mouth of the den ; and the king sealed it 
with his own signet, and with the signet of his lords, that 
nothing concerning Daniel might be changed. 

18 Then the king went to his palace, and passed the night 
fasting, and Buffered not the concubines to be brought to 

19 him ; and his sleep went from him. Then the king arose 
very early in the morning, and went in hast« to the den 

?0 of lions. And when he came to the den, he cried with a 
troubled voice to Daniel ; and the king spake and said to 
Daniel, Daniel, servant of the living God, has thy God, 
whom thou servest continually, been able to deliver thee 

21 from the lions? Then said Daniel to the king, king, 

22 live forever! My Grod hath sent his angel, and hath 
shut the lions' mouths, so that they have not hurt me ; 
forasmuch as before hira iunocency was found in me ; and 

23 also Ijefore thee, king, have 1 done no wrong. Then 
was the king exceedingly glad, and commanded that they 
should take Daniel up out of the den. So Daniel was 
taken up out of the den, and no manner of hurt was found 

21 upon him, because he trusted in his God. And the king 
commanded, and they brought those men who had ac- 
cused Daniel, and cast them into the den of lions, them, 
their children, and their wives ; and tiie lions had the 
mastery of them, and broke all their bones before they 
came to the bottom of the den. 

25 Then King Daiius wrote to all people, nations, and lau- 
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guages, tliat dwell in all the earth : Peace be multiplied to 

26 you ! I make a decree, that in every government of my 
kingdom men tremble and fear before tlie God of Daniel j 
for he is the living God that endureth forever, and whose 
kingdom shall not b d t d II dominion shall 

27 endure to the end I h h d h and rescueth, 
and worketh sign d w ^ h and in earth, 
who hath delivered D m h p of the lions.

1 In the first year of Belshazzar, king of Babylon, Dan- 
iel saw a dream, and visions of his head upon bis bed. 
Then be wrote the dream, and related the sum of the 

a matters. Daniel spake and said : — 

I saw in my vision by night, and behold, the four winds 

8 of heaven burst forth upon the greit sea And four great 
beasts came up out of the sea dee one fron another. 

4 The first was like a lion, and I id he w n of a eagle ; 
I beheld till its wings were plu ked from t and t was 
lifted up from the eartli, and m de to stand u| o s feet 
like a man, and a man's heart v s g ven to t 

B And behold, another bea t the se o d Ike to a bear; 
and it stood up on one s le i d t 1 d tl ree r b in its 
mouth between ita teeth and hey spake thus to it : 
Arise, devour much flesh ! 

6 After this I beheld, and lo ano her 1 ke a leopard, 
which had upon its bacJc four wings of a bird ; the beast 
also had four heads, and dominion was given to it. 

7 After this I saw in the night visions, and behold, 
a fourth beast, dreadful, and terrible, and exceedingly 
strong ; and it had great iron teeth ; it devoured, and 
broke in pieces, and stiimped the reaidne with its feet, and 
it differed from all the beasts that were before it ; and it 

8 had ten horns. ■ I gave heed to the horns, and heboid, 
there came up amou" them another little honi, before 
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which three of the first horns were plucked up by the 
roots ; and behold, in this hi.m were ejea like the eyea of 
3 man, and a mouth speaking great things. I beheld, 
till thrones were placed, and an aged one seated himself, 
his garment white like snow, and the hair of his head like 
pore wool ; his throne like a fiery flame, and its wheels 

like burning fire. A flery stream issued and came forth 
from before him; thousands of thousands ministered to 
him, and ten thousand times ten thousand stood before 

1 him; the tribunal sat, and the books were opened. I 
beheld ; and because of the great words which the bom 
spake, I beheld till rhe beast was slain, and his body de- 

12 stroyed and given to the burning flame. As to the rest 
of the beasts, tliey had their dominion taken away, for Iho 
duration of their lives had been appointed for a season 
and a time, 

I saw in the night visions, and behold, with the clouds 
of heaven came one like a son of man, and came to the 
aged one, and they brought him near before him. And 
there was given him dominion, and glory, and a kingdom, 
that all people, nations, and languages should serve him ; 
his dominion is an everlastmg dominion, which shall not 
pass away, and his kingdom shall not be destroyed. 

I Daniel was grieved in my spirit within me, and the 
visions of my head troubled me. I came near to one of 
them that stood by, and asked him the truth concerning 
all this. So he told me, and made known to me the in- 

17 terpretation of the things. These great beasts, which 
are four, are four kings, which shall arise out of the earth. 

.8 Then shall the saints of the Most High receive the kin"- 
dom, and possess the kingdom forever, even for ever and 
ever. Then 1 desired to know the truth concerning the 
fourth beast, which ditfered from all the others, exceed- 
ingly dreadful, whose teeih were of iron and his nails of 
brass, which devoured, brake iu pieces, and stamped the 

20 residue with bis feet; and concerning the ten horns 
which were in his head, and the other which came up, 
and before which three fell, — even that horn which had 
eyes, and a mouth that spake very great things, and 

21 whose appearance was larger than that of his fellows. I 
beheld, and the same horn made war with the saints and 

22 prevailed against them, until the aged one tame, and 
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judgment was rendered to the saints of tlie Most High, 
and the time eame that the saints should possess the king- 

23 dom. He spake thus : The fonrih beast is a fourth king- 
dom upon the earth, which shall differ from ail kingdoms, 
and shall devour the whole earth, and shall tread it down, 

24 and break it in pieces. And the ten horns are ten kings, 
which shall arise out of this kingdom ; and another shall 
arise after them- and he shall differ from the former, and

[. IX. 

1 In the first year of Darius, the son of Ahaaiierus, of 
the race of the Medes, who became king over the realm 

2 of the Chaldieans, in the fii-st year of his reign, I Daniel 
attentively considered in the Books the number of the 
yeai-s, concerning which the word of Jehovah came to 
Jeremiah the prophet, .that Jerusalem should remain in 
ruins till they were accomplished, namely, seventy years. 

8 And I set my face toward God, the Lord, and made 
prayers and supplications, with fasting and sackcloth and 

4 ashes. And I praye<l to Jehovah, my God, and made 
my confession, and said, Lord, the great and terrible 
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God, mho keepeth the cdvenant and morcy to them that 

6 love him and keep his commandmeuts ! We have sinoed, 

and have committed iniquity, and have done wickedly, 

and have rebelled, even by departing from ihy precepts 

6 and thy statutes. Neither have we hearkened lo thy 
senrants, tlie prophets, who spake ia thy nanie to our 
kings, our princes, and our lathers, aTid to all the people 

7 of the land. To tliee, Lord, helongeth righteousness, 
but to us confusion of fate, as at this day ; to the men of 
Judali, and to the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and to all 
Ifii-ael, to those that are near and to those that are far off 
through all the countries whither thou hast driven them 
because of their trespass which they have trespassed 

8 against thee. O Lord, to us belongeth confusion of face, 
to our kings, to our princes, and to our fathers, because 

9 we have binned -^gjunst thee Yet with the Lord our 
God is mercy and forgivene-a. For we have rebelled

14 Therefore hath Jehovah our God kept his mind upon 
the evil, and brought it upon us ; for Jehovah our God 
ia righteous in all his works which he doeth ; for we

broiightest thy people forth from the land of Egypt with 
a mighty hand, and madest thee a name sucli as it 
is at this day, we have sinned, we have done wickedly. 

16 Lord, according to all thy goodness, let thine anger 
and thy fury, I beseech thee, be turned away from thy 
city Jerusalem, thy holy mountain ! for because of our 
iniquities, and the iniquities of our fathers, Jerusalem and 
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thy people are become a reproach to all that are about us. 

17 Now, therefore, O our God, iheai' the prayer of thy ser- 
vant, and his supplications, and cause thy face to eliiiie 
upon thy sanctuary that is desolat«, for the Lord's sake ! 

18 my God, incline thine ear, and hear! open thine eyes, 
and behold our desolations, and the city which is called 
by thy name ! f<>r we do not present our supplications 
befora thee on account of our righteousness, hut on ac- 

19 count of thy great, mercy. O Lord, bear i O Lor 1 Jo 
give ! Lord, hearken and do ! Defer not for th e 
own sake, O my God! For thy city and tly people are 
called by thy name. 

20 And while I was speaking, and praying, an! confess i «■ 
my sin, and the sin of my people Israel, a d prestnt ^ 
my supplication before Jehovah my God lor the holy 

21 mountain of my God, yea, while I was speaking ni 
prayer, the man Gabriel, whom I had seen in the foi-mer 
vision, came, weary with running, and readied me about 

22 the time of the evening oblation. And he instructed me, 
and talked with me, and said: Daniel, I am now eomo 

23 forth to give thee nnderstanding. At the beginning of 
thy supplication a word went forth, and I am come to 
show it thee; for thou art greatly beloved; therefore 

2.1 give heed to tlie woi-d, and consider the vision. Seventy 
weeks are appointed for thy people, and for thy holy c^ty, 
to complete the iniquity, and to All up the measure of Ibo 
sins, and to expiate the guilt, and to bring in everhist-

2r. anoint a holy of holies. Know, therefore, and under- 
stand'. From the going forth of the word that Jerusalem 
should be restored and built till an anomted one, a prince, 
are seven weeks ; and during sisty-two weeks it shall be 
restored and built with streets and moats, yet in troublous 

2fi times. And alter the sixty-two weeks shall an anointed 
one be cut off, and there shall not be to him [a successor] ; 
and tlie city and the sanctuary shall be destroyed by the 
people of a prince that shall come, whose end will be as 
in a flood ; and to the end shall be war, decreed desola- 

27 tions. And be will establish a covenant with many for 
one week, and during half a week be will cause sacrifice 
and oblation to ceiise, and upon the wing of abominations 
shall come the destroyer, until decreed destruction be 
ponred out on the desti-oyer.

1 In the tliird year of Cyrus, king of Persia, was a reve- 
lalion made to Daniel, who was also called Belieshazzar j 
and the revelation is true, and relatetb to long warfare. 
And lie gave heed to the revelation, and had understand- 
ing of Ihe vision. 

2 In those days, I Daniel was mourning three full 
s weeks. I ate no pleasant bread, neither came flesh nor 

wine info ray moutli, till three whole weeks were ended. 

4 And in the four and twentieth day of the first month, 

6 as I was by the side of the great river Hiildekel, I lifted 

up my eyes and looked, and behold, a certain man, 

clothed in linen garments, and his loins girded with gold 

6 of Uphaz. His body was like chrysolite, and his face had 
the appearance of lightning, and his eyes were as torches 
of fire, and his arms and his feet like the appearance of 
polished brass, and the sound of his words was as the 

7 ehout of a multitude. And I Dauiel alone saw the vision 
and tlie men who were with me saw not the vision ; but a 
great terror fell upon them, and they fled to hide them- 

8 selves. Therefore I waa left alone, and saw this great

20 Then he said, Knowest thou wherefore I have come to 
thee ? And now will I return to fight with the prince of 
Persia, and I will go forth, and behold, the prince of 

21 Greece will come. But I will show thee what is written 
in the book of truth. No one putteth forth his strength 

1 with me against them but Michael, your prince. And I 
also, in the first year of Dai-ius the Mede, stood up to con- 

2 firm and strengthen him. And now I will tell thee what 

Behold, there shall arise yet three kings in Persia, and 
the fourth shall be far richer than they all ; and, relying 
upon his riches, he shall stir up all i^nst the realm of

19 return upon himself Then shall he turn his face to the 
Etrongholds of hia onn Und and he shall aCumhle, and 
fill, and shiU not be found 

20 Then shall anse la hia place one who shall send an e^- 
ai,ter ot tribute through the glory of hia kingdom ; but 
within few days shall he be destroyed, neither by anger 
nor by battle. 

21 And in his place shall arise a despised person, to whom 
they shall not give the honor of the kingdom ; but in the 
midst of peace he shall come in and obtain the kingdom 

22 by flatteries. And the forces of a flood shall be over- 
whelmed before him, and shall be broken in pieces ; and 

23 even the prince that is allied with him. For after mak- 
ing a league with him, he will practise deceit; for he will 

24 come up, and prevail with a small people. In the midst 
of security shall he come into the fattest provinces of the 
land, and he shall do what his fathers never did, nor hia 
fathers' fathers ; he shall scatter among them prey, and 
spoil, and riches ; and he shall form his devices against 

25 the strongholds, even to a set time. And he shall stir 
up his power and his courage against the king of the 
South, with a great army; and the king of the South shall 
be stirred up to battle with a very great and mighty ar- 
my ; but he shall not stand, for they shall form devices 

26 against him. Even they that eat of his own food shall 
destroy him ; and his army shall overflow, and many shall 

27 faU down slain. And the hearts of both these kings shall 
he to do mischief; and at one table shall they speak lies ; 
but it shall not prosper ; for yet the end is for the ap- 

28 pointed time. Then shall he return into his land with 
great riches ; and he will set his heart against the holy 
covenant, and he will execute his purposes, and return to 
his own land. 

29 At the appointed time he shall again go against tha 
South ; but the second time it shall not be as at the first. 

30 For the Chittsean ships shall come against him, and he 
shall be discouraged, and return, and be em'aged against 
the holy covenant, and execute hia purposes ; and he ?hall 
again have an uiiderataading with ihem that forsake the 
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51 holy covenant. Aoii forces shaU be raised by him, which 
shall jiollute the sanctuary, the stronghold, and take away 
the daily sacrifice, and set up the abomination of the 

52 destroyer. And such as do wickedly against the cove- 
nant wiU he lead to apostasy by flatteries ; but the peo- 
ple that know their God shall be strong, and do exploits. 

83 And they that have understanding among the people shall

39 els. And he shall do his w 11 a a n t f d strongholds 
with a strange god ; whoevei a kn wl d h m, to them he 
will give great honor, and giie them dominion over many, 
and divide tlie land amongst them for a reward. 

40 But at the time of the end shall the king of the South 
push at him, and the king of the North shall rush against 
him like a whiriwind with cliaiiots, and with hoi-semen, 
and with many ships ; and he shall eiiter into the coun- 

11 tries, and oveifloiv them, and pass over them. He shall 
also enter into the beautiful land, and maltitudes shall be 
overthrown! but these shall escape out of his hand, Edom, 

42 and Moab, and the chief of the sons of Ammon. He shall 
stretch forth his hand also upon the countries, and the 

43 land of Egypt shall not escape. And he shall have power 
over the treasures of gold and of silver, and over all the 
precious tilings of Egypt; and the Lybians and Ethiopi-

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NOTES ON JEREMIAH. 

BjssrBCTlSG JeremiaJi, we luiTe more information than respecting 
an; other prophet; and from the stndy of his life, as it may bo gatli- 
ered (com his wriringB, wa may gain some insight into the natnre 
of the prophecLo office, and of prophncy, and the phice which the proph- 
ets occupied in society. 

It appenra from ch. i. 1 of the collection of prophecies ascribed to 
Jeremiah, that he was of the sacerdotal race, heing the son of Hilkinh, 
a priest of Anathoth, a, city of the priests, (Josli. xxi. 18,) situated, as 
Jeronie says, about three miles north of Jerusalem. Some * suppose 
his father w have been Ihat Hilkiah, ihe high-priest, by whom the Book 
of the Law was found in the temple in the r^gn of Josiah. But if tha 
(iithcr of Jeremiah hall been the high-priest, it is not very probable that 
he would hare been mentioned morBly as one of the priests, wilhout 
any allusion to his distingaished statioa. 

Jeremiah appeared in a, most calamitous period of his conntry's his- 
tory, and auHtainel the office of prophet, counselling and warning 
kings and people, for a period of more ttian forty years. But his efforts 
ill behalf of his coantrymcn were unsncuesst'ul, and procured for him 
almost uninterrupted IJl-uaage and persecution ; which extorted IVom 
him some language towiuils his persecutors which cannot well be rec- 
onciled with the principles of the Jewish, much leas of the Christian 
religion, bnt which did not deter him fi-ora peraovoring in his labors 
for their good. He chose rather to follow the fortunes of his country- 
men, and lo suffer with them the calamities wliith a due regard to Ilia 
counsels might have averted, rather than to live in eaja by the Javor 
of the king of Babylon. " The ashes of Jerusalem were dearer to hira 
than the splendors of a victor's court." After the destruction of Jeru- 
salem, he counselled hia countrymen not to retire into Egypt; but his 
nJvice having Iwon rejected, ho went with them, anil in Egypt prob- 
ably closed his life. There is a tradition that he was stoned to death 
by the Jews at Tahpanhes, i. e. Daphne, in Egypt. 

The Book of Jeremiah contains prophecies and historical notices. 
The greater pait of them, viu. Ch. i. - xlv., relate U> the fortunes oJ

Judffia. Of these, cli.i.-xxxix, preceded the destruelion of Jernsalem; 
ch. xl. -xlv. followed it; and' cli. xlvi.-li. relate to foreign nations. 

From those prophecies of iho Book of Jeroniiah of which the dates 
are expressly mentioned, anj one can perceive that they were arranged 
by the collector of Jeremiah's prophecies, without regard to the order 
of time. The following table exhibits ibe chsptera which mention the 
lime when the prophecies coDlained in them were delivered. 

Under Josiah. Under Jehoiakim. Under Zedekiah.

If joa lay on ever so much paint, so as 
to rend or tear your eyes in doing it, &c Dr. Shaw, speaking of tha 
ladies of Barbary, says : " But none of those ladies tako themselves to 
he completely dressed, till they have tinged the hsir and edges of their 
eyelids with the powder of lead ore. Kow as this operation is per- 
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formed hy dipping first into the poivder a small wooden bodkin of tlio 
thiekness of a qiiill, and tlien drawing it afterwards through tlie eye- 
lids, over the tall of tlie eje, wo shall have a lively imi«^ of what the 
prophet may be supposed to mean hy reading the eyes with paiitt."

15 Ihi/ lonysaffering ; i. c. toward mj enemies. 

16. — I am allied by ikgaame; i. e. I have thy name connected with 
me ; I am called a prophet of Jehovah ; 1 am thy prophet. 

17. On account <^thi/ hand I have sat almte; i. e. on account of thy 
qiirit upon me, which compels mo to utter messages of woe, I am 
shunned and deserted by all men. — thoa hastJUled me with indignation. 
On account of wliat immediately follows and of what precedes in

12. — throae, &c. ; i. e. the place of our sanctnarj, the temple, hath 
been a glorious throne, viz. the seat or dwelling-place of Jehovah, to 
wMch onr lathers resorted for help. In vei'. 5, Jeremiah had pro- 
nounced a curse upon those who trusted in flesh, referring probably 
M Jehoiakim's solicitude to obtain assistance from Egypt. In opposi- 
tion to this, he would have them seek aid from Jehovah. 

13. — written in diist; i. c. given up to destruction and oblivion, as 
names written in dust quickly disappear, if there be the slightest 
breeze. 

14. — mil praise ! I glory in thee, as a powerful deliverer. 

16. Jeremiah had lieen ridiculed, vcr. 15, for predicting calamities 
which never came lo pass. In this verse he says (hat he had neither 
shunned his office, nor desired the calamities wMch he predicted. 
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XVIIL 3. — icW; lit. sKmes. This instnimunt is thus described 
by liabU Joiinh, or Abulwalid, a learned ijpauisli Jew of [he twelfth 
century. " Tills is a doubie inatrnment, Tipoii wliieh tlie potter tarns 
liis earthen vessels. It consists of two wheels like the stones of a 
hand-mill, but of wood. Tlie one is larger, and is below ; tlie other 
smaller, aud above. It has the tiamo of 'stones,' on account of Its 
reaembknce to the two stones of a hand-mill, although it ie not mode 
of stone, but of wood. This instrument of the potter is not common 
here [i. e. in Spain], but is peculiar to Easluni potters. But I liave 
seen one here, beloofj-ing to an Eastern potler whom wo have hero." 
— Preface to Gee. Lex., 2d. edit., p.xviii. 

15. — saoiB, &c.; i.e. It is as tontrai'y to nature ihat my peoplo 
ihoold forsake me, as that the snow-water from Lebanon should lur- 
sake tliu fields of Palestine. Volncy, in describing the chain of moun- 
tains of Lebanon and Akkar, says : "In winter their tops are entirely 
covered with snow, from Alexandretta to Jeniealem ; but after tha 
month of Mareh it molta, except on mount Lebanon, where, howover, 
it does not remain the whole year, unless in the bigliost cavities nIVl 
towards the northeast, whore it is slieltered from the sea-winds and 
the rays of tlie sun. In snch a situation I saw it stil! n,maini[ig in 
1784, at the very time I was ahnost suffocated with heat in the valley 
of Ualliec." See Kobinson's Calmet, An LSxaais Taciius sais 
"Fnecipuum montium Lihanum erigit, mirini dii.ta tantos inter 
ardores opaenm fidamque nivibns. Idem amriLm Jurdmem alit tun 
dicque." [Hist., Lib. V. Cap. 6). And Manndreli who lodged upon 
the top of it on the sixth of May,says: "By its exceeding hBu,bt it 
proves a conservatory for abundance of snow which tliawiug^h the 
heat of summer, alTords supplies of water to the rivers and tbuntuiiis 
in ihe valleys below." (Journey, p. 238, Amer. edit.) 

15. — jTA^ timidile, &e. : they pretend that it is hard to follow the 
laws and insticuti<rtis of their fathers, and consequently ncj^Iect them. 

17. — east wind. This wind is represented in the Seriptnres as very 
violent, and as blasting and drying np fruits. See Gun. xli. 6 ; Ezok. 
xva. to ; xxvii. 26. See a valuable arliule on Winds, in llobinson's 
Calmet. 

18. — iIiB word; i. e, the Divine word, inspiration. 

20. — ataioiiiice good to tliem .- ready and eager to promise rlicra 
blesdngs from God. 

XIX. 2. —vdkn of the son o/Himiom. — Tophet, ver, 6. This was 
a beautiful valley aoutheasl of JerusaJom. St. Jerome speaks of it as 
a delightful place, well watered and full of trees. Tliese trees formed 
probably a beautiful grove, and hence tiiis spot was selected as tlio 
place of idolatrous worship. Here the Israelites olftred their children 
to Moloch (represented in the iorm of a lirusen image, having the 
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membera of iho humau body and the head of aii ox), eansing them to 
drop from the arms of the iJol into a I'araace of fire. It was called 
Tophel, I Biipposo because it was a place of biimiiig, (see Goa. upon 
the Hebrew for Tophet,) either of children, or of dead bodies. Others, 
with less probability, suppose that it was so called because drums wem 
Ijcaleii there to drown the cries of tho vielims. I am nut awaiii tlia.6 
tbis circumstance, bowecer probable, has a historical tbmidation. Jf it 
has, it is of too incidental a character to give natue to a place. Atier 
the captivity, tbo Jews r^'ardod the place with abhorrence, and after 
Iho example of Josiah, 2 Kings xxiii. 10, throw into it all kinds of 
filth, the carcasses of animals, and the dead bodies of malei^tors ; 
and fires wore kept burning in the vailey to consume them. Hence it 
was used bj tho Jews as an emblem to dcnole severe punishment, 
especially the punishment of the future, world. 

4. — alknaled this placei i. e. used, for the worship of otliec gods, 
that which is my peculiar inheritance, or possession. 

5. — Mt/hplaces; i. e, artificial mounds for the idolatrous sacrifices. 

XX. 6. — posscssona; lit. taiors; hence, what is got by labor, ac- 
giiiBiliona, poescstioas. 

7. — didst persuade me; i. e, to assume the prophetic office; to go 
and prophesy to tbis people. 

9. So I say,- i, e. I sometimes say to myself, or think, that I will 
rononnco my office. The remainder of the verse is well explained by Ad- 
am Clarke. " He felt stings of conscience ibr the hasty and disobedi- 
ent resolntion he had formed ; lie ffelt ashamed of his own weakness, 
tliat did not confide in the promise and strength of God ; and God's 
word was in him as a strongly raging fire, and he was obliged to deliv- 
er it in order to got rid of the torturca which ho fell from suppressing 
the solemn message which God had given. It is as dangerous Co re- 
fuse to go when called, as to run without a call." 

14. The versos which lollow indicate so different a slate of mind 
from that expressed in the verses immediately preceding, that soma 
buppose them to constitute a piece by itself. Others suppose them 
to bo the hinguage of one of the enemies of Jeremiah, I'ashur for in- 
stance. Others, that they have in some way lost their proper place. 
They would come in well enough after vorse eighth. It is dilScult 
to_ suppose them to constitute the whole of a piece published by Jere-

Or the royal family in their fluurishing conditioa may tie 
compared to Lebanon, the highest moniilain, and Gtlcad, the most lev- 
iJlo part of Judfciv.

KOTES ON LAMENTATIONS. 

Thebe is no sufficient reason for doubting that the Lamentations 
are the productions of Jeremiah, thoujjh in regard to their form they 
havi^a more artificial character than his prophecies, which at first view 
suggests the suspicion that they were written by an imitator of Jere- 
miah, who had not gone through the calamities which he describes and 
laments. He may have employed his leisure in writing them during 
bis esilc in Egypt. 

Each of the five chapters of the lamentations contains a distinct 
elegy, consisting of twenty-two periods, according to the number of 
letters in the Hebrew alphabet. And in the first four chapters the ver- 
sification resembles acrostics. In the first tin-ec chaptei's each Ttr;e 
consists of three lines, and tiio initial letters of each verse are in tlie 
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ordar of the Hebrew alphabet, with the exception that i. 7 and ii. 19 
consist of four lines. There is also an esception to tlie alphabetical 
order, viz. thut in chapters ii., iii., and iv. Pe is put before Aym. Tha 
third chapter diftera from the others in having each line begin with 
the same letter, so that the alphabet is repeated three times. The pe- 
culiarity of the fonrth chaptEr ia, that each verse consists of only two 
lines. In the translation, I have, for convenience' sake, made the Unea 
of some of the verses more numerous. The tifth chapter is not acros- 
tic. It contains verses equal in nnmber to the letters of the Hebrew 
alphabet, imil the lines are quite short, whereas in the rest they are 

It is singular that any man of learning, who had read these lamen- 
tations of the prophet over his country's calamities and his own, should 
have supposed them to be elegies relating to the death of the good 
King Josiah. There is no alloaion to the life or death of Josiah in 
either of (hem. K Jeremiah composed an elegy npon his death, as is 
intimated in 2 Chron. xxxv. 25, it ia lost.

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EzEKlBL, whose name, being interpreted, is God-wiU-sltengtlten, the 
son of Buzi, a priest, nas ono of tbe ten thousand capliTea carried 
with King Jehoiacltin, or Jeconiah, into Mesopotamia, and placed 
near the river Chebar, or Chaboras, by Nebuchadneziar, the king of 
Babylon, (2 Kings siiv. 14.) This event happened about twelve years 
before the destruction of Jernaalem, or about six hundred years before 
the Christian era. In the fifth year after his removal be was called to 
the prophetic ofBee, eh. i. S, which ho continued to esercise to at least 
the sixteenth year after the capture of Jerusalem by Nebuchadnezzar, 
or lo the twenty-seventh of liin captivity, that is, alxint twenty-two 
years ; not twenty-seven, as is stated by Jahn. How much longer be 
prophesied, and when he closed his life, we are not informed. Erom 
what has been said, it appears that he was a contemporary of Jeremiah. 
A great help to the intelligent perusal of both of these prophets is the 
Jewish history of the times in which they flourished. It may Iw 
found in the Bible, or in the writings of Josepbos, or in Prideaux's 
Connection, or in Milman's History of the Jews. 

Respecting the comparadve merits of Ezekiel as a writer, there has 
been a considerable diversity of opinion, as may ba seen in the remarks 
of Bishop Lowth upon tins prophet, in his Lectures on Hebrew Poetry, 
and the note of Miebaelis. To me the judgment of Michaelis appears 
in this instance to be more correct than that of Lowth. Undoubtedly 
there are to be found in Ezekict some striking passages, such as the 
vision of the dry bones, some great thoughts, such as that in ch. xxxvi. 
26, and many bold images. But in general he wearies the reader by 
endless amplilicatjon and frequent repetition, and sometimes disgusts 
by his minuteness of detail in the delineation of gross images. One 
iUostration, which Isaiah has despatched in a single verse, or a single 
expression. Is. i. 21, Eiekiel has spun out into whole chapters, so as 
to lead as to wonder at the state of society when such tilings would 
not be o^nsive to the taste of a writer of genius and his contemporary 
readers. See ch. xvi. and xxiii. His visions and all^ories some- 
times dazzle and eonfbund rather than impress and instrnct us, though 
it may be said Chat his contemporaries may have attached a meaning 
to them where we cannot. Yet he was himself so sensible of the 
obscurity of some of his emblems and allegories, tlial he gives a verbal 
explanation of them. Some of his emblems are forced and uniuitural, 
and there occurs occasionally something ludicrous in their wont of 
appropriateness ; as when he Cakes an iron pan, and lays siege to it, as 
the emblem of enemies besieging the wall of a city. His language is 
generally prosaic, prolix, and without strength. 

There may appear to some readers a want of reverence in thus 
speaking of the style of the prophet ; hut since the time of Bishop 
Lowlb the style of the sacred writers has been regarded as their own. 
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and made the subject of criticism, and i 
dono to ll:e ju3C claims of (he eacred writ 
criminaW eulogy. 

Though I cannot rank Ezekiel bo high amongst the Bacied writers 
as some others hare dona, in regard tfl the stylo and dmas in which he 
conveys his aentimenta, I yield to no one in respect for the depth of 
his moral feelings, and his just and discriminatine moral and religions 
■views. See iii, 17-21, xviii., xxxiii. 

The prophecies of Eretiel have sometimes been divided into three 
parte : — I. Those rehiting to the Jews before the destruction of Jerusa- 
lem, <^ i.-xxiv. ; n.

I do not regard this as re- 
ferring to the calamities which were to burst on Jcrusaiom from her 
Northern enemies, tho Chaldaans ; hut rather as prepwatory to the 
manifestation of the Deity which follows. Comp. 1 Kings xix. 11 ; 
Acts ii. 2. The storm is said to coma ftom the north, in allusion to 
an opinion that prevailed in the East, that in the remotest regions of 
the North there was a certain mount of congregation, a place where 
God and his angels assembled. See la. xiv. 13, and the notes of 
Gesenius or Rosenmueller npon it. It may be here remarked, that it 
is against the spirit of the writer to explain the circumstances of tho 
vision too minutely, or to assign a pai'tieular meaning to every part of 
the scene. Ezekiel evidently describes a manifestation of the Deity to 
him, by which he was called to assume and exercise the prophetic 
office. This was the great design of l3ie vision. The circumstances 
under which this manifestation was made were designed to make it 
more august and impressive. He who is elsewhere said to make the 
clouds his chariot, is here represented as sitting upon such a chariot, 
and drawn by living creatures of wonderful excellence, and in a man- 
ner calculated to excite astonishment and veneration, — in an nncnrihly 
manner, and corresponding to the greatness of Deity. Various paj^ 
ticnlurs in the description are introduced only to fill up the scene and 
add to its majesty. 

S.—JiuT licing crealicrea. In ch. x. they ate called cherubs, and 
are to he regarded as a class of angels. In Gen. iii. 2-1 they aro 
represented as guarding the tree of life. They are said to have the 
human form, by which it is to be understood that they resembled man 
in respect to their size and their erect stature. In other respects their 
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forms are borrowed from creatures regnrded as most excellent upon 
the earth, namely, from the lion, the RrsC amongst wild beasts, the 
eagle, the &nc anion^t birds, the ox, che first amongst tame animals, 
and fi*om man, the head of them all. As symbols, tliese animals 6a- 
nole strength and wisdom ; or perhaps, strength, swiftness, obedience, 
aod wisdom. Having four faces, tliey ore ready Co go with prompt 
ness and execute the commands of God in every dircctJon. The rep- 
resentation of the Deity, having his ehariotrthrone borne bj creatures 
nniting the forms of various animals, was agreeable to the conceptions 
of the Eastern nations, as appears from antiquities of 'Egypt, and some 
of the oonnlries of Asia. See Eosenmnelicr on ch. i. 10.

Adam Clarke remarks ; " The S^ir«w roSs are generally written in 
this way.

Other Asiatic 
books were written in the same way. A Sansei'it roll of sixty ffeet in 
length, also betore me, is all written on Uie inside ; and a Koran, writ- 
ton in exceedingly small characters, about two inches broad, and 
twelve feel long, and weighing but about half an ounce."

ILvOQAi WHS tho first prophet of the Jews wlio wvote after the retnm 
from the captivity at Bahjion. It appears from ch. i. 1, that lie bt^an 
to prophesy in the second year of Darius, the son of Hyalflsp«s, king 
of Persia, or about five hundred and twenty years before Christ. 
^ The Book of Haggai contmna tbar short diseourses, designed to ex- 
cite the people to go on in the buildinR of the new temple, and in tha 
restoration of the services of former times. The cirenmstanoea under 
which he wrote are to be learned from the Book of Esra, oh. v. - vi. IS. 

n, T.—prfclous things of all the nations. This is tlie rendering of 
all the ancient versions except the Vulgate. That it is the true render- 
ing apponra to me plain from its connection with the preceding line, 
oomp. verse 22, and with the " silver and gold " mentioned in verse 8. 
The verb "ahatl come" is plural in the original, which I cannot well 
account for, if its nominative be singular, referring to a single person. 
It mast cither be a collective noun, or pointed so as to be in the plural 
form. The same word in the same form occurs in I Sam. ix. 20, 
which shouid be thns rendered, as it seems to me, and as the Sept. and 
VuIk. have it : " Care not for them [the asses], for they are foand. 
And to whom shall all the valuable things in Israel belong! shall they 
not to thee, and to thy father's honse?" Ewald and Hiuig prefer 
the rendering the dioicest of oU the naliata, which is admissible, but 
seems not quite so well suited to the connection. Moreover, it is not 
agreeable to the hinguage of the Jewish prophets, or to the sentiments 
of the Jewish people, to speak of iho Messiah as the desire of alt tlia 
(mKhbjs. Moreover, it is not sa.sceptihle of satistaetory proof that the 
Messiah was the object of such genera] desire or expectation ont of 
Judeea, as that be might be called the desire of tha nations. Besides, 
in reference to the application of this prophecy to Jesua, it is to be 
remembered that he did not appear in the temple here spoken of. For 
Josephns tells us, in the most explicit language, that this temple was 
pulled down, and the foundations of it taken away, by Herod the Great, 
who built a larger and more magnificent one in its place. See Jos. 
Ant. XV. 1 1. The temple in which Jesns appeared was as much the 
third temple, as that built in the time of Haggai was the second. In 
accordance with these views is a valuable note of Br. Heberden, in- 
serted by Newcorae, ad he. He says, at the close of it ; " The most 
plausible objections to the Christian religion have been made oulof the 
weak ai^uraents which have been advanced in its support. And can 
there bo a weaker argument than that which sols out with doing vio- 
lence to the original text, in order lo form a pro|>hcey, and then con- 
tradicts ihe express testimony of the best liistorian of those tiii;a;, in

HOTES ON 2ECHAEIAH. 

Zbchabiab, a name signifying " Jehoyah remembers," the son of 
Barachiah, the son of Iddo, was a contemporary of Haggai, coming 
forward as a prophet only one month later. In Ezra vi. 14, he ia 
called the son of Iddo, according to the well-known nnlimited signifi- 
cation of the term son in the Hebrew idiom ; the meaning being, that 
he was a descendant ; i. e. the grandson of Iddo, who was probably a 
more distinguisbeil person than tlie father of the prophet. 

The Bool; of Zechariah consists of two parts, remarkably distin- 
guished from each otlier in regard both to tbeir subject and their 
style. The first part, ch. i. -viii., forma a whole, consisting of a 
series of visions or symbols, described in prose, and all rchiting to tho 
re-establish ment of the Jewish commonwealth and temple. The sec- 
ond part, ch. is. — xiv., has refferenoe to circnmstances and events 
entirely different, and contains no symbols. Its langoage also is some- 
what poetic, and marked by the Hebrew rhythm or parallelism. 

In consequence of these circumstances, many writers, English and 
German, have supposed the second part of the book to be the produc- 
tion of a more ancient prophet than Zcciiariah. The first, so far as I 
know, who maintained this opinion was Dr. Joseph Mede, — who died 
in 1630, — inhis remarks on Matt.xKTii.9,10 (Epist. XXXI.}. His 
opinion is adopted by Archbishop Newcome, who, in his notes upon this 
prophet, makes copious extracts ftom the note of Dr. Mede. The ai^ 
gaments of Dr. Mede seem to be quite conclusive ; but some eminent 
critics have supposed that there are indications of the age of ZcchariaU 
in the language and allusions of the second part. It has also been 
maintained with arguments of considerable weight, that ch, ix. - xi. are 
by a differeat author from the writer of ch. xii. -xiv. The former 
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maj have been wr^tcn in Uie lime of Uiziah or Ahaz ; ihe latter, some 
time after the death of Josiah. Sec xii. 11.

n. 3. — tSe angd teko talked mlh me. " A notion haa been enter- 
tained, that the angel who talked with Zechariah, and interpreted to 
him, was no other than Jehovah himself, the second person in the 
blessea Trinity. In examining some pass^es which follow, I think it 
wili appear to be without sufBcient foundation. In the mean time let 
me observe, that here he is not oniy called simply an angel, (that is, 
'a ministering spirit," as the Apostle to the Hebrews explains the 
term, expi-essly contrasting it with 'the Son,' Heb. i. U,) but he is 
addressed by the other angel, not as a superior, but as a fellow-servant, 
to whom he delivers orders as from a common master: 'Run, speak 
to that young man,' " &c. Blayney.

S. 2. — llie teraphiia; i. e. the lionsehoM gods, the Penates of the 
Hebrews, which appear to have been of human tbrm and siae, at least

3. — sh^therds — badrs : lie kings and principal lenders of the peogle.

The prophet, in prophetic vision, is represented 
as removing throe shopherds of the flock, intimating that Jehovah, of 
whom, as Supreme Ruler of the Jews, the prophet was the emblem, 
cansed three, that is, several kings, or rulers, to ha destroyed, &c. 
Others by the three slicpherds understand, with less probability, three 
classes of rulers ; namely, kings, priests, and prophets.

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13.— tuojra. The mean wages allowed to the propliot for bis 
services as shepherd, that, ia, emblem of the Supreme Riilcr of the 
Jewish people, Jehovah, seem to denote the low estimation in which 
the Jews beid their peculiar privilej-es under the immediate govern- 
ment of Jehovah, and their ingratitude t« their Supreme Ruler. 

13.—ti-eaaur!/; i.e. the treasury of Jehovah in the temple, where 
money conseerated or in a peculiar sense belonging to Jehovah would 
of course be put. From the latter part of the verse, " cast them into 
the house of Jehovah, into the treasury," arises the difficulty of suppos- 
ing " potter " in the Common Version to be a correct transition. For 
what had a potter to do in the temple i The reasons for the render- 
ing "treasury" may be seen in Ges. Lex. npon the Hebrew word. 
, The newest explanation, which retains the common renderinjf " pot- 
ter," is that of Hengfltenherg, "/ cost tJtem into the houae of JdioaiA, 
that they might thence be carried to lAe poller; that is, to a mean, 
dirty place."

NOTES ON MALACIIL 



That Malnehi, whose name piohaWy signifies " mcaspnfi;cr of Jeho- 
vah," mas a ijontsmporary of Nchemiah, was, says John, " the tinvary- 
ing opinion of the ancients, and is placed beyond all doubt bv the sub- 
ject of the book, which presents the same faeo of things which existed 
in Nehemiah's time. It speaks of the temple as having been Imilt a 
considerable time; it introduces the Jews coroplalning of (he anlavor- 
Rhle state of their ^airs ; it finds fault with the heathen wives, whom 
Nchemiah after some time separated from the people, Nell. xiii. 23- 
30; it censures the withholding of dthes, which was also noticed by 
Nchemiah, xiii. 5. From thnao circumsmiices it appears that Mulachi 
prophesied in the time of Niihemiah, and during hia second residence 
in Jndiea, about 412-403 before Christ, when he reformed the abuses 
befbre mentioned. Tliis is cootirmed by Mai. i. 5." 

I. 2. Yd I focfd Jacob. It is evident that Jacob and Esau, in tho 
Inttar clause of this verse, are used to denote the posterity of thosa 
patriarchs, as well as themselves. 

5. — bfyoad iheborders ; i. e. he manifests his glorious power in other 
countries than Israel. See verso U. 

7. In that ye sa;/. The iMe of Miorah is amlmiplible ; i. e. By their 
aelioHS, by olftring tho torn, sick, lame, Sbc., they virtually said that 
the table of Jehovah, namely, liis altar, was unworthy of respect.

\^.—pMuted; i. e. je treat it os if it were impure.

— Tmdae of the spirit; i. e. his Divine 
power was not exhaoswd ; be might have made. many women for one 
man. — a godly race, lit. a seed of God; i. e. a holy race, worthy to be 
cilled sons of Goil. This constrnction of verae IR, which is chat of 
the Common Version, I prefer on the whole, though it supposes a 
somewhat harsh ellipsis. Most of the modern German scholars under- 
stand the verso as follows ; — 

[Te say, in excuse for yourselves ; ] 
" But did not the Single one do it ? 
And yet a divine spirit remained to him." 
But what did the Single one do ?

Did not Om [Ood] motB iiem f i. e. man and woman ; and does not tht 
residue of the spirit i o the whole spirit of man, in time and eternity, 
belotia to hii and is it not hallo to be punished by him? But tliis 
meaning of the phrase residue o/^ the spirit is not agreeable to Old Tes- 
tament u=t),e 

16 — covrA 1 s gar ki4 vth violeticei i, 0. who is giiHty of harsh 
and cruU t eatmcnt to his wite by dismissing her; who ci 



III. 1. — tie Lord, Bihom ye seek. "The Lord", may here denote 
the Supreme Being, said to come, because his perfecijons would bo cou- 
spicuonsly displayed by the coming of the messenger of the covenant, 
of whom mention inunediateiy follows. Or, by " the Lord" maybe 
denoted the messenger of the covenant in the next lino, who was ex- 
pected to come to the temple in order to purify it.

NOTES ON JONAH. 

TiiE name of Jonah, a prophet who lived in the time of Jeroboam 
tlie Seeond, 2 Kings siv. ^-25, and before Joel and Amos, ia prefixed 
to this book, btvause he is the subject, not the author of it. Who was 
the author of the wori:, and to what age he belongs, is wholly uncer- 
tain. I have, with Jahn, supposed that he lived about the ^nie of 
Malachi. See Jahn's Introduction to the Book of Jonah. 

Many and str^igo hjpocheaos have been brought forward in regard 
to the contents of this book. I think the popular opinion is the only 
correct one, namely, that it purports 10 be a history of some circum- 
stances in the life of the prophet Jonah. But the legendary character 
of it seems to be establiehed even in the popular mind, without the aid 
of historical criticism. Whether the narrative be supposed to contain 
mnck or little that is mydiieal, the religions lessons which it alTords 
are of great interest and value. Dean Stanley, the second volnme of 
whose elegant and instructive Lectures on the Jewish Church has just 
come into my hands, has well remarked : — 

"Jonah is the first apostle, though involuntary and unconscious, of 
the Gentiles. Tho inspiration of the Gentile world ia acknowledged in

thij prophecy of Balaam, its nobleness in the Book of J.»li, its grcntnesa 
in the reign of Solomon. But its distinct claims on the justieo and 
mercy of God are Srst recognized in tlic Book of Jonah, It is the 
cry of the good hcatlien that f auses the sea ' to cease from her mging.' 
It is the penitence of the vast population of the heathen NinoTCh tliat 
aronaes the Divine pity even for the innocent children and the dumb, 
helpless cattle. 

"In the popular tradiiions of East and West, Jonah's name alono 
has survived the Lesser piopliels of the Jewish Church. It still lives, 
not only in many a Musenlman iamh along tho coasts aud lulls of 
Syria, but ia the thoughts and devotions of Chi'istendom. The mar- 
vellous escape ftom the deep, through a single passing allnsion in the 
Gospel history, was made an emblem of the deliverance of Christ him- 
self from tho jaws of death and the grave. The groat Christian doc- 
trine of the boundless power of human repentance received its chief 
illustration from the ropemanco of the Ninevitcs at tho preacliing of 
Jonah. There is hardly any figttre from tho Old Testament which Ilia 
early Christiana in the Calacombs so often took as their consolation 
in persoontion, as tho dehvcraneo of Jonah on the sea-shore, and his 
naked form stretched out in tho burning sun beneath the shellcring 
gonrd. But these all conspire with tho story itself in prooluiming that 
still wider lesson of which I have spoken. It is the rare protest of 
theology against the excess of theology, — it is the faithful delineation, 
through all its various atana, of the dork, sinister, aelUsh side of evoTi 
great religions teachers. It is tho gi-and Biblieol appeal to tho com- 
mon instincts of humanity, and to the universal love of God, agtuost 
the narrow dogmatism of scetiirian polemics. There has never been a 
' generation ' which bos not needed tho mitjestic revelation of sternness 
and cliarity, each bestowed where most deserved aud where least exr 
pected, in the ■ sign of the prophet Jonah.' " 

I. 3. Joppa: n seaport on the Mediterranean, in the territory of 
Dan, now called Jaffa, and still distinguislied for its port. — Tuftiush, 
See nolo on Eiak. xxvii. 25, 

5. — /lad gone doom, &c. ; i. e. on oceonnt of his fatigue and nuxiotj. 
Whether the narrative be ficrion or fact, the meaning cannot be, as 
some suppose, that Jonah went down and slept at tho moment when 
tlie ship wus on tha pwut of being dashed m pieces. 

II. a. I cried, &c " Tliia prayer hath much more tlie Bppear- 
anee of a thanksgiving after a deliverance ; and inUoed could scarce be 
used before, whatever change be made in the tenses; unless we sup. 
pose it prophetical of the deliverance. Had it not been inserted in the 
history, many things in it would have been understood metaplioricaily, 
as in rtie Psalms." Seeker. — (^eHndo•^Iorf^,■ i. e. Sfieol, the place of 
the dead, here used metaphorically to denote Jonah's desperate condition.

8. — ihet mercy; i. e. God, the source of all mercy. 

m i.—Hinnigh (SoJ; i- e. by tho foTor of God. Others, ie/i"™ 
God; i. e. he hehig the jndgo. Others, of God. Either is admissi- 
ble, and expresses the general sense, namely, ihe greatness of the city. 
— three da^s' joarni^, &e. It is most tiatural to understand this of llio 
circiunftrence of the city, ropressnied to be so great as lo require a 
ihi'ee days' journey to go round it. Diodorus Sieulns says, it was 150 
stadia in length, and 90 stnjlia in breadth. 

IV. 1. — diirplmsed; i. o.becaase it seemed to him that his veracity 
as a prophet and Iho honor of his otQee were aflected. 

6. — gourd. Most modern writers suppose the ribinus or pa/ma 
Ckrlsli \a be the plant here mentioned ; for a description of which see 
Robinson'8 CaJmct, Arc. Gourd. But Niebuhc remarks : " Tho Jews 
and Christians at Mosat and Aleppo ^rm, that el-kheroa [tlie ricinus] 
is not the plant which furnished a shade for Jonah, but a species of 
gourd called «J-terra, which has very laT^e leaves and hears a very lai^ 
fruit ; and which does not last more than about four months." — Mi 
disbvu. This may refer to his distress caused by the heat of the sun ; 
or the reference may bo to the main design of preparing and destroy- 
ing the gourd, that of showing the unreaiionahleness of Jonah's vexa- 
tion, and thus putting an end to it. 

II. — that cannot discern, &c. ; j. e. young children, incapable of sin 
and undeserving of punishment. "Beckoning those of a tender age 
at a fifth part, the city contained us. hundred thousand inhabitants." 
Newcomo. 



NOTES ON DANIEL. 

What we know of Daniel appears with so mnch distinctnesa in the 
boot which hears his name, that it is unnecessary to say anything 
hero of his character and liistory. His name imports, either " Judge- 
of-God,'" i. e. one who pronounces judgment in the name of God, or 
" God-ia-my-judge," i. e. my vindicator. Ho is referred to in Ezckiel 
xiv. 14, 16, 18, 20, xxviii. 3, as distinguished for piety and for 
wisdom. From these passages of Ezckie!, however, we cannot infer 
that the Book of Daniel was known to that prophet. 

A tradition* is said lo prevail among the Mahometans, that Daniel

retnrned with E^ra into Jndam, and tllat he wns HfterwanJa Prefect of 
Svria, and that he closad his life at Susa, the capital of Persia. But 
it is entitled to no credit. 

The Book of Daniel consists of tiro parts, the one chiefly histori- 
ciil, extending to the end of chapter eix^, the other propheijcal, con- 
tdning four visions, represcndng the revolntiona of tingdoms. The 
worlt is written in diflbrenC languages ; eh. i. — ii. 4, .and from ch. 
viii. to the end, being in Hebrew, and the otiier part in Chaldee. For 
this tiict no satisfactory reason has been assigned. 

The roost important qn«slion rclnting to the Book of Daniel is 
whether it be genuine ; that is, the production of a prophet who lived 
during the esilc at Babylon. A brief statement of the grounds of my 
judgment on this subject would be unsatislactorj-. I will not there- 
fore gWe any in this plaee. Bnt I feel bound to express my convic- 
tion that the argnroenls fbr the comparatively modem date of the 
work, entirely independent of the general question of the credibility of 
miracles, are absolutely conclnsire, so that I have placed it last among 
the books of the Old Testament. 

If it be true that the Book of Daniel was not written till about 167 
years before Christ, or a short time before the death of Antiochns 
Epiphanes, it is undoubtedly a truth of considerable importance, and 
far-reaching in its consequences, in a theological point of view. But 
in the long run nothing ia better than the truth, and therefore it 
should he made known. 

The chief interest both of the Jewish and Christian Church in the 
book has been in the seeming predictions which it contains. But if it 
was written only 167 years before Christ and fonr hundred years after 
the time of Daniel of the captivity, then these seeming predictions — 
all of them wliich have any definitetiess — were written ajkr the eaent, 
and have no signiflcance except as a specimen of literary artiflce. 
The most general opinion among critics seems to be that the author's 
clothing of history in the garb of prediction was an innocent aniliee. 
Some have compared it to the predictions which Virgil puts into the 
month of father Anchisoa in the sixth book of the jEneid, 766 - 8a2. 
Bat there is nirt much resemblance between the Book of Daniel and 
Virgil's MBBid ; and in the latter the predicter docs not profess to 
he the writer of the book. Tho Book of Eceiesiastcs in the Protestant, 
and the Book of Wisdom in the Catholic Canon of the Old Testament, 
wore undoubtedly written after the captivity, and yet aasuuio to be 
vrtitten by Solomon, tho wise sou of David. But these books contain 
no predictions. It is difficult to say what was the intention of the 
author of the Book of Daniel In writing under an nsanmed name, and 
clothing history in the language of prediction, because we are not 
aequdnted with the circumstances of its original publication, and do 
not know whether the contemporaries of the writer were deceived or not. 
There ia reason to believe that apocalyptical writers sometimes assumed 
a false name with an intention to deceive. But we cannot agree with 
some recent writers in maintaining that such a practice was generally 
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reminloa an consistent wiih mord rectituile. Was there ever an aga 
when the pnliUe was willing lo be imposed upon^ In our deaire to 
avoid ihe conclusion thit the Book of Daniel is a pious forgery, we 
must be careful not to set up maxims which will destroy the trust- 
worthiness of all history. I do not believe that a practice which, at 
the present day, would be niiiversally condemned as deception and 
fraud was at any period of the Jewish or Christian Church generally 
appro'i-ed as right. In our ignorance of the manner in which the 
writer first otlcrcd the work to his conleinporaries, — its first readers, 
— it may be hoped, but not confidently asserted, that he intended to 
practise no deception. It was an unfortunate thing, at least, that he 
adopted a species of literary fiction which has generally been iniauri- 
derstood. and has in various ways been productive of much mora evil 
than good. . 

Dr Arnold seems to lean to the opinion that the predictions were 
intended to deceive. "I have long thought," says he, "that the 
greatcrpart of the Book of Daniel is n.ost certainly a veiy late work 
of the time of the Maccabees, and the pretended prophecy about the 
kings of Greece and Persia, and of the North and South, mere history, 
like the poetical prophecies of Vin^il, and elsewhere. In fact, yoti catt 
trace distinctly the date when it was written, because the events up to 
that date are given with historical minuteness totaUy niiUko the oh^- 
actev of real prophecy ; and beyond that date aU is imaginary. • The 
arguments which establish the dale of the Book of Daniel may be found 
in English in Davidson's Introduction to the Old Testament, and 
Patter's Translation of De Wettc's ; in Latin, in the CommentariM 
0fBo8enroneller»ndMaurer;andinGOTnian, in the Introductions ot 
Eichhorn, Bertholdt, De Wette, and Bleek ; and in the Commentaries 
of Ixsngerke and Hitiig. Lilcke, Ewald, Knobcl, and Gescinus have 
also maintained the same opinion. In defence of the genuineness, tlie 
principal works are by Bishop Chandler, Hengstenberg, Haverniek, and 
Professor Stoart. Very recently, also, have api>eared two works on 
the subject by clergymen of the Church of England, maintaining dif- 
ferent sides of the question ; one by Professor Pusey of Oxford Uiii- 
versity in nine Lectures ■• On Daniel the Prophet," " planned, as ha 
says " against that tide of scepticism which the publication of the Es- 
says and Reviews let loose," &e.. London and Oxford, 1864. Being 
thus written tor an object in its nature apologetic or iwlcm.cd, and 
entirely distinct fi^m that of a purely critical e-tamination ot the au- 
thorship of the Book of Daniel, this work contains little valuable 
criticism and a good deal of the argann'ntiHa ad invidiaat. The other 
work, "Daniel, or the Apocalypse of the Old Testament," written in 
the spirit of a cautions and earnest inquirer, is by I'hilip 8. JJeaprea, 
B. D.. Incumbent of Alvediston, Wills, with an Introduction by Kow- 
land Williams, D.D., Loudon, 1865. 

The design of the unknown apocalyptic writer, as it may he gathered 
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from a survey of the whole book, wns pioiis and patriotic. It wa» 
timt of comibriing his tountrymen undor the persecutions of the tjritnt 
Antiochns Epiphanea, of osdling hojies of iloliveiaace, and of eneour. 
aging thorn to persevere in choir allegiance to their religion and ihcit 
God, by the examples of signal tavor which ho had shown to sach 
men as Shadrach, Meshncb, Abedncgo, and Daniel, anil by the exam- 
ples of monarehs who had been brought to ruin in conuequenee of 
thrar hoslilisy to tlie Jewish religion and nation. These exiimplos 
are drawn from legendary history, embellished to a eonsiilerable ex- 
tent by the writer's own imagination. The history in the form of 
predictions, and the vague antieipadons of Messianic times, wliich 
here and there occur, are all adaplod to accomplish his praotieiil pui^ 
pose. The book contains no religious doctrine or moral duly whidi ia 
not better illustrated in the inspired writings of the long line of genuine 
prophets. The slory of the preservation of Daniel in the lion's den, 
and of the three in the liery furnace, does not contain so mnch real 
encouragement to faithfuiness in the path of duty, as the aablimo dee- 
laration of Paul of Tarsus, " And now, behold, I go bound in the spirit 
to Jerusalem, not knowing the things that shall befall me there, save 
that the Holy Spirit wltnesseth to me in every city, saying that bonds 
and afflictions awdt me. But none of these things move me." It ia 
not so consonant with the providence of God in regard to Che bold advo- 
cates of trutli and righteousness as the utterances of Jeremiah and ocbor 
genuine Hebrew prophets. It is by the stripes • of tlie servants of God 
that the people are healed. It is by tlie cross t that men are drawn to 
heaven. The genuine prophets touch the lieact; the apocidyptics 
reach only the imagination. The question in regimi to the genuine- 
ness of the Book of Daniel has no necessary connection with the inter- 
pretation of its language. Thus Professor Stuart in hia learned Com- 
mentary is among the ablest defenders of the genuineness of the book. 
But he agrees with those who adopt the opposite opinion, in limiting 
the author's vision l« the reign of Antiochns Epiphanes, and the 
obscure antidiMitions of the Messianic kingdom which was to follow 
the death of that tyrant. He finds no reference in tlie book to the 
Roman Empire. 

I. 4. — Uiea!rilm(i; i. c. the letters, which differed from the Hebrew,

because it might consist of animals, or parts of animals, forbidden by the 
Jewish law, or because portions of it might have been offered to idols.

Simonis regards the primary meaning 
of the word, from which the Hebrew is derival, to be, to cotter, to hide ;

The primary meaning of the original seems (o 
hare been, lopray, to worship; hence, to use magic formulBS, to mutter, 
— Chnid<Ea«s. The word liere seems to denote aslroliigers. 

5. TAe word lias goiie Jitiia me ; \. e. it has been uttered and ia irrer- 
ocahie. See rerse 13. According to the Common Version, it would 
appear that the king hud forgotten his dream; but in that case it 
would not have tronblcd him. The trac reawn of [he king's requiring 
them to tell the dream is indicated in versa 9 : " Tell me the dream, 
and 1 shall know tliat ye con show mo the interpretation thereof."

38. Thou art the head, &c. Here Kcbuchndnezzar is considered as 
the representative of tha kingdom. It is the kingdom which is chiefly 
denoted. That the fbur paris of the image in Nabuchadnezzar's dream 
denote four great empires or dynasties, is admitted by all. But there 
is not the same uniformity of opinion as to the question what these 
dynastias were. An opinion which was onca prevalent in the Chnrch, 
that the fourth empire was the lloman, is now generally discarded sa 
wholly untenable. Putting this out of view, it is a question whether 
the writer understood these empires K> bo, — 1. the Babylonian, 2. the 
Median, 3. the Mudo-Persian, and 4. the Macedonian, or that of 
Alexander and his successon in Egypt and Syria; or, 1. the Babyto 
nian, 2. the Medo-Persian, 3. the Macedonian, or that of Alexander 
the Great, and 4. that of the succeesors of Alexander in Syria, Egypt, 
&c. In favor of (he last division it is said that, according to history, 
there was no separate Median empire between the Babylonian and tha 
Persian under Cyrus. Bctiircnce is made to Herodotus, I. 130. On 
the other hand, it may be said that, as the author of tho Book of 
Daniel understood history, the case was diHereut^ He expressly says, 
V. 3i,vi. 1, that, on the death of Belshazzor, Darius the Medc took 
possession of tho kingdom, and held it for some time. Also in viii. 3. 
Persia is represented as growing up after Media. See also xi. 1. 
It seems also quite certain from viii. 21-25, that the aulhor re- 
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Ic seems to me therefore most probab ha h an rt a d tha 
head of ihe image as denoting the B b p b as and 

the arms tUe Median, the Ijellj and h gh h Mei P d a and tha 
logs, feet, and toes that of Alcsander and his suecessors. bo Jahn, 
Eichhom, Von Lengerlte, and others. That the Itonian Empire is 
not allnded to here, or in any pari of the Book of Daniel, has treen 
sliown by nnanswerable arguraenls by Professor Stuart in his Com- 
mentary, especially in pp. 173- 193. 

89. — another Idngdom, inferior to ihee; i. e. of the Medes. — third 
Mngdom of brass; i. 6. ^a Medo-Persian. 

40. — a fiarih Idngdom; i. e. the kingdom of Alexander and his 
successors in Egypt, Syria, &c. 

42. — paiilg strong and parlly broken ; i. e. one part strong and one 
depressed, according as different parties prevail. 

44. — Gad of *eau«i eet up a kingdom, &c. ; i. e. the kingdom of 
the people of the saints of the Most High, as in vii. 27. — to no 
ether pmi^: as tlie Babylonians relinquished theirs to the Medes, tlie 
Hedes theirs to the Persians, and the Persians theirs to the Greeks. 

46. — worsKpped Daakl, &c. — offer anoMatioa and auieet odors; i. e. 
paid him sueh honors as wore paid to the gods ; not becanso he re- 
garded Daniel as a god, bnt as a god-inspired man, as appears from the 
next verse; or becanso the spirit of the lioly gods was in him (iv. 8). 

49. — IB the gate of the king; i. e. of the royal palace, put for the 
jiaisee ilself, or rather for the court of the palace, into which there 
was only one entrance. So it is well known that the court of the 
Turiiish sovereigns is ealled the Porte, or the Sublime Forte, i, e, the 
Gate, or the High Gale.

The Babylonian kingdom ondor Neb- 
uchadnezzar, poivecfitl and fierce, denoted by the head of gold in Neb- 
uehndnczzar's dceam. — the wings of an eagle. The eagle flics highest 
and Ewiflest, and thus denote the eminence which the kingdom at- 
tained, and the rapidity of its conqnests.

24. Sevenfy toedcs, &c. In reference to Ter, 2, &c., where Daniel 
is represented as considering Jeremiah's prediction of the seventy 
years' desolation of Jerusalem, and praying for deliverance, the angel 
Gabriel informs Daniel that seventy weeks or hepcades of years, i. e. 
490 years, are appointed for Jerusalem's low condition. Whether tlw 
sci-enly weeks of years are given by the angel as a mystical interpreta- 
tion of the seventy years of Jeremiah, or as a new prediction, is uncer- 
tain. This verse appears to contain a series of parallelisms, thus : — 

1. Seventy weeks are delemiined conceming thy people, 
And oonoaming thy holy city, 

2. To complete the iniquity, 

And to mi up the measure of tho sins, 
S. And to expiate the guiLt, 

And to bring in everlasting righteonsness, 
4. And to seal vision and prophet. 
And to anoint a holy of holies. 
In the rendering, '•loJUl np the measure of i},e sins," I have adopted the 
Ken as the true reading, as probably did the authora of the Common 
Version. It was the reading of the Syiiao and Vulgate, and is sup- 
ported by the parallel expression in viii. 23. If this bo the true read- 
ing, it il probable tliat it denotes " to fill op tho measure of the sins," 
as it certainly does in viii. 23. If this be so, then to compkte the 
miquUg is a. more natural rendering of the parallel word, than tofnish, 
in the sense of putting an end to. It also appears to me more likely 
that the second eonplet contains a different sentiment fWim couplet 
3, than that fonr expressions should be used to denote nearly the 
same thought. In reganl to the sentiment, the idea seems to be, that 
the people were allowed a certain space of time to lill up the measure 
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of tlicir iniqnitips, before sufferLng certdn great calamitisB. Comp. 
viii. 23; Gen. xv. 16; 1 Thcss. ii. 16. —toecpiaU the guilt; i.e. by 
the calftmicies ivliieh came npon tlie Jews. Comp. Is. xl. 2. — to 
bring in eeerlanling rigMeomnesa, or, as Ge^enins translates, the Tighuoss- 
neis of ancUnt times. The pietj of the ancient fatliers ia thus referred 
to in Ps. cxxxix. 24, And lead meinlJie ancient wt^. See also Jer. vi. 
16; xTiii. 16. — to sealviiiontmdpi^ihet; i. e. to fulfil the prediciiona 
of the prophet, — hy which lenn tho prophets generally may be de- 
noted ; and the term proph^ or prophtis denotes praphay or pmpheciei, 
according to the idiom by which wo say that we have read an author, 
meaning the writings of the author. — to anoint a holy of hdies ; i. e. 
to consecrate or purilj the temple. That the phrase cannot be applied 
to a person is plidn from the fact that it is of frequent occnrrence in the 
Old Testament, and is never applied to persons, bat always to things- 
It has been sdd that, if the temple were referred to, the article would 
have been prefixed to tho Hebrew t^rm for holy of holies, Bnt after 
the temple had been desecrated by AnCiochns Epiphanes, it could hardly 
be called the most holy temple of the Lord, and so the rcconsecration 
of it would he properly spoken of as anointing a new holy of holies. 

25. — thevaird; i. e. which came from God to Jeremiah, that Jernsa- 
lem should be rebuilt-after seventy years, ver. 2. This reference seems 
to be demanded by that principle of interpretation which requires that 
regard should be paid to the eoniwcfidn of the discoarse. All other reftav 
ences which have been proposed by different expositois fail in this es- 
sential respect. — an anointed one, a prince. Some of those who sup- 
pose the Messiah to be here denoted, Hengstenberg for instance, Chris- 
tol. Theil. II, p. 459, as well as those who suppose Cyrus to he the 
anointed prince hero menrioned, yet maintain that the indefinite article 
is required hy tho original. That Cyrus, who is called Joliovah's 
anointed ia Is. xiv. 1, is the prince referred to, seems to adtnit of 
little doubt. Prof. Stuart justly remarks that, if it had related to the 
predicted Messiah, the Great DoliTCrer, then of course n'Eio, being 
an appellative, must have had the articlo. If it be said that the lerm 
may have had the force of a proper name, and so may have been used 
without tho article, the answer is, that in that case the next word, 
T43, would certainly have had the article. That Cyrus was denoted 
is the most probable supposition. Compare the prediction in Jer. 
zxx., xxsi., made aboal 588 before Christ. From 588 A. C to 
Cyrus was not much over seven weeks of years, or forty-nine years. 
This was near enough for the purposes of the writer, whether bia 
acquaintance with chronology and history was groat or little. — teven 
vieAs. Tlio pointing here adopted, placing a semicolon after " seven 
weeks," is (bat of the Common Version, as it came from tba hands 
of the translators ; as appears from most of the ancient copies, and es- 
pecially from the fac~simile of the first edition of it, printed in Oxford, 
1833. In most copies of the Common Version, as it is now printed, 
there is no stop after " seven weeks," so that it reads "seven weeks 
and threescore and two weeks," i. e. sisty-ninc weeks. I doubt 
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whether euch a form of expression, to denote slsty-nino, can be jtts- 
tified by tliB usage of tlie Hebrew or any other" langnage. — siilh 
tfr^ds and moots, &e. I suppose the meaning to be, that during 63 
weeks, or 434 years, the people should rebuild the city, and inhabit it, 
at the end of wbicli time an important event sliould take place, 
mentioned in the next verse. It is not to be construed strictly, 
however, as if it was in the proeosa of rebuilding tbo whole of that 
lime, —ye* i"ji troabtous times. See Ezra oh, iv. ; Neh. i. 3, \w. 1, &c., 
Ti. 1, &c, Ix. 36, 37. See also the history of tliis period iu Milman'a 
History of the Jews. 

Ab to the chronology of the whole seventy weeks, we have neither 
epaee nor ineliua^on to enter into the discussion of a matter of so Ut^ 
tie consequence. I suppose there is a somewhat arbitrary ase of the 
number seven, and considerable want of acquaintance with history and 
chronology on the part of the writer. In view of the great variety of 
interpreta^ons on the side of the modern, as well as the older critics, 
which have come within the compnas of my reading, Dr. Davidson in 
his Introduction, Vol. Ill, p. 221, in accordance with several German 
cnties, seeina to me to [iive the most correct judgment. " The first 
week reaches from the destruction of Jerusalem to Cyrus. The sixty- 
two weeks extend from Cyrus to Antioehiis Epiphanes. The last 
week embraces the period of Antioehns's tyranny. These numbers 
ate round, not exact ones. The sixty-two weeks make 434 years ; but 
so long a time did not elapse between Cytns aud Antiochus. The 
period is considerably less. Fif^'-two weeks would have been nearer. 
But there were no dates for the time in any prior work, The writer 
had no guide. He was therefore free to follow an inexact chronoli^y 
in a matter of no real importanoo. He adopts si.tty-two, because ho 
had one 10 take for Antioehns's reign, which is tlie nearest he coald 
have for it, without diriding weeks into fractional jHirts. Thus, the 
seventy we^s are made up of the successive 7 + (i2 + l. The main 
point to be looked at is, that the reckoning ia not by a definite number 
of days, as in the eighth and twelfth chapters, hut in round numbers 
based on tlie sacred number seven, ]iaving spocial reference to the 
seventy years of Jeremiah. Tlie aijiiMiad element predommates over 
the cJii'oiiolcykal. If tlio seventy years of Jeremiah be a round number, 
not an exact one, we cannot reasonably expect an exact coincidence in 
the seventy sevens. The first seven are specified as so many by tlieui- 
selves, merely becanso they remain after the 62 + 1 are auhlracted from 
seventy." Compare the throe times fburtoen generationa in Matt. i. 17. 

afi. — a» aaoaited one be eat gf ,■ i. e. a king, or priest. Here, as in 
the last verse, the absence of the Hebrew article before n'E'a, an amInC' 
cd one, proves conclusively that it does not roffer to Ihe amiiited one in 
the last verse, or to the great expected Deliverer of the Jews, llie Mes- 
siah. Other heimeneutical considerations which forbid such a I'efer- 
ence are v^ell stated by Prof. Stuart in his Commentary ad loe., and by 
Daridson in his Introduction, Vol. lU. p. 321. Whatovci- be the 
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Hebrew grammar and tho fundamental laws of interpretation are abso- 
lutelj against its application ta the Mcssinb. It seems to me most 
probable that it refers to Seleucaa PliilopaCor, who is referred to in 
xi. 20. So licngerbe, Maurer, Ewald, Bleefc, and Davidson. Pi of. 
Stuart, witli Eicliliarn, Hitzi);, and Iteidicl, supposes tlie anointed one 
to be Onia^ III., tho Jewisb priest, who was murdered by Androni- 
cos, as related in 2 Mace iv. 34. — to him a awxessar, i. e. a lineal one ; 
or a helper, the word which is used in a similar connection in xi. 45. 
Hengsienberg renders the phrase, "and there is not lo him," i. e. pow- 
er, or dominion, &c. — afaince tliat s/iaU come ; i. e. Antiochns Epi- 
phanes, who is taferred to in viii. 9-12, S3, 25, xi. 21-45; 1 Mace, 
i., vi. — ai/iosemd; i. e. tbe end of the tyrannical prince Antioclins. 
— OS in a flood. Tho ardcle seems to bo prefixed in the original, not 
to denote a particular flood, but according to tho woll-tnown Hebrew 
usage, according to which it is prefixed to any well-known or highly 
interesting substance or event.

27. And he luiH eatabliah a covenant idM mant) for one week; i. e. a 
considerable time, designated by the round number one hwj!;, or seven 
yeara. This refers to the fact that Antiochns persuaded many of the 
Jews to abandon thdr religion and adopt the religion and cnstoms of 
the Gentiles. See 1 Maec. i. 11, &c., 41; 2 Mucc. iv. 9. — wing of 
aliominatioas ; i. a. wing of the temple, defiled by blood, and by the 
abominable heathenish symbols, or idols, placed Uiore by the desti-mjer, 
Antiochns Epiphanes. Comp. xi. 31; xii. 11; 1 Mace vi. 7. As 
tho term [^35, wing, is often used in the Old Testament 10 denote tho 
extreme part or border of anything, it seems to mo that there is no 
more probable meaning of the term here than of the extreme part of 
the temple upward ; i. e. iSe lop, sautmit, pianade. So in the New Tes- 
tament wTipiyiov TOO Upnv, Matt. iv. 5. See the Lexicons of Gea. 

Antiochns 
Epiphanes. I have considerable doubt as to the rendering of tlie lost 
word of this verse ; and retain it beeanse I have greater doubts in re- 
gard to the rendering of Stuart, Hengstenberg, or Hilaig. My doubt 
relate not to the active sense of the verb, which is mnde probable in 
the Lexicon of Gesenias. But it is not easy to see why the Foel form, 
DQfe*^, should be used in the formei' clause, the abmaiaalions of tlie de- 
Ur^/er, and the Kal, nailtf, in the latter clause, poured out tqioii the 
deatroi/er. And yet an eqnully arbitrary change of words occurs in 
Ez^. xxxii. 25, 26, wlicre in the former verse we have 3-1(7 -SSn, 
and in the latter, a^^n "^"jria, ^"^ "WlA the sicord. Tlie rendering' of 
Hitz^, however, who regards' both woi-da as nouns having the same 
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signification, horror, seems liable to the same objection. TJiu renJor- 
ing, vntH decreed desolatioit be outpoured tipoii the desoUded, ivhich is 
adopted by Dr. Pusey, is liable to an objection whiuh must be obvious 
to every reader. It may, indeed, bo said tliat absolute and complete 
desolation is denoted by nS^, and partial, unfinished desolation by 
DlJIIff, desdat^. Bat this is very unsatisfactory. At any rote, Dpi'E', 
if considered as a masculine participle, must refer to a person, Qot a 
thing, lu wliith case the dosttojer Aotiochns Bpiphanes will be re- 
■ ferred to as well aa by the rendering which I have preferred. The 
rendering of Professor Stuart, upon hiia idio is lo be destroiied, is well 
snited to the connection, but is liable to the objection that no CX' 
ample is adduced by him in which the Kal participle is used in this 
Eense, either in respect to this or any other verb. NoiClier is this ren- 
dering so.snitabte in viii. 13; xii. 11. 

As great interest is stil! felt by many in this enigmatical passage. 
I subjoin translations of it by several writers, of diffijrent biases, well 
known in the theological world.
